PARTY TARIEF PROMISES 


REPUBLICAN TINKERERS IN 
A SAD PLIGHT. 

THE ALLEGED BENEFICIARIES LOSING 
CONFIDENCK IN THKM—THE SMELL- 
ING COMMITTEE AND ITS PLANS. 


WASHINGTON, Maron 24,—The President to- 
day sont to the Senate the following nomina- 
tions:

Whatever the Ways aud Means Committee 
may do now, whether it be to increase or re- 
duce the duties, it has already announced, in 
its judgment, the proper ones to be imposed 
upon articles of foreign production consumed 
in this country, itis becoming evident that it 
will not be able to restore confidence in its 
members as prudent legislators. It will uot be 
possible for them to convince the leather and 
shoe interests that Mr. McKinley and his assist- 
ants were not aiding, up to their best original 
judgment, when they decided to put a cent and 
a half a pound on hides, Mr. Gear and the 
cattle-crowing Westerners who hope to benefit 
by a duty that may crush the Eastern men for 
whom the West has a profound lack of respect. 
Every manufacturer of cigars in New-York, 
New-Jersey, Pennsylvania, “[inois, and other 
States in whigh great numbers of cigars are 
mude know by this time that Mr. McKinley has 
aimed a blow at the manufacturers in imposing 
a duty of $2 a pound on Sumatra leaf tobacco 
that will be disastrous. Should he decide to 
modify it that will not help him. The error of 
judgment was shown in the declaration of in- 
tention. A prohibitory duty on the best sort of 
tobacco used for wrappers will not make na- 
live wrappers an acceptable substitute for the 
Sumatra. 
Then the agriculturists all over the country 
are learning that the “agriouitural product” 
schedule was prepared exclusively to please the 
eyes and satisfy the native of New-England and 
New-York farmers, in supposed competition 
with Canada; tiat the duties on peas and beans 
potatoes, hay, und the like were not expected 
to add a cent to vhe incowe of any farmor ex- 
cept those selling against the lower prices of 
Canadian neighbors. ‘The agriculturist hus 
been too easily deluded by protectionist orators, 
butitis just possible that the murmurs heard 
from him may develop into a hoarse chorus be- 
fore another Congress assembles. That will be 
too late, however, to take off the burdens which 
the present Congress and President may suc- 
ceed in imposing. 
It is now openly asserted by Republicans that 
that party promised to ‘‘revise’ not to “re- 
duce” the tariff, aud the intimations about the 
imperfect bill will give an idea of what Repub- 
licans mean by revision. No one can tell to- 
day what is the condition of the bill. Its most 
important schedules ara admitted to be in 
abeyance. Being in a vaccilating state of 
mind, that is, aggravated by distressing reports 
about the dissatisfaction ¢aused by revising 
rates by raising them, it is impossible to ascer- 
tain whethor the publican committeemen 
will back dower or go ahead. The Republicans 
are finding it much more difficult to agree than 
did the Democrats in the last Congress, yet it 
was meat and drink to them to fancy that Mills 
and his associates Would not unite upon a re- 
port. 
It will depend somewhat upon the will of the 
Republican ‘‘steering committee” of the Sen- 
ate as to when the special smelling committee 
shall drop the curtain on the last act of the 
farce of trying to tind out how newspaper men 
learn of the proeeedings of star-cbamber sit- 
tings. Tbe smellers finished the examination 
of witnesses several days ago, but the matter 
seems to bang tire in the Senate. 
Wiat shall be done tw the newspaper men who 
refused to answer the committee’s questions 
still remains to be settled by the Senate, but 
that body appears to be in no hurry to taekle 
the question: In laying eut & programme of 
business the steering committee has made no 
provision for the long secret sittings whion 
wili be necessary if Chief Smeller Dolph’s 
proposal to imprison the stubborn witnesses 
is to be adopted. It is understood that 
Mr. Dolph has applied for a place on 
toe programme, and is trying to gets hearing 
tixed for an early day. He 18 a member of the 
steering committee, and so also is Mr. Platt 
another member of tie smelling committee, 
They ought to have some influence with their 
tive colleagues on the ateering committees, and 
it is quite likely that Mr. Dolph’s report will be 
taken up Within a week. ; 
The smelling committee is said to be practical- 
ly unauimous in the opinion that something 
Must be done to punish the correspondents who 
have publisbed secret-seasion proceedings and 
refused to reveal their sources of information, 
Mr. Dolph’s proposal to prosecute them for 
sedition is not favorably received by a majority 
of the Senators, and there are serious constitu- 
tional obstacles in the way of locking up the 
witnesses for contempt of the Senate. How to 
bring the farcs toan end without making them- 
selves more ridiculous than they have already 
done is a problem the Senators findit hard to 
solve. 


* 
President Harrison will probably withdraw 
from the Senate a nomination that he chose to 
offer it a while ago for a judicial oflice. He 


named a person called Whiteman to be Asso- 
ciate Justice of the Supreme Courtof New- 
Mexico. The nomination went to the Judiciary 
Committee to be considered, A story reached 
the ears of the members of the committee cou- 
cerning Whiteman. It was not a nice story. 
It appeared that a lawyer in Washington 
named Mussey had at one time employed 
Whiteman to settle the estate of a Swiss reei- 
dent at Albuquerque. Whiteman had collected 
$1,900 which he would not turn over, and Mus- 
sey did not think that performance indicated 
the possession of judicial qualifications. White- 
man, it was suggested, was the candidate of a 
New-Mexican “ring,” and it was anxious to 
have him confirmed. From some gentleman in 
the “ring” he borrowed 31,900, put 1t in 
an envelope, then into a sate, and came on to 
Washingtuxw. When here, he informed Attorney 
General Miller that the money was in his safe, 
ready to be turned over by his wife upon the 
demand of a properly-qualified person. This 
was agreed to, and upon his instruction the 
safe was opened and the package of mone 
turned over to a representative of Mr. Mussey. 
Then the appointment was made, but the 
trouble was not over. Senator Edmunds, it is 
said, received information that Jed him to go to 
the personal expense of sending a messenger to 
Albuquerque. He secured affidavits from sev- 
eralof tbe persons who had contributed to the 
fund whieh qualified Whiteman to receive his 
appointment frem the President. This infor- 
mation Mr. Edmunds laid before the Senate 
Judiciary Committee. The committee did 
not at once reject the nomination, as it 
would have done if it had been made by Mr, 
Cleveland. By a majority vote it instructed 
Mr. Edmunds to go to the White House, lay the 
record before the President, and request him to 
favor the committee by withdrawing his candi- 
date for Associate Justice. it will be interest- 
ing to learn whether this will interfere with the 
President’s judicial “policy” in New-Mexieo. 


For many yeara there has been, at the east 
end of the Representatives’ wirg of the Capitol, 
a room known as the Ladies Reception Room. 
It was really a part of the lobby, opening upon 
the east poreh, that was carpeted with rugs 
and furnished with sofas und chairs of the 
heavy und pretentious sort found about the 
Capitol. The room was always dark, even whon 
the chandeliers were lighted, All women who 
believea they had business with members made 
it the practice to get to this room, send their 
cards in to members by messengers, and meet 
the members in the “parlor,” when they con- 
sented to come out. 

The secluded character of the apartment, to- 
gether with its ease of access, have made it a 
resort not only for womeu who had legitimate 
business with members of the House, but also 
for some women who could net properly be 
said to heve any legitimate business with any 
gentvemen. The Speaker could not presume to 
reprimand individual members who chose ito 
see callers who sent in cards from their apart- 
ments, nor was it in his power to reproach 
some of the women for making frivolous ex- 
cuses for oecupying the time that members 
could profitably employ in behalf of other con- 
stituents. 

The privileges of this reception room had 
been so abused that it was necessury to resort 
toa radigg} cure of the evil. The Ways and 
Means Committee suddenly decided that more 
room was needed forits members. The Speaker 
and the architects of the Capitol assigned to 1t 
the reception room, which adjoins the room 
hitherto held by the committec. In order that 
ladies who had business with members should 
not be obliged to stand in the hall the sofas and 
cbaira from the old reception room Were trans- 
ferred to the space bebind the pillars in the old 
Hall of Representatives, and the messengers 
who Carry in the cards were put on duty there, 
“A narrow strip of a hall that is as public as the 
City Hall square became the ladies’ reception 
room of the House of Representatives. 

Hereafter, as long as the lady visitors upon 
Representatives are obliged to wait in this hall, 
aud meet the gentlemen upon whom wey. eall 
in so public a place, it is extremely probable 
that caution wiil be exercised by both callers 
and the persons called upon. Only “ladies” 
who have legitimate business will call, and 





“gentlemen” who may have been annoyed by 
“"""\ a@ donbtful character will have no dit- 
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ficulty in discouraging further annoyance. It 
is probable thet there will bew marked de- 
crease in the number of daily calls by women. 


Tho Naval Board of Inspection and Survey 
startea for Norfolk this afternoon to inspect 
the gunboat Petrel, which is all ready for sea 
at tbat place. Her tinal destination is under- 
stood to be the Asiatic station, where she will 
relieve the Palos for duty in the rivers on the 
China coast. She will sot get away for some 
time yet, as she wil) have her offietal speed anda 
turning trials at Newport firss, and if it is 
finally decided to have a series of naval 
manceuvres lute in the Autumn she may be kept 
on the home station to take part in them. 

The cruiser Baltimore 1s also fitting fer sea 
very rapidiy at Norfolk, and will be ready, with 
the exception of her eight-inch guns, by the 
letof April. she isto fly the flag of Rear Ad- 
wiral Guerardion the home station, and will 
8° tirst to Baltimore for ten days, on the invi- 
tation of that city and the Siate of Maryland. 
Other vossels that may be in commission in 
time for the proposed manauvres if they are 
Postponed as late us possible ure the Philadel- 

hia, Newark, Concord, Bennington, Vesuvius, 

tantonomoh, and torpedo boat No. 1. The 
Vesuvius and the torpedo boat sre ready now, 
but work will have to be pushed rapidly to get 
some of the others ready. 

The aquadron of evolution, which would then 
be home from Europe, would participate, as 
weil as the vessels now in the North Ailautis 
squadron. It is probable that eighteen or twenty 
vessels of all Kinds oould be concentrated on. 
the home station, and the officers and men could 
receive much Valuable instructions trom such 
manceuvres. 

The Philadelphis, which will be ready for her 
Bpeed trials soon, is to be commanded by Capt. 
Robert F. Bradtord. She may xo to the South 
Atiantic as flagship of the station. Capt. 
Montgomery Steard, late Chief of the Bureau 
of Ordnance, will probably commana the Mi- 
antonomoh and Capt. Rush R. Wallace is talked 
of as likely tocommand the Newark. Capt. 
William T. Sampson, at present Superintendent 
ofthe Naval Academy, is unaeretood to be 
slated for the San Francisco, which is to be tue 
flagship of the Pacific station as soou as she is 
completed and fitted out. 


Mr. Hoar presented tO the Senate to-day the 
majority report of the Committee on Privileges 
and Elections upon the Montana election case. 


It gives the history of the making of two sets 
of representatives from Silver Bow County, 
and holds that the eleetion of the Republicans, 
Sanders and Power, is good. It goes into the 
fraudulent voting in Precinct 84 of the ceunty, 
and dismisses the broached idea of returning to 
Montana all the Senators and teaching the 
Stace a lesson thereby. 

Yhe minority report was prosented by Mr. 
Gray. It holds that the Democratic Senators, 
Mersers. Clark and Maginnis, were formally and 
properly chosen by the State Legislature, and 
that the Governor's recognition of them is 
valid. It holds also that tho tive representa- 
tives sentto the ‘Court House Legislature” 
Were the actual choice of the Silver Bow County 
voters, and thatthe Kepublicans forbade a re- 
count of that.vote, thereby geting their own 
partisans into the place for the United States 
Senate. 

All the Republican members of the committee 
signed the majority report andall the Demo- 
crats put their signatures to the minority re- 
port. Mr. Turpie is said to bein favor of send- 
ing the case back to Montana for settlement. 


To Mr. Blair of New-Hampshire belongs the 
credit for discovering an eutirely new elass of 
persons to Whom a@ grateful country must ex- 


tend its liberal pension laws. The discovery ia 
revealed in @ bill which Mr. Blair nas intro- 
duced, which provides ‘that the Secretary of 
the Interior be, and he is hereby, authorized 
and directed to plaee on the pension roll, subject 
to the provisions and limitations of the pension 
laws, the name of Jobn Chamberlin, commia- 
sioued by the Executive of New-Hampshire to 
care specially for the interests of New-Hamp- 
shire soldiers in the Army of the Potomac dur- 
ing the war of the rebellion.” 

Possibly for fear that his own idea of liber- 
ality might not do entire iustice to Mr. Cham- 
berlin, Mr. Blair does not puta limit on the 
amount of pension Mr. Chamberlin is to re- 
ceive, but asthe New-Hampshire Senator is a 
member of the Pension Committee, the inter- 
ests of the proposed peusion will no doubt be 
well looked after.

The salary of $5,000 a year each which 
United States Senators receive is evidently too 
Amall to permit them to gratify their appetite 
for quinine. Thereport of Secretary McCook 
shows that during the year ending June 30, 
1889, 1,700 two-grain and 1,600 three-grain 
quinine pilis were purchased for the use of 
senators. During that year the Senate con- 
Sisted of seventy-six members, so that the 
share of each in the 3,300 pills was nearly 
4319 pills. It cost the people of the United 
States $28 75 to provide these piils for the 
Senators,

A novel instance of peculiar political methods 
was discovered at the Post Office Department 
to-day. A number of telegrams had been re- 
ceived from citizens of a Western city, as sup- 
posed, protesting against the appointment of 
One of the candidates for the office of Post- 
master at that: city. These’ telegrams 
were filed away with the ocher papers 
in the case, and letters were sent 
out, addressed to the men whose signatures 
were attached to the telegrams avknowledging 
theirreceipt. Subsequently every one of the 
letters was returned to the department, with 
the infermation that the addresses could not 
be found. An investigation revealed tue fact 
that the persons whose names were signed to 
the telegram were myths, and that probably 
one person trad sont them ail, in the hope of 
defeating the eandidate against whom they 
were directed,

A resolution ef the House, adopted some time 
ago, requested the Secretary of the Interior and 
the Secretary of War to furnish information as 
to what saving of public expenditure, if any, 
can be mate by transferring the Bureau of 
Pensions from the Interior to the War Depart- 
ment. Secretary Noble, in w reply to this reso- 
lution sent to the House to-day, says he has 
considered the sudject in its general aspects, 
and that in hia judgment there will be little if 
| aby saving by the chauge suggested. 


W. C. Winant ana W. C. Besseliesre, draughts- 
men in the Bureau of Construction and Repair 
in the Navy Department, have resignod to ac- 
cept rg crud salaries with private shipbuilders. 
There have been eight resiznations of draughts- 
men from this bureag in a year and the demand 
for skilled naval draughtsmen has been so great 
that tueir places cannot be filled at the salary 
paid by the Government,

GLASS LIKELY TO ADVANCE, 

FINDLAY, Ohio, May 24.—The fact that the 
supply of soda ash in New-York 1s exhausted 
and that the English mannufactories of this drug 
are closed down on account of strikes, making 
the future of the article somewhat problemat- 
ical, wili not affect the sixteen glass tactories 
of this city, as every establishment has enough 
soda ash on hand to run the works until the 
close of the present year. The eoarcity of soda 
ash, which is @ necessary ingredient in the 
manufacture of glass, and is largely imported 
from England, there being but one soda ash 
wnanufactory in the United States, has raised 
the price of the product within the past tgro 
weeks 150 per cent, thus making it almost imn- 
perative that another advance in the price of 
window glass be made, and itis not unlikely 
that the association will so order this week.

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QUAKKELING IN OHIOCAGO. 


THE WORLD’S FAIR SITE MAKING A 
GREAT DEAL OF JEALOUSY. 


CHICAGO, March 24.—A bit of the fight that is 
in pregress between the different sections of 
the city, or the men who own real estate, over 
the selection of a site for the proposed 
Chicago Fair, came to the surface to-night, at 
& meeting of the Common Council. Vigorous 
efforts were made to jam it down out of sight, 
butitremained on exhibition long enough to 
give Mayor Cregicr and the boomers a mighty 
scare, 

During the session of the Counoil Alderman 
Pond, representing one of the west side wards, 
asked permission to offer a resolution request- 
ing that the Mayor and Controller take steps to 
see that, in selecting a site, the rights of 
the westside of the city be not overlooked 
The Mayor, who was presiding, hurriedly 
said that he could not entertain such a resolu- 
tion and that the eity had no control over the 
movements of such a corporation as the World’s 


Fair Association. Tho Couneil took the cue and 
refused to reeeive the resolution, but it was 
read for information, and here itis: 

Whereas, A mecting of the stockholders of the 
proposed fair is called for April 4 to elect Di- 
rectors, and it appoaring that an attempt is 
being made to forestall the selection of 
the site, to the prelncice of the west side, 
by getting proxies in the hamds of south-side peo- 
ple, or those having large south-side interests, a 
majority of whom are already vledged to Jackson 
ayy who are to select the Directors; therefore

Resolved, Thatin view of the fact that the west 
aide, by virtue of its population, its large area and 
available lands, its projected elevated roads, its 
cable roads, and other means of transit, is, in the 
sense of this Council, the proper place for the site 
of the fair; that it deprecates avy and all attempts, 
whether covert or open, to rob it in advance ofa 
competitive right in the premises, 

Resvived, That the Mayor and Controller be and 

are hereby directed, in their official capacity, to use 
their best efforts and influence to cause the pro- 
posed site to be selected in the west division, which 
we believe will best subserve the interest of the 
city at large, and at the same time promote the 
success of the enterprise, 
An effort was made to suppress any report of 
the ineident. Privately Alderman Pond was 
roundly rebuked for offering such a resolution. 
Great fear was expressed that the Eastern 
newspapers would get hold of it and the facts 
back ef it, and it Was opeuly stated that a pub 
lication of the same might endanger the suc- 
cess of the enterprige in the Senate, 

If the enterprise is endangered it will be by 
the quarreling of the real estate cormorants 
over the spoils, The protita of the proposed 
fair have been the one thing in view from the 
start. Citizens not owning real estate wore 
lured to subscribe to the guarantee 
fund by glowing stories of what the 
fair would do for Chicago. In the minds of the 
few men who are really back of the movement 
the idea has been, ‘* What will the fair do for us 
Qs real estate speculatora?” These grasping 
gentlomen are so hungry fortheir prospective 
profits that they cannot restrain themselves, 
and even befors the fair is assured they are 
showing their hands. 

Naturally there was consternation to-night 
when a representative of hundreds of sub- 
acribera to the fund who are notinon theground 
floor wanted to free his mind. He was sup- 
pressed, but the little outbreak is indicative of 
the grand explosion that is tocome.

MASSACHUSETTS LEGISLATORS 
THE DUTY ON BIDES. 


Boston, March 24.—The Republican Tariff 
bill caused @ little fun in the House ot Repre- 
sentatives this afternoon. The Republicans 
by a narrow majority voted in favor of impes- 
ing a duty on hides. The question came up 
on the resolutions of Mr. Quincy of Quincy 
against the reimposition of suchaduty. The 
Speaker gave his opinion on the point of order 
raised by Mr. Quincy Friday that the reso- 
lutions dia not come within the operations of 
the rule to the effect that a resolution was not 
an order as contemplated by the rule, and held 
the point to be well taken, 

Immediately the Republican members began 
to do some quiet lobbying with the members of 
the same party from the leather towns. On 
a viva voce yote the resolutions were rejeoted.

Mr. Wardwell of Haverhill called 
for the yess and nays, and they were or- 
dered. hile they were being taken the Re- 
publican whips went about the House ee 
ening the backbones of the members with in- 
terested constituencies, and calling; upon them 
to back up the party even if thoy felt they 
were opposing a popular demand. They were 
able to drive a number of weak-Kneed men into 
line, but a few refused to be the tools of the 
Republican committee on party policy, and 
voted in the interest of their constituencies. 
The roll call resulted: Yeas 92, nays 99, and 
eleven pairs.

‘We will load them in Boston when it is best 
for us.” 

If the change proves permanent, it will be of 
extreme importance to the commeretal inter- 
esta of this city, for Henry W. Peabody & Co. 
are among the heaviest shippers and com- 
mission merchants in the East. They control 
the American business of the Australasian 
Paeket Compay and trade largely with Calcutta 
and other Asiatie and Australasian ports and 
also with South America, If they have decided 
te make New-York instead of Boston their 
western terminus it is a straw which all the 
world may see to show how the wind of com- 
merce is blowing.

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LANDOWNERS IN IRELAND 


A MEASURE PROPOSED BY 
MK. BALEOUR, 
THE CHIEF SECRETARY EXPLAINS HIS 
NEW LAND-PURCHASE BILL IN THE 
HOUSE OF COMMONS. 


LONDON, March 24.—In the House of Com- 
mong to-night, Mr. Balfour, Chief Seeretary for 
Ireland, introduced a bill for the purchase of 
land in Ireland and for the improvement of the 
poorer and more congested districts. The bill 
also provides for the establishment of an Irish 
Land Department. 

Mr. Balfour said he believed that every party 
agreed as to the necessity for increasing the 
number of occupying owners in Ireland. Some 
on both sides viewed with disfavor any policy 
that excluded the landiord class from rural 
social life. With these he greatly sympathized, 
knowing how in Great Britain the landlords 
contributed to the well-being of others. Fortu- 
nately it was easier to increase the number of 
occupying owners in Ireland thaa in England, 
because the price of land in Ireland was lower 
and the tenant possessed tenants’ rights irre- 
spective of the landiord’s. Still, a measure 
dealing with land presented complicated issues. 

In proposing the formation of a Land Depart- 
ment the complex nature of the question pre- 
sented itself, There were now no fewer than 
tive bodies for the valuation and sale of.land, 
namely, the Land Estates Court, the Boards of 
Commissioners appointed under the acts of 
1881 and 1885, the Commissioners of Valuation, 
and the Board of Works. The bill proposed the 
amalgamation of these into one body. [Cries 
of ‘“‘ Hear, hear !"] 

Regarding the question, ‘‘Ought the Land 
Purchase bill to be compulsory?” the Govern- 
Ment answered no. Compulsion should be used 
most sparingly. [Ironical lrish cheers.] But 
when justified by necessity it should be applied. 
[Mimisterial cheers.] Compulsion could not be 
one-sided. If they compelled landlords to ell 
they must force tenants to buy. The most 
cogent reason against compulsion was that they 


could not make the bill compulsory without ap- 
plying it to the whole of Ireland. The Govern- 
ment saw no possibility of proposing at one go 
such ap enormous transaction as the compul- 
sory transfer of the whole land of Ireland from 
the existing occupiers. [‘* Hear, hear!”} Ought 
they to -_ any risk upon the British tax- 
payers? he Government again answered no. 
Sueh a course was practioally impossible. Even 
British credit could not be uséd for carrying 
out the proposals if a risk to British taxpayers 
was Involved. Still, British credit under per- 
fectly secure eonditions must be used. , ar- 
nellite laugnter.}] Unless that was done neither 
would the landlord bave assurance that he 
would receive for the land anything better than 
waste paper, nor would the tenant receive as- 
sistance or inducement to buy. 

In dealing with the question of advand@s to 
tenants to enable them to purchase, the Gov- 
ernment had decided against advancing more 
than @ twenty years’ rental, meaning the rent 
from which had been deducted the local rates, 
which are now paid Dy the landlord, but which 
after the purchase must he paid by the tenant. 
As illustrative of the working of the scheme, 
Mr. Balfour instanced a nolding the groas rent 
of which is £107 and the net rent £100 yearly, 
upon which one year is due. The biil, he said, 
eucouraged the landlord and the tenant to bar- 
gain as to the price of the holding, and if they 
failed to agree, referred the question of tho 
price tothe Land Department, the officials of 
which, putting aside the year’s arrears, must 
satisfy themselves of the bona fides of the 
transaction and that the security 1s adequate, 
and must see that not more than twenty years’ 
purchase is advanced. 

‘The department might next issue a vesting 
order making the tenant the owner of the hold- 
ing, all. arrears of debts to jandlords being 
wiped out, the dead rents abolished, and the 
tenant put iu ‘possession free of obligation, ex- 
cept the payngent of 4 per cent. yearly upon 
the money vanced. This 4 per cent. he 
called the noriual annuity, but, during the first 
five years, the bill required the tenant to pay 
80 per cent. of the net annualrent. In the case 
supposed this would amount to £80, of whiob 
the Government proposed to retain 212 as the 
tenants’ insurance fund to meet seasons of 
special distress. The Land Department might 
draw upon this fund if the tenant fell into 
arrears, So far, the bill was the Ashbourne act 
improved. 

In addition te the provisions of the Ashbourne 
act, the bill required seourity for purchases, 
They might take as security local or general 
taxation or the fund centributed to treland from 
the imperial exehequer. He proposed to take 
us security the contributions of the British ex- 
chequer to local Irish purposes, and as a corol- 
lary to make the local country authorities re- 
sponsible defaults. The bill would thus estab- 
lish @® guarantee fund, consisting of two por- 
tions, cash and contingent. The cash portion 
would consist of £40,000 yearly, which Ireland 
never bad received, but Ought to receive, asa 
set-off against England and Scotland getting 
the advantage of licensing duties; pext there 
would be the propate duty, the grant assigned 
tor the future being estimated at £200,000 year- 
ly and next would be \ per cent. on annuities, 
payable by the tenant. The contingent portion 
would consist of Government contributions to 
poor law, education, and similar purposes. 

The total advance thus guaranteed was not 
to exceed the capitalized value of these two 

ortions, which, at 4 per cent., 16 was calcu- 
ated would amount to £33,000,000. In the 
event of local purposes being interfered with 
through the operation of the bill, 1t would be 
the duty of the Grand Jury to levy an equiva- 
lent compulsory rate upon the loealify where 
such interference oecurred. Al) this did not 
form the only security given uuder the guaran- 
tee fund. Ip additiov, the Treasury would hold 
alandlord’s fifth and the tenant’s insurance, 
Before the contingency fund was approached 
in time of distress, the landlord’s portion would 
be taken with the accumulated reserves. The 
experience of twouty years showed that less 
than 2 per eent. of the annualinstallments in 
Ireland remained unpaid. Under the new 
scheme, 6 per cent. would have to remain un- 
paid before any security would be touched, ex- 
cepting the \ per cent. reserved trom the 
tenants’ anaguities. 

After further elaborate financial detail show- 
ing how the imperial exchequer was secured 
against default, Mr. Balfour said it was impos- 
sible, unless there was a fepetition of the 
calamity of the famine of 1846, that the guar- 
antee affecting the poor law and education 
grants would ever be approached, He next ex- 
plained that it was designed to use the 44 per 
cent. from the tenants’ annual 4 per cent. as a 
local fund for the erection of laborers’ dwell- 
ings. The tenants’ 4 per cent. extended over 
forty-nine years. In regard to cougesied dis- 
tricts, where a congested area covered 
25 per cent. of any county, it would be 
constituted a separate county for the 

urposes of the act. A board consisting of 

he Chief Secretary for Ireland, a delegate from 

the Land Department, and a delegate from the 
Fishery Board, whe would be the official mem- 
bers, and five others would be selected to con- 
trol congested districts. <A grant of £1,500,- 
000 from the Irish Chureb surplus would be 
devoted to relieving congestion, assisting the 
development of the fisheries, and otherwise 
Pe teenie 4 industries and ameliorating the con- 
dition of the poorest districts. 

Mr. Balfour, in concluding, defended the 
senewe as without any conceivable risks to the 
imperial taxpayer, while the £3%,000,000 ad- 
vanced under the bill, with the £10,000,000 of 
the Ashbourne act, would establish a perpetual 
fund from which future purchases of tenants 
might be mae. 

Mr. Gladstone, in a brief speech, said that 
the scheme was certainly very complicated 
and that thanke were due Mr, Balfour for the 
obvious pains he had taken in its preparation. 
It was premature, he added, to discuss the in- 
volved proposals of the bill, which required 
close scrutiny. The bill passed the first reading. 

After the presentation of the bill by Mr. Bal- 
four, Mr. Gladstone made a speech at a dinner 
at tne National Liberal Club. In the course of 
his remarks he spoke of the bill as a bold 
measure, which involved the British taxpayers 
assuming a large ~pecumiary liability, 
and whieh, therefore, demanded searobing 
consideration. Referring to the Parnell 
Commission, he said he could = not 
conceive of a shorter method of suicide than 
that adopted by tbe House of Lords Friday in 
approving the eommission’s report. The Gov- 
ernwent, in allowing a commission of Judges to 
decide a question of libel, had restored to them 
a power bestowed exclusively on juries by an 
unreformed Parliament. The commission was 
crippled and oue-sided inasmuch as it did not 
condemn the Jimes. The Tory majority had in- 
vented political methods which were as new- 
fangied as they were abominabie. 

Tho ‘ost, referring to the Land Purehase bill, 
says: “It must be frankly admitted that 
the plan for obtaining the needful se- 
curity is complieated and artificial, 
while any organized resistance to its 
operation would in the end _ involve 
a@ recourse to drastic measures. If it can be 
bettered, nobody is more likely to welcome 
the fact than Mr, Balfour. Unless this is done, 
it deserves the treatment due to the only 
feasible echeme under public notice.” 

The Daily News says: “A more elaborate 
and compliertea measure 
Purchase bill bas seldom, 
been introduced in Parliament, One 
etands ous olearly from the 
Jabyrintoa—that Eritish credit

THE KAISEWS NEW CABINET 


FILLING UP THE MINISTRY—THE EM- 
PEROR’S TELEGRAM TO A FRIEND. 


BERLIN, March 24—The Emperor ha3 ap- 
pointed Count Eulenburg, now Governor of 
Hesse-Nassau, Prussian Minister of the Inte- 
rior; Dr. Migael, one of the leaders of the Na- 
tional Liberal Party, Minister of Finance; 
Baron Heune, Minister of Agriculture, and Gen. 
von Goltz, Minister of Public Works. 

The Bundesrath has sent a very warm letter 
of farewell to Prince Bismarck. 

The Weimarsche Zeitung says that the Emperor 
sent the following telegram to an intimate 
friend on Saturday: ‘“*Many thanks for your 
friendly letter. 1 have indeed suffered bitter 
experiences and painful hours. My heart is as 
sorrowful as if I had again lost my grand{ather; 
but it is so appointed me by God, and has to he 
borne, even though I should fall under the 
burden. The post of officer of the watch on the 
ship of State has fallen to my lot. Her course 
remains the same. Sonow—tull steam! ahead!’ 

Gen. yon Schellendorf has been appointed to 
the command of the Tenth Arwy Corps, made 
vacant by the appointment of Gen. von Caprifi 
to the Chancellorship. At the same time Count 
Haeseler has been appointed to the command 
of the Sixteenth Army Corps, and Lieut. Gen. 
Lentze to that of the Seventeenth Army Corps, 

It is stated that a reduction of the infantry 
service will be effected by the transfer of sol- 
diers to the reserves on the completion of their 
second year in the army. 

It is expected that in retaliation for the North 
German Gazette’s statement of the causes that 
led to Prince Bismarck’s retirement, the Aeichs- 
anzeiger will publish the letters written by 
Bismarek to the Kmperor on the subject of his 
resignation. 

Count William Bismarck, the younger son of 
Prince Bismarck, has resigned the Presidency 
of the Regency of Hanover. 

VIENNA, March 24,—It is reported here that 
Count Kalnoky, the imperial Prime Minister, 


has suggested that a conference be held be- 
tween Emperor William, Emperor Francis Jo- 
seph, and King Humbert as the only means or 
allaying the anxiety prevailing mn Austria and 
Italy in regard to the situativun §  aris- 
ing from Prince Bismarck’s reeignation. 
It 1s hoped that Emperer William will 
agree to attend such a conference, and that he 
will bring with him Gen. yon Caprivi, the new 
Chancellor. Oeunt Kalnoky and Signor Criepl, 
the Itatian Prime Minister, would also be pres- 
ent atthe conference in case Chancellor yon 
Caprivi attended. The Austrian Government 
considers that Emneror William’s declination 
to attend suck a conference would cause 
trouble and uneasiness throughout Europe. 
Especially would this be the case in the Balkan 
States, in regard to which it is reported that 
the Governments of Russia and Germany are 
tending to an agreement at the expense of Bul- 


garia. 

The Tagdlati says that the interview between 
Emperor William and Emperor Francis Joseph, 
which was originally fixed to take place during 
the coming A’ jumn, will ocour much earlier, 
owing to Emperor William’s desire to explain 
the situation arising from Prince Bismarck’s 
retirement to the Emperor of Austria.

Newport, R. I., Mareh 24.—Juage Gray and 
Mrs. Grace T. Turnbull stole & mareh on the 
Newport society people to-night, having been 
quietly, privately, and almost seeretly married 
at the home of the bride in this city. It had 
been known that the event was to take place 
within a few days. 

Indeed, it had even been intimated that the 
ceremony when it oceurred would be held in 
this place, and to-morrow had been whispered 
about as the possible time of the event, but 
not a soul among the seciety people here, 
aside from a tavored few, had any idea that 
the wedding was to oecur to-night. Neverthe- 
less it did, and society is surprised emough.

OHIO FLOODS SUBSIDING. 


NO DANGER IS NOW ANTICIPATED ALONG 
ITS BANKS. 


CINCINNATI, Ohio, Mareh 24.—If there was 
any apprehension of a great flood here during 
to-day it has all been dissipated to-night. Had 
the rains been as heavy on the north side as on 
the south side of the Ohio, the flood would 
have exceeded that of 1884, But the tributa- 
Ties north of the Ohio have not risen so as to 
ocoasien remark. 

Over and above all this the sky here is clear, 
except in the west, at 10 o’clock to-night, and 
the wires bring news of a stationary or falling 
river in the Ohio and all its tributaries from 
Portsmouth up. At the same time the south- 
ern tributaries of the Ohio below Cincin- 
nati are falling, notably the Kentueky River, 
which often serves to fill up the channel and 
cause the water at Cincianatito pileup. The 
Kentucky is falling fast. 

PITTSBURG, March 24.—The rivers are reced- 
ing slowly, the marks at 10 o’clock this morn- 
ing indicating 22 feet, a fall of 21 feet since 


last night. The weather is bright and clear, 
and as the water is falling at all points from 
Pittsburg to the head waters, all danger of a 
disastrous flood is passed. 

A number of mills along the banks of the three 
rivers were closed down to-day on account of 
water getting in the furnace pits, but to-mor 
row ali will again be in operation. 

New ORLEANS, March 24.—The Picayune’s 
Arkansas City special says: The river at this 
point is rising one-tenth of a foot in twenty- 
four hours and stood on the gauge this evening 
ferty-nine and nine and one-half tenths feet, 
which 1s one foot and seven and one-aalf tenths 
higher than it was in 1882. 

he levee broke at Chicot City, thirty miles 
above this place, last night, and the cre- 
vasse was about fifty feet wide at 3 o’cleck 
this evening and widening “fast. ‘This 
break, coupled with the one at Sapping- 
ton, seven miles above here, is pouring 
a flood of water into the lower lands. filling the 
same rapidly, and by to-morrow night but few 
houses will esoups a seouring.

SENTENCE OF THE CONSPIRATORS BY 
JUDGE BARRETT POSTPONED UNTIL 
FRIDAY—THE EAVESDROPPER’S CASE. 


Sheriff James A. Flack, his son, Will Flack, 
and Lawyer Joseph Meeks were not sentenced 
yesterday fer their partin the famous divorce 
conspiracy. Judge Barrett, in the Court of 
Oyer and Termiuer, grantel a postponement 
until Friday morning, and this fact seemed 
greatly to please the Sheriff and his co-defend- 
ants. But Flack later in the day found this ad- 
vantage offset by a formal notification from 
Gov. Hill that charges had been preferred 
against him by Attorney General Tabor, and 
that within eight days he would he requirei to 
shew cause why ke should not be removed irom 
the office of Sneriff 

There was a rush to the Oyer and Terminer 
court room yesterday morning. Of those par- 
ticulariy interested in the case the first to ap- 
pear were ex-Judge Russell, his associate, Mr. 
Carpenter, and Sheriff Flack. They filed 
through the door in the order named, and the 
highest executive officer of the county did not 
appear to have lost any sleep or to be anxious. 
His stolid face was only a trifle paler than 
usual. 

Only afew minutes elapsed before Will Flack 
came in with Lawyer Tim, the private counsel 
of the Sheriff. Like the father, the son waa 
well groomed, but he had a heartbroken expres: 
sion on hia face that did not beoome him, Dis 
trict Attorney Fellows was on hand early, bul 
stopped tn the corridor to have his boots shined. 
Before he got through, his assistants, Messrs. 


Semple ang Lindsay, had secured seats in frons 
of the empty jury box. 

Jonn H. Bird, followed by his client, Joseph 
Meeks, hurried in much ou§ of breath Meeks 
smiled in a broad and hearty way and nodded 
cheerily to acquaintances In the room, and bis 
whole manner was in such striking contrast to 
the demeanor of the Flacks that spectators 
wondered. 

John W. Goff, the Assistant District Attorney, 
who has received many compliments for the 
manver in which he handled tne case, entered 
the court room by the side door and was at once 
buttonheled by ex-Judge Russell. The senior 
couuse! for the defense, ex-Judge Fullerton, 
was late in arriving, but he got a2 warm recep- 
tion at the hands of Mr. Bird. All the lawyers 
denied the report of a lack of harmony and 
wanted it contradicted. 

It was 10:15 o’clook when Judge Barrett 
reached the bench, and he was no sooner seated 
than ex-Judge Russell began to make an ad- 
dress in behalf of the Flacks for an adjourn- 
ment. He said he wanted more time to prepare 
papers for his proposed motion fer a@ new trial, 
and he wished to have some aftildavits made 
bearing on the eavesdropping incident of Satur- 
day night. He referred to the finding of a re- 
porter in the jury room taking notes. 

“[ may as well say,” interrupted Judge Bar- 
rett, * that your re for an adjonrnment 
is unnecessary. ad already determined not 
to proceed to judgment this morning, in view of 
the fact that each of these defendants stands 
upon a different basis, as to evidenee, as to 
convicilon, and as to circumstances surround- 
ing the case, and also asto the gravity of two 
of the defendants of conviction, to one as the 
holder of a high offise, to the other as an attor- 
ney; and eonsideriug the facts which have beon 
laid before mo singe the adjournment of court, 
I want time to satisfy my Own mind as to what 
Iought todo. Ithink by Wednesday morning 
Ishall be prepared to pronounce juagment.” 

This announcement from the court pleased 
all the defendants, and they could not conceal 
their satisfaction. Wednesday, however, was 
too early in the opinion of ex-Judge Ruasell, 
and he requested that the day be Friday. This 
request was regarded by the courtas reason- 
able. 

*“Thore is another matier,” continued Judge 
Barrett, ‘‘that I must speak about in cennecce 
tion with this case before we adjourn, that 11 
the episode of the reporter in the jury room 
When the matter was brought before me lati 
Saturday night I was mindful of the very im: 
portant decision in the case of the Peopl) 
against Munson. Munson was a juror wh) 
sommitted what at common law would havs 
been a gross contempt in visiting the scene of s 
fracas which was the subject of a judicial inves- 
tigation, without the authority of the court, for 
purposes which he considered righteous, but 
which were, in truth, contemptuous. He was 
brought before the court, convicted of con- 
tempt, and sentenced. It wasa contempt s0 
gross thatif the verdict inthe main case had 
been a conviction the prisoner would have 
been absolutely entitled toanew trial Aa it 
was, he was acquitted and went free. The pre- 
siding Judge sentenced the contemptuous juror 
to thirty days’ imprisonment. The Court of 
Appeals held that, without regard to the fla- 
granceé of the offense, it was neither a criminal 
contempt, a civil contempt, nor a pecuniary 
contempt, and as it had no power to punish 
for contempt except under Section 8 of the 
code, which did not provide for this, the juror 
was set free. A miscarriage of justice was ab- 
solutely the result. “ 

“ Now this case, I say, was in.my mind when 
I declined to take summary action against this 
person, because, however desirous it may be to 
punish bim, as [ said, the end never justities 
the means. Since the adjournment of the court 
I have given the matter very careful considera- 
tion, and I have found a somewhat ancient case 
where the Court of Appeals intimated that the 
Grand Jury room was part and parcei of the 
court, and that a contempt committed in the 
Grand Jury room was a contempt committed in 
the presence of the court. It may be 9 close 

uestion, but there 1s certainly some justifica- 
tion for the ideg that the petit jury room, where 
the jurors are deliberating, is constructively a 
part of the court room. 

*‘T desire that a rule to show cause shall iasue 
against this person, Mr. Dilworth Choate, to 
show whether he should not be punished for 
contempt of court. Tnis will afford bim an op- 
portunity to obtain counsel, and there can be a 
proper adjudication of the case. I desire that 
the stenographer of this court dictate to the 
District Attorney an exact transcript of what 
took place Saturday nixht in t room after 
the discoyery of the reporter, also that the 
District Attorney prepare affidavits of mem- 
bers of the jury as to what passed between 
them and the reporter, and also affidavits of 
court attendants and others. if it can be shown 
that this personin our presence agreed not to 
publish what he had noted and hoard in the 
room where the jurors were deliberating, and 
afterward prepared and published areport of the 
proceedings, that should constitute an agerava- 
tion of the contempt” ; 

Judge Barrett added that he would be in 
court to-morrow morning to examine the pa- 
pers and issue the order to show cause return- 
able Friday morning at the time fixed for pass- 
ing sentence. He said the defendants would be 
held under their old bai] bonds until that ime. 

The Flacks left the court room ina mach 
happier frame of mind than when they entered. 
The Sheriff went direetly to his office. Neither 
ex-Judge Fullerton, Mr. Bird, nor the repre- 
sentatives of the District Attorney’s depart- 
ment took an active part in the proceedings, 
but the defense through ex-Judge Ryssell an- 
nounced that they would unite in the proposed 
order. “It ig not,” said Judge Russell, “sa 
much that we wish to punish the reporter as ta 
establish our contention ef the presence of 2 
thirteenth juror in the case.” 


GOV. HILL TAKES A HAND. 
Col. E. L. Judson, military secretary to Gov. 
Hill, went to Poliee Headquarters yesterday 
afternoon and asked to see Superintendent 
Murray privately. He told him that he left 
Albany at 10 A. M., to serve on Sherif Flack 
charges made by Attorney General Tabor and 
notice from Gov. Hill to show cause why he 
should not be removed from office. Col. Jua- 


son wanted the services of detectives vo enable 
him to reach the Sheriff without delay and De- 
tective Sergeants Crowley and Dolan wont 
with him to the Sheriffs office. They found 
Mr. Flack alone in_ his office and the papers 
were served. Mr. Flack did not appearto be 
surprised and made no comment whateves. Cel. 
Judson returned to Albany by the 6 P. M. 
train.

GOSSIP IS PLENTY ABOUT FLACK’s sUc- 
CESSOR—COCGKRAN’S RETURN. 


The notice served on Sheriff Flack yesterday 
afternoon requiring him to show cause why he 
should not be removed quickened the interest 
that has been tuken in his ease, The politi- 
Ciaus talked of nothing else, and they seemed 
to be Willing to concede that there is no cer- 
tainty as to who Flack’s successor will be in 
the event of his removal. 

A popular theory is that among the mass of 
political business that Richard Croker attended 
to before his departure for Carlsbad was the 
Selection of aman to succeed Flack, when the 
time came. That Under Sheriff John B. Sexton 
Was the man favored by Mr. Croker is 
pretty well settled. Sexton has been and 
is ¢lose to the powers that bé. Things 
have changed somewhat, however, since Mr, 
Croker went away, and itis more than probabie 
that any arrangements made by Mr. Croker 
Wilt Kave to give way to conditions as tiley 
now exist. Hill may want to make a strike for 
commendation by appointing some man not so 
closely identified with Tammany and with tie 
busiuess in the Shertif’s otlice fort the last few 
years as Sexton. 

Some of the politicians about the hotel cor- 
ridors were elaborating this theory last night, 
and the name of Richard M. Henry Was men- 
tioned. Mr. Heury ts a lawyer of standing. 
liis eonnection with Tammany is not ciose. 
Atier a mon like Hepry was appointed, the poli- 
tivizas argued, the fifst thitig tor hit to do 
would be to do away with many of the present 
practices in the ofice and Communicate with 
the Bar Association or some committee from 
the bar, so that a scheduie of fees could be 
agree upon Ltisa Cortuin that the lawyers of 
the city wre stirred up very much over the dis- 
closures that bave besn made about the Sherilfi’s 
office, and the Governor way see & Chance io 
advance his own interests by mukiug an ap- 
pointment that will be accepted as satisfactory.

about the alieged readiness or Mr. Reilly aud 
puch leaders as Johu Scannell, Patrick Divver, 
Jainoes Barker, wad others, who are often spoken 
of a3 the *“*Dagro crowd,” to raise a riot 
in the Committee of Twenty-four, with 
the possible result of making Heary 
Dz. Purroy leader, and downing the 
duminant Tammany faction, If that sort of 
rio ever disturbs the Wigwam it wili be an en- 
terlaining afiair indeed. Commissioner Gilroy, 
however, sald yesterday that both Reilly and 
Scannell had called upon him and bad assured 
liits that ail this talk about there bes disasen- 
Bi0ns i Lhe ranks Was ponsense. ‘There is 
harmony in Tammany Hail,” quoth the big 
chiefs. Was there ever a political organiza- 
ti0dg that Was not chock full of harmony when 
its mouthpieces spoke for it ? 

Ku ward Kearney’s Dame has also been men- 
tioned in the gossip, and it was even suggested 
that Hill migut appoint a County Democrat. 
home people professed to think that possibly 
Flack would resign lite a man, and avert his 
own removal. Flack, however, is nut accus- 
tomed to giving up much. 

W. Bourke Cockran is back in town again. 
Ony of the tirst things be did yesteriay was lo 
#o to the Districi Attorney’s office to see 
Col. Fellows. ‘To the latter he explained that 
he had gupve as fur as Fiorida on his vacation 
trip and bad purchased his tickets fer Cuba 
when Le saw dispatches in the newspapers inti- 
nating thut he had run away from tbe tpvesti- 
gation, and that he might ve wanted to go be- 
lore the Grand Jury. When he read tkese 
things he gave up the trip to Cuba aud hurried 
back. Ii the Grand Jury or Col. Feiluws wanted 
hin he was ready. 

Mr. Fellows explained that he was not aware 
that the Graud Jury wanted Mr. Cockran. The 
Tammany orator said that a0 far as runping away 
was concerned, he had explained to Mr. Fassett, 
ai one of the hearings of the Senate Committee 
on Cities, that he was zolng away for a week or 
two. This is the fact of the matter, and Mr. 
Cockran not only made the announcement to 
Mr. Fussett, but it was made beiore tke whole 
committee and the big crowd that was in the 
court room at the time.

Senator Fassett was in his acoustomed chair 
this evening, but maintained a sphinxlike 
silence when guestioned as to the future course 
of bis committee, the Republicans are cer- 
tainly enjoying a period of ineffable ela- 
tion. “Piatt's club has besten in the 
roof of Tammany Hali,” they declare. 
“How does Tammany now regard its 
ba+o treachery of last year toward us?’ Every 
tragedy has its comedy side, and the Tammauy 
tragedy is supplying the Repuvlicans with an 
ubuudant quantityof comedy. This ts all the more 
wppropriate when Goy. Hiil’s eiforts to get his 
grip on the demoralized Tammany organization 
are recognized. Ever since his refusal to sign 
ali the deal bills of last year, the relations 
between the Governor and the moguls 
oi Tammany have been strained, With 
the dissolution of the old eombination of Croker, 
Grant, Flaek, Cockran, and Gilroy, the Gov- 
ernor perceives his opportunity to make peace 
with the surviving members, He has ap- 
pointea Edward Murphy, Jr., the genial Chair- 
Iwan of tho Democratio State Committee, and 
the Governor’s trainer for the Presidential 
race, aa his emissary to walt upon those Tam- 
many leaders that have courage aud self-pos- 
session enough left, and make a compact, of- 
feusive aud defensive. 

Tne Governor has two other personal repre- 
sentatives on the ground, Judge William L. 
Muller apd Kdgar L, Ridgway, whose name 
has been mentioned as the Governor's choice as 
the suecessor of Sheriff Flack when this gentlo- 
Iman decides to vacate his office. The Governor, 
itis almost unnecessary to say, is kept con- 
stantly informed of every move on the political 
board, and when he deoidea to appoint Flaek’s 
successor, it willbe a@ map decidedly far more 
in syinpathy with David B. Hill than with am- 
wany Hall, 

Tammany is in no condition to dispute with 
the Governor or withany one elee, for that mat- 
ter, at this time. Regarding the order which 
Atiorney General Tabor served upon Sheriff 
Flack, to show cause why ne should 
net be removed, Gov. Hill said to-night 
that all the oredit belongs to the 
Attorney General, who alone conceived the 
plan. Flack will have ten days 1n which to make 
answer. Senator Fassett said that he was not 
at all eertain that any movement would be 
wade this session toward making the Sheriil’s a 
ralaried office, as it was a matter that required 
the most careful and deliberate consideration.

PHRSISTENT BRITISH MISOON-

Yachtsmen tn this city appear to D6 greatly 
pleased with the contents of the letter sent by 
Mr. Stephen Peabody to the Karl of Dunraven 
and Paul A. Ralli proposing a series of interna. 
tidnal yacht races this year off Sandy Hook. Lhe 
letter to the Yarana’s owner waé a surprise, and 
yachtsmen are uncertain as to whether he will 
féel inélined to accopt the proposition made by 
the owners of the sloops Titania, Katrina, Sliam- 
rock, and Gracie, but many peuple believe Lord 
Dunraven will Garry out his original intention 
to race the Val#yrie in American waters, 

Lord Duntfaven wrote last year that he was 
only anxious for a rade and cared nothing about 


a prize. Iu a letter dated June 24, 1889, he 
wrote:

American yachtsmen should enceavor 
to understand that it is not a very brave 
or chivalrous act to challenge & man to 
come 3,/00 miles to &® maich A _ chal- 
lenger should show more boldness than to 
desire to sail a match in his own waters, It is also, 
however, said that if the Valkyrie visited the 
United States she coulit compete in the match for 
the Paine champion cap gior seventy-footers, value 
£800. Wejthougnht the value of the cup was £200, 
but that does not signify; What we wish 
to Oint out 18 that a strange yacht among 
a eet of home-built cracks would have 
only a very remote chance of winning the 
cup ina siugle race, and then wild pzxans would 
rend the air again that another Britis yacht haa 
been beaten aud American superiority proven. We 
believe the cup has not yet been sailed for, but, if 
put up at all for international competition, a for- 
eign yacht should be only asked to sail against the 
Winner among the home yachis after a trial race. 

“While alluding to the extraordinafy efforts 
which are being made to beguile British yachtsmen 
into competitions in American waters, it will be 
well to remind yachtsmen of the United States 
of America that the Cape May challenge cup is 
still in the possessicn of a British yachts- 
man on this side of the Atiantic, and until an 
American yacht has been here and competed for 
that trophy, it is rather out of es asking British 
yuchts to go to Americs to sail for challenge cups 
of more recent manufacture. in connection wiih 
this matter reference should be 
fuct that there is a rowing 
this side of the Atlantic that we 3s 
provide a challenge cup to be sailed for annually, 
and be opon to all foreign yachts. We presume that 
the proper method for providing such a trophy 
would be for the principal yacht clubs to sub- 
scribe @ fund for the purchase of the cup, 
and choose by ballot which club should have 
the right to hold it until challenged for by 
some other club. We think a chalienge cup sub. 
scribed for in this way would be a much more im. 

ortant trophy than any similar cup subscribed 
ioe by individuals would be. There are about 
twenty-five clubs which occupy a first-class posi- 
tion, aud a subscription of £10 each from them 
would provide a two-hundred-and-filty pound cup 
Ywo or three years ago the Council of the Yacht 
Racing Association contemplated providing & 
chaliengo cup, but it Was thought desirable that 
sach an institution should have nothing to do with 
prizes or in any way adopt functions exercised by 
clubs. We, however, certainly do not see that 
there would be any objection to the Yavht Racing 
Association taking the initiative fn inviting the 
clubs to promote an international challenge cup in 
the manner we have indicated. 

“It will be seen, on referring to the report of the 
annual meeting of the Rosal Thames Yacht Ciub, 
thaj an important concession has been made by the 
cluy to the owners of racing yachts. In con- 
seguence of the Yacht itacivg <Associativn 
rale as to the right of sailiug over tor a 
prize baving een removed trom the appendix 
aud made an integral part oz the rule, the Royal 
Thames Yacht Club has liberally struck out from 
ite programme the condition ‘Twoyachts to start 
or DO prize will be given.’

William J. Williams, a telegraph operator 
and “borse fiend” of 626 East One Hundred and 
Thirty-fourth-street, and Edward J. Burns, a 
telegraph operator of 219 West Fifteenth-street, 
were prisoners last nightin the Mercer-street 
Station on the technical charge of tampering 
with the Western Union telegraph wires. The 
real charge, however, is tapping the wires of 
George & Co.’8 poolroom, 26 Bond-street, so as 
to manipulate race-track reports, and the Cen- 
tral Office detectives and Capt. Brogan be- 


lieve that an extensive eonspiracy backed by 
plenty of brattis aud money hus been hipped in 
tbe bud. 

Full particulars of what occurred were not 
given either atthe Merer-strest station or at 
the Central Office on the plea that “‘the case” 
wis not complete, but the facts of the 
arrest appear to be as follows: George 
& Co., OF whoever conduct the pooiroom 
on the second floor of 26 Kond-street, 
are equipped with Western Union telegraph 
wires Which runto the Various race tracks. 
John Burke, “B. N.” Burke, Who has 
@ liquur saloon at Centre and Grand 
streets, started the poolroom last May, 
but in nineteen days, to use his words, 
he had as much fun as he Gared to pay for, and 
the impression prevails that his insuccess was 
due to What is known as “tapping.” The new 
coucerp, OWIng tO recent attempts to get at 
the secrets of race “tips,” tvok all 
reasonable precautious against endeavors to 
get their secrets, aud the Western Union Tele- 
graph Company offered areward of $500 for the 
oe of any person for tampering with its 
wires. 

On i@iday last the garret of 8 Bond-street 
Was lived by strangers, and two young men, the 
prisoners, Came, and packages went into the 
room. Yesterday afternoon persons on the 
south sliie of Bond-street noticed two 
young men ou the roof of 26 busy with 
the wires. They acied in such a manner 
as to arouse Suspicion, and Officer John Sullivan 
of the Mercer-street squad was informed of 
their acts. He went to the roof of 26, found 
the Western Union wires ieading to the 
pool room had been tampered with and that 
a@ preliminary connection had becn made, and 
traced the meddlers to 8 Bond-street Securing 
@ description of the tamperers, he went ioa 
Hebrew restaurant in the Louse $ Bond-street 
and found Williams and Burus at dinner, ‘hey 
were recognized as the men seen on the roof 
and were arrested. 

Then o visit was paid to the garret, and in it 
were found coils of insulated wire, two key- 
boards and relays, aud a switchboard. These 
were seized and taken to the Mercer-street ata- 
tion house. The prisoners told very contra- 
dictory stories ang were reticent on important 
oints. They insisted that “some time ago” 
hey were introduced by a third person, Whom 
they rafused to name, to another, who 
hirea them at $15 a week to do such 
Morse key telegrapning as he might require, 
Thenature of it they pretended they never 
knew. They began their * duties” on Friday, 
but pever had a connection with any live 
wire, and had not atthe time of tneir arrest 
done any work erent to wait around for the 
person who hired them. They insisted that 
they did not take any telegraphic apparatus to 
the garret and that they were rever on the roof. 
They will this morning be arraigned at the Jef- 
ferson Market Police Court and it is expected 
that the Western Union Telegraph Company 
will appear as complainant. 


THE HARRISON, N. J., ARSON OASE, 

NEWARK, N. J., Maroh 24,—Further con- 
firmation of the Harrison arson story eame to 
light to-day. John Kritzer appeared before 
Justice Lynoh in Harrison this afternoon and 
testified in relation to the burning of 


Frederick Wolfe’s house in September, 1887. 
Wolfe was suspected at the time of setting the 
house on fire, but suflicient ovideuce was not 
available to conviet and the case was dropped, 
Wolfe had a policy of insurance for $500 on his 
furniture and his uncie held a similar policy, 

Kritzer testified that at the time of the fire 
he boarded ay Wo!fe, and was locked in his 
room the night the house burned down. He es- 
caped by jumping from a window, but received 
injuries that necessitated his being taken to the 
hospital. Others boarded at Wolfe’s house, and 
one of these was burned to death In the fire. 
Being in the hospital when the Coroner's 1n- 
quest was held on the victim, he did not appear 
= testify. Kritzeris satistied the case was oue 
of arson.

DEATH OF MISS ELLEN ROOSEVELT. 

SYRACUSE, N. Y., March 24.—After an iliness 
covering several months, Miss Eilen Roosevelt 
died this morning at the Roosevelt home in 
Skaneateles, aged about fifty-flve years. Sho 
was the last of three sisters. The eldest, Mary 


Roosevelt, died in Florida about two months 
ago. Miss Roosevelt was the youngest duughter 
and last survivor of Nicholas I. Roosevelt of 
New-York. 

The three sisters were long residents of 
Skaneateles, and were often visited by promi- 
nent New-York people, ‘hey were reia'ives 
of Theodore Kooseveit of New-York. Roosevelt 
Schuyler of New-York, Miss Roosevelt’s 
nephew, arrived this afternoon to arrange for 
the funeral on Wednesday afternoon. 

The family were prominent Episcopalians, 
and had liberally endowed 8t. James’s Church 
in Skaneateles, Miss Koosevelt leaves a large 
estate, but no direct relations as heirs. ‘Tho 
larger part of the estate is invested in New- 
York, where Nicholas I. Roosevelt had busi- 
ness interests. 





DELAWARE AND HUDSON COANAL. 

RONDOUT, N.Y., March 24.—The Delaware and 
Hudson Canal will be opened for navigation on 
Aprill. Last year it was opened Mareh 25. 
The rates of ireight for boats making trips 
from Rondout to Honesdale, Penn., and re- 
turning to Rondout laden with coal will be 
the same as last year—70 cents per gross ton of 
2,240 pounds on all coal so delivered at 
Kondout, Port Ewen, or Rhinebeck, from the 
opening of the canal until the close of canal 
navigation. Proportionate rates of freight will 
be paid on coal delivered on the line of the 
ase between Honesdale, Penn., and this 
place. 

The river freight from Rondout to New-York 
will be 17 cents per gross ton, to points be- 
tween and including Castieton and Troy will 
be $16 per cargo, and to points between and 
including Coxsackie and places north of Peeks- 
kill will be $8 per cargo. Demurrage at the 
rate of $4 per day will be paid for all absence 
from Rondout, beyond the control of the boat- 
men of over four full working days.

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LEGISLATION AT TRENTON. 


ANOTHER NON-PARTISAN ELECTION 
BOARD BILL INTRODUCED. 


TRENTON, N. J., March 24.—Another attempt 
Was made in the House this evening to secure 
honest elections in Hudson County. Mr. Erwin, 
Republican, introduced a bill providing for the 
appointment of non-partisan Election Boards, 
which differs materially from the similar meas- 
ure ‘rocontly introduced into the Senate. It 
provides that the election officers shail be 
appointed by the Aldermen, each party to 
appoint two members of the board. The in- 
spector and clerk are to belong to opposite 
parties and are to be chosen by the members 
of the board. No effice holder or candidate 
for oflice can be a member of the 
board. In case a vacancy occurs, it is to 
be filled by the inspector of the same party to 
which the absent inspector belonged. A viola- 
tion of the law or infraction of duty by mem- 
bers of the board is made a misdemeanor, pun- 
ishable with a fine of $500 or two years’ impri- 
sonment, 

The old feud between Princeton and Rutgers 
broke outin the House again this evening, It 
arose over the bill providing for sixty free 
scholarships a year in the State Agricultural 
College, which is a departmett of Ruteers Col- 
lege. A motion to refer the measure to the At- 
torney General for an Opinion as to its constl- 
tutionality after a lengthy ergument was 
defeuted. Mr. Potts, @ Princeton man, thei 
moved that the vote vy which the bill passed to 
@ third reading be reconsidered, Which was de- 
featsd. The bill was then passed. 

The bill providing for (he establishment of 4 
State Board of Medical Examiners was killed 
in the House. Mr. Potts offered an amendment 
that the board consist of three allopuths, three 
homeopatiis, and three eciectics. Mr. Kahsch 
objected and fought bard fo save the bill in its 
original form, which ignored the ecisctics. He 
Was unsuccessful and witidrew the measure, 
Mr. Potts immediately introduced the bill again 
with lis amendment. 

Senaior Martin introduced a billin the Sen- 
ate prohibiting the erection of poles or arehes 
in any city of the State on which to string 
electric Wires fer propelling cars. 

Among the bills introduced in the House was 
one providing that editors, publishers, ana re- 
porters shall not be compolled to disclose the 
hames Gf persous giving them information in 
their professional ong seen also a bill pro- 
viding ior a martiage-license system. 

The eomparison of the poll and registry 
books of the Sixth, Eighth, Tenth, Eleventh, 
Twelfth, and Thirteenth Kiection Previncts of 
the Second Aesembly District of Jersey City 
was completed to-day. {nm all of them there 
were evidences of fraud. The names of people 
who had been dead for months and of those who 
live in other parts of the city were found on the 
books. The names and addresses on the poll 
booke differed greatly from those on the regis- 
try. On the régistry of the Sixth Liection Pre- 
cinct were 911 names, and 583 were checked as 
having voted. The poll book contained the 
names of 605 who voted, and has on it 22 
names that could not be found on the registry, 
and 314 inaccuractes, 

The Highth Precinct registry had 400 names 
checked, and the poll book 404 voters, while 
there were 41 names not on the registry, and 
$4 inaccuracies. The Tenth Precinct registry 
contained 339 names, 198 of which were check- 
ed, Gn the poll bouk were 206 names,8 of whieh 
were not registered, and 137 contained errora, 
The Eleéventh Precineét poll book contained 
9 names not on the registry. The Twelfth 
Precinet book contained 10 names not on the 
registry, and the Thirteenth Precinct book 
29 names not on the registry.

HOME NAVAL NEWS. 


It is fully expected in naval reserve ociro!es in 
this city that the Navy Department will turn 
over the corvette Ossipee to the use of the bat- 
talion. The Ossipee has recently been con- 
demned by a board of survey in the Norfolk 
Navy Yard, the cost of her repairs exceeding by 
avery swall amount the limit fixed by law. 
Notwithstanding this fact the corvette is 
in fairly sound condition, and with proper 
care and protection could be made to do 
many years of service as @ reserve vessel. 
Every etfort is being made by the officers of the 
reserve to keep alive the interest which has 
been aroused. In addition to the drills a series 
of lectures and discourses are being given, hav- 
ing in view instruction of the recruits. Lieut. 
8. Dana Greene, commander of the First Com- 

any, opened the series, which will be con- 
tinued by a lecture by Lieut. Waruer H. 

Vostrand, commander of the Second Company, 
at the battalion headquarters’ meeting, 876 
Sixth-aveuue, April 3. Lieut. Nostraud’s sub- 
ject will be “ Naval Reutine and Armaments.” 

It appears that the use of steel for machinery 
castings has not been attended with the success 
anticipated, and for several ofthe new United 
States war sbips the attempt to get good cast- 
ings, even after repeated modifications of the 
vattern, has only been successitul wuen the 
hiekness of motal bes been increased to what 
has been necessary for castiron. The Quintard 
Iron Works, however, bas just received 
bed plates for the Maine and pieces 
of machinery which appear better in 
quality than that usually Bnbdmitted, 
and there is some hope of encouragement. 
Commodore Melville is of the opinion, though, 
that unless reliable steel castings can be ob- 
tained which are as mucad lighier than cast iron 
ones a8 would be warranted by the greater 
strength of steel itis simply a waste of money 
to uge them. 


The machinery for the steam launches for 
the new cruisers of the navy which the Bureau 
of Steam Engineering has just designed has, in 


point of lightness, been carried to an excessive 
degree, but not beyond the limit of prudence. 
The engines vary in size from 69 and 1lJg by 
9 inch cylinders to 8 and 6 by & They 
are all vertical, which is now the pre- 
vulling idea with naval engineers, two 
cylinder, compound, with oranks at right 
angles.

Many 
assert that after paying expenses they cannot 
realize from their farms sufficient to pay the in- 
terest on mortgages, and co: sequently dheessnds 
farms are falling into the hands of # mortgagee.” 

Of farm property in counties, in detail, the 
report says:

From 1886 10 1889 the value of 
the towns outside of Albany, Cohoes, West Troy, 
and Green Island fell off $330,600.

THE SILVER QUESTION GIVING RISE TO 
DISCUSSION AMONG DELEGATES, 


WASHINGTON, March 24.—At the meeting of 
the Pan-American Conference to-day Mr. J. 
B. Henderson, the United States mem- 
ber of the Committee on Customs 
Union, made an argument in support 
of the majority report on that subject. 
Further debate was then postponed until next 
Monday, when Dr. Saenz-Pena of the Argen- 
tine Republic will reply to both Mr. Henderson,

The reports of the Committees on Communi- 
cation on the Atlantic and on the Paeific, which 
recommended the granting of Governmental 
aid to lines of steamers, were adopted. 

The Monetary Committee presented reports 
to-day. The South and Central American dele- 
gates on the committees united in areport in 
favor of an international silver coin. Mr. Estee, 


one of the members from the United. States, 
agreed with the foreign delegates in their gen- 
eral recommendation, but differed from them 
in detail. In an independent report Mr. 
Estee recommends the ovinage of a sil- 
ver dollar of 412 grains, 900 fine, and 
the organization of a monetary union, 
under whose direction the coinage shall 
be executed. He and the foreign delegates are 
bi-metallists, but Mr. T, Jefferson Coolidge, the 
other United States member of the committee 
is @ mono-metallist. he several reports will 
come up to-morrow for discussion.

A NEW VENTILATOR CAR. 

The Pennsylvania Railroad Company has 
constructed a new ventilator oar for the trans- 
portation of bananas and other perishable 
fruit. The car was yesterday on exhibition at 
Pier 4 North River, and was inspected by many 
merchants engaged in the green fruit trade, 
who thought that it would meet all require- 
ments. The car has small windows with slat 
shuttersin the front, rear, and sides. On the 
inside of the windows are iron slides to slide 
over the windows should the draught caused by 
thé moving train be more than 1s required. 

Inside the car movable open- work shelves are 
Placed so that bunches of bananas can be stood 
on the floor of the csr and on the shelves. Thus 
twice as many bunches of bananas can now be 
packed into a car as in the old-fashioned freight 
ears. The sliding doors of the car are provided 
with ventilators made of iron latticework that 
can be closed from the inside in the same man- 
her as the other ventilators. The fruit mer- 
chants said thatthe ventilator cars could be 
used with great advantage in the Florida 
orange trade, provided the railroad companies 
were careful to close the ventilators when 
trains reached cold latitudes. 

The railroad compauy will build 500 of these 
ventilator cars und have them all in running 
order by June.

RATE OF THE BANK OF ENGLAND. 
From the London Daily News. 
The Bank of England made a further conces- 
sion to public opinion yesterday by reducing its 
published rate of discount to 4145 per cent. En- 


oying as it does in the March quarter the con- 

rol ovér the huge sums paid as income tax just 
before the end of the financial year, the bank 
also bas contro] of the last few millions of 
money Which determine the rate of interest. 
Tts re» supreme just oow, for this is one 
of the fat years in which the public revenue col- 
lected largely exceeds the expenditure of the 
departments. Having this very complete power 
over the money market, the Bank of England 
wisely decides to avoid pinching the trade of 
the country by imposing needlessly high terms 
forthe loan of its cash. At the end of the 
quarter it may have got the rate down to 4, or 
even 3, per cent, without danger of dissipating 
the reserve of cash accumulated in its vaults 
during the past few months. The Bank of Eng- 
land yesterday made up a balance sheet show- 
ing large profits for the past half year. Most of 
this profit is believed to have been made in the 
latter part of the period, when the bank had 
conjrol of much public money and was able to 
lend at high rates of interest. It 1s always sat- 
isfactory to see a great institution like this, 
saddled as itis with the high national duty of 
keeping a sufficient reserve of cash in the 
country, doing that duty with no loss, but, on 
the contrary, with large profit toits proprictors.

MONTREAL, Mareh 24.—The organization of 
the Three Rivers Direct Meat Company ap- 
pears likely to result im the establishment 
in Montreal of an extensive meat-packing 
eompany.

THE REFORM IS IN PERIL 


DORMAN B. EATON WRITES 
TO SENATOR ALLISON. 
WHAT EXOKPTING THE NEW PENSION 
EXAMINERS FROM CIVIL SERVICE 

RULES WOULD MEAN. 


MY D5aR Bir: The resolution excepting the 
aew Pension Examiners from tho civil service 
rules and placing their appointment at the dia- 
cretion of the Secretary of the Interior, which 
has just beon approved by the Senate Commit- 
tee on Appropriations, of which you are Chair- 
man, must, I think, be regarded by every por- 
f0n knowing its origin and purpose, and who 
is able to foresee its effects, as utterly hostile 
to civil service reform and certain to greatly 
damage that oause. I am sure you regret that 
approval and will oppose the resolution in the 
Benate. My high respect for your character 
and public services and the facts that you aid- 
ed the passage of the Civil Service act, and 
that as Chairman of that committee you have 
Deen most efticient in securing appropriations 
for exacting it, with the great interests in peril, 
must be my excuse for addressing you this pub- 
No letter without asking your consent. 

I know what plausible excuses are made by 
the enemies of reform for urginz this resolu- 
tion, which they declare to be but a small 
matter of mere convenience to which only 
fanatics will object. On the contrary, I regard 
it, a8 do all the friends of reform who aro able 
to comprehend its practical bearings, as being 
@® scheme cunningly devised by these enemies 
for the purpose of making a ehange which, in 
its direct effect, will seriously prejudice the 
reform system, and in its ultimate influ- 
ence will greatly facilitate its suppression, 
Some worthy men who have promoted the reso- 
lution are innocent of such a purpose. They 
have been misled, and with many members of 
the House who voied forit do not understand 
the practical consequences of such a measure, 
and would have opposed it had they eompre- 
hended its significance, 

Let moe submit some reasons for these views: 

(1.) The infiuence for the resolution eentres in 
the Pension Bureau, that favorite arena where, 
under the last Administration, as under the 
present, selfishness, demagogism, and partisan 
Bcheming outside have sougit their ends, in the 
name of patriotism, sympathy, and gratitude, 
under pretenses of serving the party. Tanner 
and his follies were the first fruits of a pol- 
ioy and of an insubordination to the Presidevt 
in that bureau, of which this resolution is the 
second outcome. 

(2.) The Secretary of the Interior is not 
known as a believer in the reform polisy, 
though I assume he does his duty in couform- 
lug to the civil service rules. The head or tie 
Pension Bureau has long been known as the 
avowed, able, and, I believe, honest enemy of 
that policy. Eightor nine years ago, as Com- 
poten 8 of Internal Revenue, he declared in 

is report that the facta that officors “ are hon- 
bst, Gapabie, and diligent * * * donot justify 
retention in office,” and urged that a fuur years’ 
term be extended to his subordinates, so that 
they might be swept out every four years by 
the enforcement of a party’ test. He is sup- 
posed io be now, none the less than then, an 
enthusiastic supporter of such a spoils 
hystem, which, of course must have 
lts natural effects upon his judgment and 
his policy. The Pension Commissiouer will be 
the officer to recommend the persons to be ap- 
pointed under the resolution. Its defeat woulda 
greatly disappoint the backers, a lot of po- 
litical doctors who now fee! confident of places 
and who greatly dread the test provided by the 
President's rules. It is, i believe, largely from 
the Commissioner and these doctors, and the 
scheming politicians who haunt the Pension 
Bureau, that the facts, opinions, and influences 
have come which have enabled this resolution 
to advance so far. The honest promoters of 
the resolution bave been made to think that the 
President sustains age ae: rules, and that 
only men named in the discretion of the Com- 
missioner can do the work of the Peusion Oiftice. 

(3.) Another view of the origin of the resolution 
is not less significant. The civil service ruies, 
which the President makes, (and not the Civil 
Service Comumissioners,) and which tho Presi- 
dent upholds, deciare his policy and fix tne 
conditions and tests of titness he approves for 
tne selection of examiners. These rules ne can 
change any day, or tive times a day, and it is 
his duty to change or revoke themif they are 
not fitand useful. It isa part of his duty to 
consider their effects. If his subordinates are 
opposed to his policy or his rules, itis their 
right to expostulate with him. If they cannot 
couvert him to their views, it will remain their 
fluty to support him in his policy in good 
faith or resign their places. This view is espe- 
cially applicable to the head of 80 large a bu- 
reau as that of pensions, who, under the Con- 
stitution, nay almost be regarded as one of the 
proper advisers of the President. 

Besides, tue whole theory of Partisan remov- 
als of lower officers fiuds its only plausible sup- 
port in such # theory of the duty of subordi- 
nates. {n the view of the partisan system, 
they are to be of the party of the President not 
to enable them to go to Couzress to prompt its 
intermeddling and have bim overruled, but 
that they may ebeerfully support him, There- 
fore, whether we look to the obvious theory of 
the Constitution or to thatof the spoils system, 
it is utterly indispensabie for such a suboerdi- 
nate to exert himself against the policy of the 
President—to appeal to Congress to arrest the 
rules which the President hus made and desires 
to enforce. 

(4.) Now, one of these three things must be 
true: (1) That the President has been asked to 
change the rules as to pension examinations 
and has suggested that Congress do it for him— 
a view of his duty so utterly repugnant to his 
action in appointing an admiratle Civil Service 
Commission and sustaining its vigorous en- 
forcement of the rules, and also so utterly un- 
dignified and cowardly in itself, that 1 must 
absolutely reject 1t as @ base slander of the 
President; or (2) that the President has pot 
been approached at all on the subject, and that 
therefore the prime movers of the reselution 
have contempiuously ireated him as of no con- 
spequenoe in the matter; or (3) that the Presi- 
fent has been appealed to and has resolutely 
refused to make the shanges which the spoils- 
men and tue political doctors demand, The 
last view is the most likely, and is the only one 
Which my respect for the President aliows me 
to accept. We have, therefore, a direct issue 
between them and the President, in whioh the 
former are supported by the Pension Bureau. 
I am not aware of the attitude heid by the 
head of the Interior Department in the matter. 
The question is whether Congress will sustain 
the President or the spoilsamen, political doc- 
tors, and the Commissioner. 

(5.) Now, to speak milaly, here is a case of de- 
moralizing insubordination and of a couspiracy 
to override the President, which are great 
evils in themseives. The passage of the resolu- 
tion by Congress would invite every head of a 
bureau to thus rebel against the President; 
would encourage every combination for patron- 
age to appeal to Congress; would not only ap- 
preve tbe policy of those who attack that of 
the President in supporting the rules, but 
would be a real censure of tie President him- 
self, and that in a matter within his own 
sphere of duty, where he isafar better judge 
than Congress can possibly be. It would un- 
inistakably say that the rresident’s rules are 
not fit to becoterced and that he cannot be 
trasted toamendthem. There is, in faet, not a 
partiole of proof to show that the President’s 
rules need amendmont, ner the least right to 
assume that he will not apply the proper tests 
for tae seieciion of any examiners which Con- 
gress tnay authorize. The proposal to have 
them appointed under tle old spoils system is 
an audacious assumption by the patronage 
mongers and spoilsiien that the Republican 
pariy seoks a return to that system. 

(6.) If the effect of the rules upon the seléc- 
tion of examiners had been investigated by 
Congress, if the President’a views had been 
ascertained and eonsidered, er if there were 
any evidence that different rules were needed, 
which thw President 18 incompetent, or refuses, 
to make, the resoiution would not have its otf- 
fensive aspect of an indicect rebuke and ofa 
disgraceful repudiation of reform prinoiples, 
for no avowed or defensible reasons, As it 
stands it ought to be, and will be, regarded by 
ali intelligent triendsof referm as a first step 
toward the abandoument or a reform policy by 
the Republican party. it has no justification, 
real or appareat. 

(7.) If we are not to Rave amass of conflict- 
ing rules in the departments—one set by the 
President and another by Congress--and a per- 
petual struggle between the two for controlling 
the methods for selecting clerks, one or the 
other must retire. Such con&ict aud confusion 
would be as bad as the spoils system, pure and 
simple. If Kepublican Congressmen are net 
willing to trust the President, and are resolved 
to have spoils aa of old, they had better repeal 
the Civil Service act at once. ‘hat would be 

as manly as anything foolish and disgraceful 
can bs. ‘ibis attempt to supersede the Presi- 
fdeni’s rules by Conxre-sional rules is a test 
case, and if it sueceeds, Congressional rules 
wil maitiply rapidly. Scores of Congressmen 
Wili present rules to suit tueir own views of 
patronage. Every Secretary aud bureau will be 
pressed tu aid a resolution giving it the appoint- 
ment of its own Clerks. Jt 18 @ bundred times 
easior to resist nuw than it will be alter the 
spoiismen and heads cf bureaus have the pres- 
tige of aviatory. Tiere is nuw a bill pe. ding 
in the Senate to Impose a hundredlold iarver 
restrictions on the civil service examinations 
than ibis resolution provides for. The prime 
movers of it kuew enough to insert the thir 
edge of the wedge firat. Whon 6uch an attempt 
was made in the Koglish House of Commong 
Lord Palmerston successfully resisted it. It 
Will be vastly easier to take the other pension 
clerks and those of the Patent Olfice, or any 
other, out of the examinations after this reso-

as} it tals resoluticn shall succeed, there 
will, at once, be two classes of pension exam- 
iners, one admitted on the basis of merit, and 
the other on the basis of. polities, Every va-

I oan- | 
not believe that tay party, which claims the 
credit of the Civil Service act, has not the pa- 
triotism and sagacity needed to onforce its . 
own law—is willing to begin its repudiation of 
it—by doeeisring 1t6 condemnation and distrust 
of its own President, 
(9.) If the Republican Party has not the pub- 
lic virtue needed to support such a jaw or 
sustain its President let it repeal the law in 
an open and manly way which does not pro- 
claim its own cowardice, There is no newd 
of aggravating the act of repeal by false pre- 
tenses, Which would incur contempt without 
deceiving any one. When under the lead of 
Ben Butler the party refused, without daring to 
record the votes, to support President Grant’s 
rulos, if soon found itself forced to resume a 
reform policy or go to the wall. There are 
fitty supporters of the reform now for every 
one there was then, Then no minister 
had ever spoken for it from his pul- 
pit, but within the last four months 
alone many hundreds of ministers have from 
their pulpits commended it to approving audi- 
ences as a great moral issue involving the 
fate of the Nation. The teachers of schools 
and academies, professors and Presidents of 
colieges all over the country, have lately come 
in vast majorty to the side of reform, and they 
are now forming the views of the rising genera- 
tion. Benator Ceckrell of your committee made 
in 1883 the ablest speech against the Civil 
Service bill, but, still & Democrat, he made, if 
the papers are correct, the ablest speech against 
this resolution, but certainly not abler than he 
who is to be the next Democratic candidate for 
President would have made if on that commit- 
tee. Even Gov. Hill of New-York has euforced, 
and not limited, the eivil service examinations 
both in the State and in the city of New-York. 
Hardly four years ago the Legislature of 
Massachusetts tried to limit ite reform system, 
but @ noble veto from Gov. Robinson saved it— 
& veto with which Ii hope President Harrison 
is familiar; but now that system has com- 
— won the State, her legislator, I believe, 
aving now aresolution before Congress asking 
it to extend the national examinations. if in 
presence of such facts the Republican Party 
wishes to restore the spoila system, it is some 
consolation to feel certain thata more worthy 
party will speedily re-establish it. 
(10.) In saying this, I do not forget the vote 
of the Appropriations Committee of the Senate. 
That committee is remarkavie for the number 
of its members who are hostile to a reform 
policy. Itis enough to mention Senator Ger- 
man, the redoubtable spoils-system champion 
of the Democratic Party, and Senator Far- 
well of Illinois, who, 80 far as he is 
able, occupies a similar position in the Repub- 
lican Party. It is, however, the pecuiiar 
distinction of the latter, who is, I believe, a 
vigorous supporter of the resolution, that he is 
the only Senator who bas gone before the pub- 
lic with a feeble, lachrymose letter, (dated 
Jan, 17,) in which he sneeringly refers 
to the President, both as “the present 
oecupant of the White House” and the 
*“‘present incumbent of the White House” 
—whatever may be the difference—and then 
charges him with listening to no Senator about 
patronage, save those who supported him at 
Chicago. I believe this charge to be a groas 
slander, and [ would not refer fo it here if it did 
not shed so much light on the motives for the 
reselution before the Senate. The Senater will 
surely get his share of the spoils of the new ex- 
aminérs if the resolution passes, and the coun- 
try will see in part why they were made spojls. 
(11.) My hopes, of course, do not rest on'ush 
Senators, but on those sagadious and: patmoutic 
statesmen to whom their party is dear, but in 
whose eyes their country is something far 
dearer and nobler. My experience may per- 
haps excuse me for saying that in no possible 
way can the passage of this resolution promote 
good administration in the Pension Office or 
fail to cause a great increase of that distrust of 
the Republican Party and alienation from its 
ranks, from which it has lately suffered so 
much, Do you think the resolution can bring 
to it one additional vote? Do you believe it will 
tend to harmony between the executive and leg- 
islative departments? If it be but another step 
in the line of departure from solemn pledges, 
which the indefensible removals of tens of 
thousands of officers have not redeemed, then 
indeed it matters little how many such resolu- 
tions are passed. The fate of our party would 
be near aud certain. te would be in vain for 
saving the party toapply the excellent methods 
of the Australian ballot to our national elec- 
tions. But it may be useful before we arrest 
our own reform to glance at that Australian 
colony where ballot reform hae wor its great 
est victory. Victoria, that Democratic coleny, 
adopted ballot reform in 1856. Five or six 
years ago it adopted civil service reform, taking 
our law and commission for its models. The 
Colonial Legislature has been too patriotic to 
strangle or starve the reform system for the 
sake of spoils, These words from a volume just 
published by Sir Charles W. Dilke declare the 
result: 
“The Victorian Civil Service Commission has 
met with success, and on the rare occasions when 
members of Parliament have hinted ata desire to 
revert to their old practices the voice of the com. 
muuity has ay once drowned the whisper of such a 
suggestion. Tho civil service, which Was at one 
time a byword, is nowa oredit tothe colony, and 
nothing can exceed the average capacity, industry, 
aud trustworthiness of its public servants.” 
Are the American people unequal to such an 
achievement? Has not the American Congress 
—the Senate of the United States—as much dis- 
interestedness and patriotism as the Legis- 
lature of an Australian colony? You know that 
our reform has been as greata benefit in our 
departments, Will you say so in debate? 
While thus unable to see how any Republican 
statesman can support the resolution, I can 
readily see how astute Democrats, caring more 
for their party than their country, may support 
it, in the belief that by making their opponents 
responsible for it they may hasten their down- 
fall Sure that their next candidate for the 
Presidency will be the same statesman who 
first became Governor of New-York and then 
President, under the banner of administrative 
reform, they will be glad to see a check upon 
the examinations thus added to such removals, 
which, together, will excuse all ex-President 
Cleveland’s shortcomings, and, with his recent 
pledges to a reform policy, will open wide tha 
way to his re-election. 

While these party views cannot be over- 
looked, [am sure that higher and more patri- 
otic motives will guide your conduct and find 
fit expression when the resolution comes before 
the Senate.

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INDIANA PARTIES AWAKE 


PREPARING FOK A BITTER 
STRUGGLE. 

TOWNSHIP ELECTIONS TO BE CAREFULLY 
CONTESTED—WHO WILL SUCCEED 
REPRESENTATIVE BROWNE? 


INDIANAPOLIS, March 24.—Urged to the exer- 
olse of every effort to win the State in the cam- | 
paign of next Summer and Fall, both parties . 
are taking an unusual interest just now in the 
election of township officers, soon to be hold in 
Indiana. The choice of township officers has 
heretofore been treated with indifference, but 
this year has too many possibilities, and pre- 
cedes an election of State officers that will have 
national significance, 50 the leaders are keop- 
ing an eye out for all chances. 

As many Township Trustees as possible are 
wanted by the Republicans. It is understood 
that money will be used freely and that it is al- 
ready in circulation where it will do the most 
good, Chairman Michener of the Republican 
State Central Committee desires to be the suc- 
cessor of Senator Voorhees and can afford to put 
in more time figuring up majorities for Repub- 
liean candidates or county tickets than such 
work would ordinarily require or deserve. It 
is likely and apparent that a peculiar force 
will play in these township elections beyond 
the importance that a Republican victory 
might have in sustaining the Administration or 
giving the stamp of home approval to Mr. Har- 
rison’s management of affairs. ‘his is the part 
the sehool-book people will have in the cam- 











align. 

“The school-book law shutting out the corpo- 
rations that have had such a gvod thing in 
Indiana was a Democratic measure, aud from 
it the Democrats have derived a graat deal of 
good, The Republicans steadily opposed the 
measure in tbe Legislature, and ,while tho 
pee pga press was not solidly against it, 
still the Art School Trust bill bad not much 
Republican support. Now that the Supreme 
Court has held the low constitutional, tho 
schoolbook people are going in for another 
campaign, They hope to win the County 
Superintendents, who will be chosen by the Trus- 
tees elected in the cuming election, so it is well 
to take a hand in the whole business from post 
to finish. Many thousands of dollars have been 
saved to the people of Indiana by the schvool- 
book law, and the schoolbook men are not to be 
thus easily deprived of Hoosier money. They 
want to see the school-book law repealed and by 
working oll along the line hope to accomplish 
thia in the next Legislature. 

Who will sneceed Gen. Thomas M. Browne in 
Congress? That veteran Republican is tired of 
Washington, and many of his constituents are 
tired of him, While each of the eounties in the 
Sixth District wants its favorite Republican to 
secure the nomination, Henry Underwood 
Johnson has perhaps the best show and the 
best olaims on the score of ability. A nomina- 
tion for Congress on the Republican ticket in 
this district is as good as a certiilcate of elec- 
tion, Johnson ia a Wayne County man and a 
uvely person. He belongs to a good family. 
His brother, Richard Underwood Jennson, is 
the associate editor of the Century. While not 
a literary person, Heury is well endowed with 
brains ahd knows how to use them. He bas 
been a State Senator, and has had exouch expe- 
rience at the bar to make him the brightest 
lawyer in Eastern Indiana. The Democrats 
have not much opportunity to wrest the dis- 
trict from the Republicans, and there will be no 
contest for the nomination, 

The Civil Service Reform Association of In- 
diana holds its aunual meeting at Fort Wayne 
some day next month not yet fixed. Ir. 
Charles J. Bonaparte of the Maryland Associa- 
tion is to be the guest of the occasion. Before 
this meeting, if possible, adinner will be given 
here by the local members of the association, 
mombers of the association throughout the 
State to be invited. March 26 Mr. Roosevelt 
will address the Bloomington branch. The 
State University is situated at this place, and 
there and at the college at Franklin there is 
wide interest in reforms of Government. Indi- 
ana is fortunate in having for jeadera of tho 
civil servive reform movement two such sin- 
cere and seholarly men as Messrs. Lucius B. 
Swift and William Dudley Foulke, both proph- 
ets with honor at home and abroad. 

Reform in loeal governament, given an im- 
tus by the campaign of last Fall, in which 
epublican gang rule was overthrown after 
many years of feasting, has appealed more 
strongly than before to the people of this city 
during the past week. The disastrous fire and 
the calamity attending, in which twelve ftire- 
men were killed, has oalled attention to the 
abuses in that branch ef municipal service. 
The proeees Chief of the Fire Department is 
Frank Dougherty, a Republican, who was ap- 
pointed to succeed Webster, a veteran fireman. 
The cause of the dismissal of Webster was 
his refusal to allow the department to become 
@ part of the Republican machine. He had 
brought the department to a tine eondi- 
tion of equipment and discipline, and 
his dismissal by the _ politicians was 
denounced by the Dusiness men and citizens 
generally. Of course it is uncharitable and

KINGSTON ELECTION FRAUDS. 





THE COMMON COUNCIL MUST ANSWER 
BEFORE JUDGE FURSMAN, 


Kingston, N. Y., March 24.—A special meet- 
ing of the Common Council was called by 
Mayor John E. Kraft this afternoon. The 
Mayor said that there had been served on him 
orders to show cause why mandamuses shouid 
be issued compelling the Common Council to 
seat Daniel Halloran and Patrick J. Brennan 
as Aldermen 1n the Fourth and Fifth Wards, 
respectively. The orders are returnable before 
Judge Fursman at special term at Albany to- 
morrow. 

The Aldermen passed a resolution instructing 
Corporation Counsel G. D. B. Hasbreuck “to 


defend and oppose the granting” of the writs of 
mandamue, 

The summonses for contempt, served on 
twelve Aldermen tast Saturday, are also return- 
able before Judge Fursman {o-morrow. ‘The 
Corporation Counsel has notified the Aldermen 
that they need not attend in person. It was on 
the strength of his advice that they acted as 
they did while in session as a Board of Can- 
vaseers. 

Late to-night seven or eightof the Aldermen 
charged with contempt say they will go to Al- 
banuy to-morrow as spectators. It is stated on 
what purports to be good authority that eleven 
Aldermen made affidavits to-night setting forth 
that the injunction order in the Fourth Ward 
matter was not read either by the late Mayor 
or by City Clerk Schepmoes. In this ward the 
candidates were Oarter, Repubjican, and Hal- 
loran, Democrat. The returns as first tiled 
gave Halloran a mojority of 1. When in- 
speotors changed the figures the next day Car- 
ter had a majority of 1. Twelve membera of 
the Common Council declared Carter elected. 

If the injunction order was not read the 
Aldermen hold there could have been no con- 
tempt ontheir part. They say the injunction 
in the Fifth Ward contest was read, and that 
they took no action on the premises. 

A poll of the Aldermen shows that eleven are 
still in favor of Carter, with Mayor Kraft and 
six Aldermen es and one on the fence. 

The next meeting of the Council! will be held 
on Friday evening. It is understood that some 
definite action will be taken on the Fourth and 
Fifth Ward elections to-morrow.

Crook’s father, bore the names of Lieut. Charles 
B. Schofield, Jr., Second Cavairy, United States 
Army, aide to Gen. Schofield; Gen. Samuel 
Breck, Lieutenant Colonel, Assistant Adjutant, 
United States Army; Capt. George 8. Ander- 
son, Sixth Cavalry; Oapt. John G. Rourke, Third 
Cavalry, for many years aide to Gen. Crook; 
William J. Hanceck and wife, Gen. Nathan B. 
Goff of Virginia, William M. MeKinley, Jr., of 
Washington, George W. E. Dorsey of Nebraska, 
Robert W. Daly, uncle of Mrs. Crook; Mrs, 
Daly, niece of Mrs. Crook, both of Romney, 
West Va.; George H. Johnson of Romney, Joun 
B. Fay, and George Mason of Garrett County, 
besides a number of people from this vicinity, 

The day was beautiful. The town bore a 
mournful appearance, with flags at half mast 
and the principal buildings and stores draped 
in mourning, and atthe hour of the funeral 
all places of business were closed in honor of 
the dead chieftain. . 

Promptly at 2 o’clock Train No. 6 on the Bal- 
timore and Ohio Railroad pulled into the pict- 
uresque etation, having attached to it the 
funeral car and a baggage car, containing the 
remains, and a handsome Pullman combination 
car. The cars were heavily draped in mourning 
On board the train were Serxts. William Meo- 
Creedy, Alfred Lunt, Josiah H. Miller, John H, 
Fox, Corps. William Henn and Marion Kumsey, 
the guard trom Fort Sheridan, who have guarded 
the remains since the General’s death. In the 
Pullman coach were Col. H. C. Carbin, Assist- 
aut Adjutant General; Col. E, M. Hey, Inspect- 
or General; Col. Thaddeus stanton, Paymas- 
ter; Col. C. 8 Roberts, Capt. G. M. Randall, 
Lieut. W. V. Kennon, aides, all of Gen. Crouk’s 
stail; Col. J. Collins of Omaha, Webb Hayes, 
son of ex-President Hayes; Mrs. Crook, and 
Mrs. Reed, her sister. When the train came to 
@ standstill, Post No. 35, G. A. R., of Oakland, 
which had taken place on the south side of the 
track, with open ranks and uncovered, acted as 
an honorary guard. The post was in command 
of A. G. Sturgis, with forty members in line. 
When the remains were taken from the train 
they were placed on a temporary oatafalque 
and an opportunity was given to all present to 
view them. Fully 1,000 pveraons availed them- 
selves of the opportunity, after which the re- 
mains were placed in the hearse, and the 
funeral procession slowly wended its way to 
the quaint old cemetery, known as the Odd Fel- 
lows Cemetery, op Quality Hill. 

It required twelve carriages to convey the 
funeral party tothe cemetery, up Main street 
to Oak, thenee by way of Fourth and Fifth and 
Alder, into the burying ground. The casket, a 
handsome metallic one, covered with army blue 
cloth, and having silver and gold mounted 
handles, was placed in the grave, which was 
prepared for its reception. The pall bearers 
were the guards from Fort Sheridan and Gen. 
Crook’s staff, and Messrs, J. B. Fox, George H. 
Jolnson, and James Mason and Dr. E. H. Bart- 
lett acted as honorary pall vearers. At the grave 
the Rev. J. E. Motfatt of the First Presbyterian 
Church of this city was assisted by the Rev. Dr. 
LBoiton of Palestine, West Va. The burial service 
was that of the Presbyterian Church.

Three 
months have not slipped away since Gen, Crook 
visited these Indians. Tue news of his arrival 
tlew like wildfire through the canip. The 
squaws left the half prepared breakfast to the 
mercy of the children and dogs, while they 
helped their lords and masters to comb their hair 
and array themselves in their best so that the 
General might see how well they were follow- 
ing his advice in living after the manner of the 
white man. He talked to them the best part of 
the day, and it was a most unique sight—Gen. 
Crook seated ona bench whittling, as he was

every now and then giving a truly Apache 
grunt of satisfaetion or disapproval. .The 


Indians were grouped around, some sitting, 
some standing, all wearing army uniforms of 
an obsolete pattern, and the bright red and 
orange of the artillery and cavalry adding much 
to the scene in the way of pieturesque effect. 
Yhe evening that he left, several of the chief 
men went to see him and bid him good-bye.

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GRANGER CASES DECIDED 


THE MINNESOTA COMMISSION 


OVERRULED. 

THE SUPREME COURT HOLDS THAT 
RAILROADS HAVE BEEN DEPRIVED 
OF PROPERTY ILLEGALLY. 


WASHINGTON, March 24.—The Supreme Court 
of the United States to-day rendered an opin- 
ionin the case of the Minneapolis Eastern 
Railway Company against the Hallroad and 
Warehouse Commission of Minnesota, and in 
the case of the Chicago, Milwaukee and St. 
Paul Railway Company against the same. 
These are what are known as “Granger cases.” 
In the first case the commission, without a 
hearing, made an order fixing $1 per ear, 
whether loaded or unloaded, as the maximum 
amount which the railroad company would be 
allowed to charge for handling and switehing 
carsin Minneapolis, the railroad’s rate being 
$1 25 for empty and $1 50 for loaded oars. 
The railroad maintained that its rates were not 
unequal or unreasonable, and that the price 
fixed by the commission was an inadequate 
and unreasonable compensation. 

In the second case the commission fixed 24 
conts per gallon in ten-gallon cans asa just and 
reasonable compensation for the transportation 
of milk from Owatonna or Faribault to St. 
Paulor Minneapolis, the former being seventy- 
one and the latter fifty-six miles away from 
Minneapolis. The railroad contended that the 
same rate for both distances was unreasonable 
and contrary to the statute of Minnesota, and 
thatthe commission’s action was unconstitu- 
tional for the reasons stated in the first case, in 
that 1t deprives the company of its property 
without due process of law. The decision of 
the Supreme Court of Minnesota was against 
the railroads, 

‘the United States Supreme Court reverses 
that judgment, though there 18 a strong mi- 
nority in favor of the State. The ground taken 
by the court is that, as the decision of the com- 
mission was final, and as there was no pro- 
vision for a judicial determination of the rea- 
sonableness of the rates tixed, it amounted to 
taking the property of the company without 
due process of law, and was therefore uncon- 
stitutional. Justice Blatenford delivered the 
opinion of the court, and Justice Bradley de- 
liverea a dissenting opinion in behalf of him- 
self, Justice Gray, and Justice Lamar. Justice 
Miller concurred in the conclusion reached by 
the court, but did not fully approve the opinion 
rendered, 

Justice Blatchford says that the United 
States Supreme Court must accept the construc- 
tion put upon the State statute by the Supreme 
Court of Miunesota. That court, he says, an- 
thoritatively declares that it is the expressed 
intention of the Legislature that the rates fixed 
by the Railroad Commission are final and con- 
clusive aa to what are equal and reasonable 
charges; that the law neither contemplates nor 
allows any issue to be made or inquiry to be had 
as to theirequality or reasonableness in fact. In 
other words, although the railroad company is 
forbidden to establish rules that are not equal 
and reasonable, there is no power in the courts 
to stay the hands of the commission ifit chooses 
to establish rates that are unequal and unrea- 
sonable. This conflicts with the Constitatien 
ot the United States in the particulars com- 
plained of by the railroad company. It de- 
prives the company of its right to a judicial in- 
vestigation by due process of law. 

The question of the reasonabieness of a rate 
of charge for transportation by a railroad com- 
pany is eminently a question for judicial in- 
vestigation requiring due process of law for 
its determination. Ifthe company is deprived 
of the power of charging reasonable rates for 
the use ef its property, and such deprivation 
takes place in the absence of an investigation 
by judicial machinery, it is deprived of the law- 
ful use of its property, ani thus, in substance 
and eilect, of the property itself, 

Justice Miller ssid that he concurred with 

some hesitation in the judgment of the court. 
He was of opinion that either the Legislature 
or a commission appointed by it bad the right 
to establish rates; but that where rates were 
fixed unjust to the railroad company, or 80 ex- 
orbitant as to be in utter disregard of the rights 
of the publie, parties aggrieved had aright to 
appeal to tie courts, and especially the United 
States courts, for relief. in his opinion the 
Minnesota decision should be reversed, on the 
ground that this isa denial of due process of 
law. 
Judge Bradley for himself and his two associ- 
ates delivered a vigorous oral dissent. It 
seemed to him that the decision of the court 
practically overruled the decision of the court 
in other cases in whichit had been held that 
the adjustment of rates was a legisiative pre- 
rogative ond notajudicial one. He differed 
from his colleagues, who held that the final tri- 
bunal of arbitrament was the judicial. 

The question, in nis opinion, was an adminis- 
trative and not a judicial one. The courts 
should never make an issue with the legislative 
department of the Government where tt was 
possible to avoid it. It migbt be asked, Is the 
public atthe mercy of the Legisiatures? He 
answed “ Yes.”” There had to be a final tribunal 
somewhere to decide every case. The question 
was, Which was the proper final tribunal? In 
his Judgment it was the Legislature. 





CHARGES OF BRIBERY DENIED. 

NEWARK, N. J., March 24.—The charges or 
insinuations of bribery in conneetion with the 
location of the Clay-street bridge, connesting 
Essex and Hudson Counties, are met with de- 
nials on all sides, Even Plunkett, against 
whom Freeholder Tierney has directed suit to 
be begun for slander, says that he spoke only in 
jest. The Clark Thread Company, which was 
said to have placed $5,000 in the hands of Free- 
holder Tierney and an employe of the company 
named Grau to buy votes favoring the Clay- 
street site, says that there is not a word of 
truth in the story. 

Talks with the contractors indicate that ru- 
mors of bribery as to sites were not alono in 
circulation in connection with the bridge, 
Stories are abroad that some of the Freeholders 
who had the awarding of the contract exacted 
and received “loana” of $1,000 each from those 
who afterward received the contract. Groat 
reticence is observed by those who are cogni- 
zant of the facts. 








MINISTERS FOR BALLOT REFORM. 

BALTIMORE, March 24.—The Methodist min- 
isters at their stated session to-day appointed 
a@satrong committee to go to Annapolis and 
urge upon the Legislature the necessity there 
is for the speedy passage of the Ballot-Reform 
bill and tle bill to squelch pool rooms. Earnest 
arguments were made against the vidlation of 
the purity of the ballot, and the sacredneas of 
the suffrage, it was proclaimed, must no longer 
be assailed. The pool room abomination was 
vigorously denounced. 

The Rev. John F. Ockerman caused a sensa- 
tion when he declared that he was informed 
that a certain young member of the Legislature 
refused to have anything todo with the Pool 
bill, although hu prayed and sang lustily at the 
Young Men’s Christian Association. Investiga- 
tion proved, he added, that this young man 
had as a client one of the persons interested in 
a@ pool room on Fayette-street.

NEWARK, N. J.. March 24.—Philip and Adam 
Geyer of the Enterprise Brewing Company, 
who were arrested on Saturday evening for de- 
frauding the Government, will have an ex- 
amination before United States Commissioner 
Whitehead on Wednesday. Special Agent 
Grimstone of the Internal Revenue Burean has 
beon eugaged for many months in an investiga- 
tion of the matter. 

In his complaint he alleges that the Geyers 
did not keep their books properly; that they 
have used canceled stamps, and have negliccted 
to put stamps on gcegs. He charges further 
that the Geyers have committed the foregoing 
violations from May, 1888, to February, 1890, 
permitting 2,760 packages to go out of their 
brewory improperly stamped during that time. 
The penalty for each package is $100 fine and 
one year’s imprisonment.

BENWELL MURDER, 


DETECTIVE MURRAY’S METHODS CRITI- 
CISED IN THE LEGISLATURE. 
TORONTO, Ontario, March 24.—In the Ontario 
Legislature te-day Mr. Meredith, leader of the 
Opposition, called the attention of the Govern- 
ment to what ho regarded as avery improper 
mode of procedure on the part of Government 
Detective Murray in connection with the Ben- 
well-Birchall murder case. He referred to in- 
terviews with Detective Murray published in 
several Canadian and American newspapers, 
in which the detective commented on the case 
and gave information which, Mr. Meredith 
said, he thought was greatly calculated to 
prejudice the people against the prisoner. He 
had nothing to say against Detectlye Murray 
personally, but considered such conduct highly 
reprehensible on the part of an officer of the 
Crown, and that it calied for immediate atten- 

tion from the Gevernwment.

HOMER WOODIN’S DEATH RECALLS A 
FAMOUS FOUR-OARED CONTEST. 


POUGHKEEPSIE, N. Y., March 24. — Homer 
Woodin, an old oarsman, died in this city to-day 
aged sixty-three years. He was born in Pough- 
keepsie, apd had always followed the trade of 
cooper. He was in his younger days one of the 
best oarsmen in this part of the country, ane 
was one of the crew of the famous four-cared 
shell Stranger. The other members of the 
Stranger’s crew were William Stevens, William 
Burger, ant Ezekiel Beneway. This crew con- 
tested in many parts of the country. They and 
the Ward brothers were the leading four-vared 
crews of the world, 

The race of the Stranger’s crew with the 
Brown's crew in the fifties is remembered by 
most of our older residents. The race was a 
most exciting one. ‘ae Brown’s crew were 
trom New-York City, aud they were backed up 
by about five hundred sports, who vame up to 
Poughkeepsie to make things lively. The race 
was for $4,000 a side, and was won by the New- 
York crew, whose vietory was charged to dis- 
honesty on the part of Beneway of the Strang- 
er’s crew, who, it is said, sold the race to tae 
opposing crew. 

The judges, Isaac H. Wood,Charles Diamond, 
and Charies Gorsman, refased to give the race 
to the Brown’s crew, and in consequence the 
Noew-Yorkers created a terrible riot, during 
which cenperal kuock-downs were in order, and 
many people were burt. 

Bili Stevens of the Stranger’a crew killed a 
man in a fight by hitting him with his fist a day 
or two after the race, because the man charged 
the crew with selling the race. This put an end 
to Woodin’s rowing, and since then Mr. Woodin 
Was nob 80 Widely Known. 








THE MULLER MYSTERY UNSOLVED. 

ELIZABETH, N. J., March 24.—UCounty Phy- 
sidian Westcott to-day began an investigation 
into the death of Gottfried Muller, the car in- 
spector for the Central Railroad, who was found 
dead yesterday in a marsh at Elizabethport. The 
physician decided that there was no evidence 
to show that the man had met with a violent 
death. Heisinclined te the opinion that Mul- 
ler bad drank too much and, losing his way, 
wandered to the spot where his body was dis- 
covered and, overcume by exuaustion, died of 
exposure. 

The only thing which puzzles the physieian is 
what became of the money Muller had in his 
possession, While there ig nothing to show that 
ho wae tnurdered, still the indications point to 
his having been robbed, if not before death then 
afterward, by some persons who might have 
run across the body or heard that it had béen 
found and rifled the pockets before the arrival 
of the police. The investigation will be finished 
to-morrow and a permit granted for burial.

The testimony of Mr. JoHN F. B. SwyTa 
before the Fassett committee yesterday 
shows that even under HuGH J. GRANT, 
who has been considered the most busi- 
ness-like and upright Sheriif the county 
has had for years, the good old Tammany 
practice of taking care of the “ organiza- 
tion” inthe division of the plunder was 
faithfully observed. Mr. SMYTH was 
Sheriff’s auctioneer during eleven months 
of Geanrs term. He asked for the 
place and got it, because he was 
a neighbor of GRANT, and had helped 
elect him to the office of Alderman, and to 
that of Sheriff. But Grant told him ‘‘it 
was so much of a,place that he would have 
to take another man in with him.” The 
*‘other man” selected for this favor was 
Witt1aMP. Krex, the “ boodle” Alderman, 
afterward indicted with the rest of that 
precious lot. Half the auctioneer’s fees 
went to'the Deputy Sheriff, and the rest 
Suyrua divided with Kirk, though 
the latter did none of the work. 
This division was insisted on by 
the Tammany organization, and it 
yielded Kirk $2,000 in eleven months, not 
a penny of which he lawfully earned. There 
js even less justification for this than for 
the practice of compelling the Deputies to 
pay $35 a month to Mr. BOURKE COCKRAN, 
for it may be said that the Deputies require 
logal advice, but for the exaction 
ef extortionate fees in the interest of 
2 boodle Aldermen there is, of course, 
no justification whatever. This inves- 
tigation ‘is casting a revealing light on 
the operations of the reformed Tammany, 
and there was great need of it. Meanwhile, 
we understand that the present Deputy 
Sheriffs are merrily making hay while the 
sun shines, charging their ‘fees on the prin- 
ciple-of “what the traffic will bar,” their 
extortions being tempered only by the oc- 
casional refusal of their victims to pay ten 


¢imes the lawful fees.

To-day at 3:30 P. M. the Excise Com- 
mittee ofthe Assembly will give a hearing 
on bill. No. 362, introduced by Mr. MARTIN, 
which provides that no license to sell 
liquor shall be revoked except after con- 
viction of the holder of violation of the 
Jaw.

Those who are laboring for the passage 
of what they call a “high-license” bill at 
the present session of the Legislature are 
likely to discover that they have another 
obstacle to encounter besides the pro- 
spective veto of the Governor. If the so- 
called Hendricks bill were to reach the 
Executive Chamber there is no chance of 
its approval because it is opposed by the 
liquor interest, and if it could be put in a 
form that would be acceptable to the Goy- 
ernor it would probably give little sat- 
isiaction to the advocates of high 
license. But the new obstacle to 
be reckoned with is the Excise Com- 
mittee of the Assembly. This committee 
seems to have been made up with a special 
view to preventing any restrictive legisla- 
tion on the liquor question at the present 
session. At all events, its Chairman, Mr. 
KiInG of this city, is the only one of its 
members who regards such measures with 
favor, and heis said to have become so dis- 
gusted with the conduct of the committee 
that he is disposed to throw up his Chair- 
manship. Although the majority of this 
committee is made up from the party that 
professes te be in favor of temperance and 
of high license legislation, it appears to be 
actuaily under the influence and control of 
the liquor interest. If it deserves the repu- 
tation it has got, the High-License bill will 
have little chance of getting through its 
hands alive orin a shape recognizable by 
its friends. 








Mr. DORMAN B. EATON, in an open letter 
published this morning in THE TIMES and 
addressed to Senator ALLISON, dissects with 
his usual thoroughness the resolution ex- 
empting from civil service examination the 
thirty medical examiners to be appointed 
in the Pension Bureau. There is no possi- 
ble justification or excuse for this resolu- 
tion, and Mr. EATON exposes the motives 
that have prompted it. It isso clearly and 
completely opposed to all the professions 
of the President that even the recom- 
mendation of its passage by the Commit- 
tee on Appropriations, implying that it 
could be approved by Mr. HARRISON, is an 
insult to that gentleman. 








THE FLACK CASE. 

The conspiracy case against Sheriff JAMES 
A, FLACK, his son WILLIAM L. FLAcK, and 
the referee in the divorce proceedings, 
JOSEPH MEEKS, in which the verdict of 
guilty was found on Saturday night, has 
many extraordinary features. One of the 
strangest things in the case was the effort 
of counsel for the chief defendant to excite 
sympathy in his behalf in connection with 
the divorce proceedings, and to belittle his 
conduct in regard to his conjugal obliga- 
tions. It is quite possible that his domestic 
relations may have become intolerable to a 
man of his nature, but that can hardly be 
accepted as justifying the other relations 
which he formed and which appear to have 
furnished the chief motive for his eftorts to 
obtain a divorce from his wife, or rather to 
induce her to obtain a divorce from him. 

An attempt was made by the defense dur- 
ing the trial to show that Mrs. FLACK con- 
sented to the divorce suit with full knowl- 
edge of the nature and purpose of the 
proceedings. This was denied by the wo- 
man herself, and certainly was not estab- 
lished by the evidence, but it is perfectly 
plain that if she knew that the papers 
which she signed were to be used in such a 
suit it was in no sense instituted by her- 
self. It was the actual defendant in that 
suit who first employed a lawyer to bring 
it and to “see it through,” that lawyer ap- 
pearing in the first instance as attorney for 
both the plaintiff and defendant. Even if 
Mrs. Fuack knew what was going on, she 
had no voluntary part init, but acted under 
the influence of her son, who was aiding in 
his father’s scheme. Either she was de- 
ceived or she was induced to take part in a 
collusive proceeding, with scarcely any ex- 
ercise of volition on her own part. 

But all this had really little te do with 
the manner in which the case was carried 
through the court, andit was dwelt upon 
apparently because the defense against the 
charge of conspiracy was so meagre. It is 
evident that the conspiracy was really 
formed by the elder Fuack and his lawyer, 
the late Judge MONELL, who was his chief 
agent for carrying it out, but it is impossi- 
ble to believe that Judge BOOKSTAVER and 
the referee, MEEKS, were not conscious 
participants in it. Their own testimony 
failed to afford any ground for the assump- 
tion that they were imposed upon or used 

by others to serve an end which they did 
not understand. It is just possible that 
they supposed Mrs. FLACK to be a@ consent- 
ing and quiescent party in the proceeding, 
but that scarcely mitigates their offense. 
Nobody is left in a worse plight than Judge 
BooxKsTAVER, and it is only the fact that 
he was a Judge on the bench that prevent- 
ed him from being joined with the defend- 
ants and convicted with the rest. There 
ought to be no further delay in bringing 
the proceedings proper to his case. The 
Judiciary Commiitee of the Assembly, 
which has the matter in charge, was await- 
ing the resnlt of the prosecution in court,

no reason why the committee should not in- 
stitute an impeachment at once. There is 
little occasion for wasting time in investiga- 
tion and collecting evidence. The evidence 
has been collected and can no doubt be made 
available for an impeachment trial. 

Judge BARRETT yesterday postponed pass- 
ing sentence upon the convicted conspira- 
tors on account of complications in the 
case. One of these is the incident of the 
discovery of a concealed person in the 
jury room on Saturday night, but that 
would seem to be a matter that must 
be dealt with by itself. There is no 
question of the flagrant character of the 
offense of which that person was guilty, 
and nobody can doubt that he ought to be 
as severely dealt with as the law will allow. 
But there is no pretense that his purpose 
was to tamper with the jury or to influence 
its action, or that his presence had any 
effect upon the verdict. In fact, it was 
necessary to his purpose that his presence 
should be unknown to the jury, and his 
discovery and ejection can hardly be taken 
as vitiating the conviction. 

Another of the curious incidents of this 
remarkable case is the stolid insensibility 
of Sheriff FLack to public opinion and his 
apparent indifference to any considerations 
of honor or decency. He has held on to his 
public office in spite of his exposure and 
the odium he has incurred, and he shows a 
disposition to cling to it in spite of his con- 
viction. His friends are claiming that the 
offense of which he has been convicted is 
not an “infamous crime,” and that there- 
fore, the conviction cannot operate as a 
forfeiture of his offic This is ap- 
parently admitted by the Attorney 
General of the State, but he regards 
the conviction and the facts which led 
to it as a sufficient cause for the removal of 
the Sheriff from office. He has therefore 
preferred charges against him for that pur- 
pose, and the Governor has notified Mr. 
FLAckK to show cause why he should not be 
removed. It is hardly conceivable that 
even the stolid Sheriff should contest the 
matter before the Governor after his trial 
in court and his conviction by a jury. If 
he shouid do so there is no probability that 
he can avert hisremoval. This extraordi- 
nary case, whichinits varied aspects has 
excited se much interest, is far from being 
ended, and it is to be hoped that the vindi- 
cation of the law and of the integrity of 
judicial proceedings will not be confined to 
the verdict of a jury. 








SHERMAN TO ALGER. 


It was on the third ballot at Chicago, on 
June 28, 1888, that JoHN SHERMAN saw 
his forces begin to melt away and the num- 
ber of votes cast for RussELL A. ALGER 
ominously increasing. On the fifth ballot 
his list was shorter by a score, and exactly 
that number had been added to the Michi- 
gan millionaire’s roll of delegates. Both of 
these candidates looked to the South for a 
large majority of their votes, and the cold 
Senator from Ohio grew warm with rage 
as he saw his colored friends yielding to 
the blandishments and inducements of 


‘ALGER’s agents. Perhaps no one will ever 


be able to drive from his mind the convic- 
tion that the work of ALGER and his repre- 
sentatives among the delegates on whom he 
had relied deprived him of the nomination 
won by the man from Indianapolis. 

This bit of history is recalled by Mr. 
SHERMAN’S specch in the Senate on Friday 
last concerning his Anti-Trust bill. In the 
course ef his remarks he directed attention 
to certain “‘ instances of combinations that 
have been the subject of judicial or legis- 
lative inquiry.” Dismissing in a few words 
the Standard Oil Trust’s attempt to drive 
GEORGE RICE out of business through the 
agency of the Cleveland and Marietta Rail- 
road, be turned to another example, “ the 
case of DAVID M. RICHARDSON vs. RUSSELL 
A. ALGER et al., recently decided in the Su- 
preme Court of the State of Michigan.” 

So great had been to his mind the im- 
portance of this case that he had procured, 
not without some expense of time and 
attention, a certified copy of the opinion of 
the court. ‘In order that I may not do 
injustice to any one,” said he in his warm- 
hearted and impulsive way, “I will lay 
before the Senate the judgment of the 
court in full, as expressed by the Judges of 
the Supreme Court of Michigan.” The 
extracts that we shall make will show why 
he took these precautions. 

The suit was the result of a quarrel about 
a division of the profits of the powerful 
combination or Trust known as the Dia- 
mond Match Company. Chief Justice 
SHERWOOD asserted that the character of 
the organization was “settled beyond ques- 
tion by the testimony of Gen. ALGER him- 
self.” Said he: 

“Its artieles provide for the aggregation of 
ap enormous amount of capital, suflicient to 
buy up and absorb all of that kind of business 
doneinthe United States and Canada, and to 
prevent any other person or corporation from 
engaging in or carrying on the same, therepy 
preventing all competition in the sale of the 
articles manufactured. 

“ Both the supply of the article and the price 
thereof are made to depend upon the action of 
a half dozen individuals, more or less, to satisty 
their cupidity or avarice, who may happen to 
have the contreliing interest in this corpora- 
tion—an artificial person—governed by a single 
motive or purpose, which is to accumulate 
money, regardless of the wants and necessities 
of over sixty millions of people.” 

The combination was declared to be an 
unlawful one. The following extract 
shows how directly and deeply Gen. ALGER 
was interested in what the court calls ‘‘an 
unlawful enterprise ’”’: 

“It appears from the testimony that the Dia- 
mond Match Company was organized tor the 
purpose of controlling the manufacture and 
trade in matches in the United States and 
Canada. The object wasto getall the manu- 
facturers of matches in the United States to 
enter into a combination and agreement by 
which the manufacture and output ofall the 
match factories should be contrelled by the 
Diamond Match Company. Those manufactur- 
ers who would not enter into the scheme were 
to be bought eut, those who proposed to en- 
gage in the business were to be bought off, 
and a strict watch was to be exercised to dis- 
cover any person who proposed to engage in 
such business and he was to be prevented if 
possible. 

“All who entered into the combination and 
all who were bought off were required to enter 
into bonds to the Diamond Match Company 
that they would nos directly or indirectly en- 
gage in the manufacture or sale of friction 
matches, nor aid nor assist nor encourage any 
one else in said busiaess where by doing so it 





Sere conflist with the business interest or 
diminish the sales or lessen the profte of the 








Diamond Match Company. These restrictions 
varied in individual cases.as to the time it 
was to continue, from ten to twenty years. 
Thirty-one manufacturers, being substantially 
all the factories where matches were mado in 
the Unitea States, either went into the combi- 
nation or were purchased by the Diamond 
Match Company, and out of this number all 
were closed except about thirteen. 

“Gen. ALGER was a witness in the caso, and 
was asked by his counsel the following ques- 
tion: 

“+¢Q.—It appears that.during the years 1881 
and 1882 large sums of money were expended 
to keep men out of the match business, remove 
competition, buy machinery and patents, and 
in some instances purchase other match fac- 
tories. I will ask you to state the reasons, if 
any there are, why those sums should not be 
treated as an expense of the business and 
charged off from this account?’ 

“To which he replied: ‘ Because the price of 
matches was kept up to correspond so as to 
pay these expenses and make large dividends 
above what could have been made had those 
factories been in the market to compete with 
the business.’ 

“Tt also appears from the testimony of Gen. 
ALGER that the organization of the Diamona Match 
Company was in a measure due to his exertions. 
There is no doubt that all the parties to this 
suit were active participants in perfecting the 
cembination called the Diamond Match Com- 
pauvy, and that the present dispute grows out 
of that transaction, and is the fruit of the 
scheme by which all competition inthe manu- 
facture of matches was stifled. Such a vast 
combination as has been entered into under the 
above name is & menace to the public.” 


The case was thrown out, on the ground 
that the court would not enforce any illegal 
agreement, but would “leave the parties 
where they had placed themselves.” 

Of course it was with reluctance that 
Mr. SHERMAN directed the attention of the 
Senate and the country to Gen. AL- 
GER’S connection with this “unlawful” 
combination, and to the fact that the 
Supreme Court of Gen. ALGER’S own 
State had denounced the organization 
so emphatically. But the case, as he 
said, was ‘“‘quite a leading one,” and hoe 
felt that he could not ignore it without 
sacrificing part of the strength of his ar- 
gument. He was careful ‘‘not todo injus- 
tice to any one,” but in 1892 Gen. ALGER 


. will scarcely look for support and comfort 


in those pages of the Congressional Record 
where this speech may be found. 








AN ALASKAN “SECRET.” 

When Secretary SEWARD engaged to 
pay Russia seven millions for a territory 
whose chief product was supposed to be 
icebergs, he incurred much condemna- 
tion. The bargain was also said to be un- 
constitutional, in that it bound the United 
States to pay money not voted by Congress. 
There were unpleasant rumors of bribery 
by way of explaining so surprising a trans- 
action, and Congress voted the cash finally 
with such reluctance that there was ap- 
parent danger-of repudiation of the great 
Secretary’s formal engagement. Of course 
his act is now its own best defense from a 
commercial point of view. But, looking 
backward a scere of years, contemporary 
records would seem to imply a plentiful 
lack of explanations as to its hidden mo- 
tives at that time. This gapis now filied, 
or attempted to be filled, by no less a per- 
sonage than Chief Justice PAXSON. 

His version, as printed in the report of 
his complimentary farewell address to the 
new Minister to Russia at the Clover Club 
banquet, was briefly this—that the money 
paid to Russia for Alaska was the price of 
Russia’s engagement to befriend the North 
in the event that France and England 
should recognize the Confederacy. That, 
says Chief Justice Paxson, was the real 
meaning of the appearance in American 
waters of a Russian squadron at the time 
when the question of recognition of the 
belligerents was under debate in Europe. 
At that critical moment the Czar sent to 
our waters an Admiral, with a fleet, under 
sealed orders, not to be opened until recog- 
nition was announced. The purport of 
those orders, says Chief Justice Paxson, 
was thatthe Russian Admiral should “ re- 
port for instructions in person to President 
LINCOLN.” 


At this time this can scarcely be said to 
be important if true, but it is avery re- 
markable bit of secret history to be an- 
nounced by such a personage as a Chief 
Justice on such an occasion as a@ public 
farewell toa Minister to Russia. Presi- 
dent LINCOLN was, we believe, shot on 
April 14, 1865, while the cession of Alaska 
dates from 1867. We are reluctant to 
question Mr. Paxson’s knowledge of what 
was behind the never-broken seals of his 
Russian Admiral’s orders, but it would 
really be necessary before accepting the 
anecdote to learn how his errand was con- 
nected with Alaska. Of course it would be 
possible to imagine all sorts of private nego- 
tiations between SEWARD and DE STOECKL 
at any imaginary requisite length of time 
before the formal bargain of salo, and cer- 
tainly itis true that there was chattering 
on the subject even before the war for 
the Union began. But itis also true that 
the offer which was accepted. was made 
within a week previously—the exact dates 
of this act of ‘‘unseemly haste” being 
March 23 and March 29, 1867. Before 
March 25, 1867, there could have been no 
bargain, for Russia declared all effers too 
small, And 1867 was rather late anyway 
foreven imperial orders to a Russian Ad- 
miral to report in person to President Lin- 
COLN. On the whole it is necessary to ask 
Chief Justice Paxson for his authority. 
Otherwise people will be cempelled to ac- 
cept Mr. BANCROFT’S statement that “ there 
is no mystery about it.” 


Idle curiosity is not the only reason for 
seeking to know exactly why Mr. SEWARD 
bought Alaska. Thereis a most important 
question now under debate as to what Russia 
sold and what webought. The treaty holds 
that we acquired all Russia’s “ territory 
and dominion.” It having turned out that 
we got a good deal for our money, the en- 
vious nations of the world now question the 
right of bargain and sale according to the 
terms expressed. Russia, it is averred, 
might as well have sold us the Atlantic 
Ocean itself as any part of Behring Sea, 
which is dec&ired to be in no sense a mare 
clausum, to be owned by any nation to the 
exclusion of any other. It cannot be de- 
nied that there are difficulties in the sup- 
port of that contention. Must we, then, 
abandon with the sea the seal fisheries, 
which have proved a source of profit alone 
equal to the cost of the whole? If not, how 





are we to defend our title? An answer is 
most conspicuously asserted by a journal 
which bears exceptional relations to the 
present Secretary of State. It is declared 
that aright to take fish, publicly declared 
and uniformly acquiesced in, is just as 
good a right as a right to territo- 
ry, and can be maintained independ- 
ently of any claim to the waters in which 
the ‘‘fish” (including seals) swim. Tho 
treaties of Russia with England and the 
United States:in 1825 aro asserted, as if in 
agreement with the official view at Wash- 
ington, to have;related to commerce, leav- 
ing all other rights, not so conveyed, re- 
maining with. Russia, to be after acquired 
by us when we bought, as completely as 
language can express it, everything Russia 
could sell. Thereis apparent confirmation 
of this in the report of the Foreign Affairs 
Committee on the Treaty of 1867, which re- 
port declares as the first of the reasons for 
the purchase of Alaska the desire “ to share 
in the fisheries of the oceans, seas, bays, 
and rivers of the Western World.” Evi- 
dently the right to fish in Behring Sea was 
not thought to have been owned in 1867, 
when it was bought with the freehold title. 
Nor would we have bought a “ share” which 
belonged to everybody, the “‘sharer” being, 
of course, not the rest of the world, but the 
owner of the other half of the sea, meaning 
Russia. It would be interesting to know 
whether the proclamation of warning is- 
sued yesterday by the President rests upon 
this new defense of our exclusive right to 
the Alaska seals. 











THE EMPERORS DREAM. 


Dispatches from Vienna bring a report 
that Count KALNoxky, the Austrian Pre- 
mier, has proposed a meeting of the rul- 
ers of Austria-Hungary. Germany, and 
Italy, with their Prime Ministers, to declare 
to Europe the centinuance of the triple al- 
liance on which peace is so generally be- 
lieved to rest. The report is not likely to 
be true, because Premiers do not announce 
propositions of this kind in advance, and 
manage to keep them very quiet until they 
know whether they will be accepted. But 
the story is very natural in the present con- 
dition of the public mind in Europe, where 
the prevailing idea is that the only security 
for peace lies in the known readiness of the 
three great powers involved in the alliance 
to join in war, if war be presented to them. 
And this idea of the situation is certainly 
correct at present; the misfortune is that it 
should seem to be the only view possible of 
the situation, when the means necessary to 
prevent war are only a shade less onerous 
and destructive than war itself would be. 
Indeed, so tremendous is the pressure of 
this burden of constant readiness for war 
that there must come a time when the men 
in power will feel it to be intolerable, and 
will seek relief in an open struggle. 

But in the meantime there are also re- 
reports, which are vague and unauthorita- 
tive, but which are intensely interesting, 
that the young Emperor of Germany is 
thinking or dreaming of another alterna- 
tive, a general and equal reduction of the 
armed force of all Europe. It is even inti- 
mated that in view of this splendid scheme 
and as a preparation forit, he has discussed 
with JULES SIMON the possibility of neu- 
tralizing Alsace and Lorraine. Probably 
the only ground for such reperts isthe fact 
that in this direction lies the only path of 
real safety, the only prospect fof substan- 
tial and permanent relief from the grievous 
strain imposed upon the peeple of Europe. 
Yet this is not an immaterial ground, be- 
cause thisstrain is as severe for Germany as 
for any other nation, andis at the moment 
more keenly felt, and the Emperor can 
hardly help butsee it. That he perceives 
the very wretched condition of a numerous 
class of his subjectsis plain. That he ear- 
nestly desires to relieve that wretchedness 
he has avowed. That his Government is 
threatened with very great difficulty and 
embarrassment if he cannot-succeed in this 
no one doubts. And that any of;the meas- 
ures of relief as yet suggested in the Berlin 
conference, or in connection with it, are 
sure to be futile is obvious to any one'who 
understands the conditions. The one fact 
that stands out more clearly than any other 
is that the source of Socialism in Germany 
is the dread felt by a great number of the 
workingmen that their ultimate fate is 
practically a poverty approaching starva- 
tion, since at best their wages are barely 
equal to the support of life, and when with 
old age or bad times they cannot earn 
wages, there is no resource left. 


To meet this feeling and allay it, and to 
check the political action to which it gives 
rise, there are but-two policies. One is the 
enactment of a general poor law, such as 
exists nowhere on the Continent, by which 
the State assumes the support of those un- 
able to procure it for themselves; the other 
is the reduction of the burdens that so 
largely contribute to the difficulty of earn- 
ing a living income. To one or both of 
these measures the German Emperor. must 
resort if he hopes to do anything perma- 
nently worth doing. He must know thata 
poor law, witheut disarmament, would 
make the financial problem, already almost 
impossible of solution, still more trying 
and vexatious and formidable. The taxes 
necessary for such new expenditure would, 
on the one hand, necessarily increase the 
number of those unable to support them- 
selves, for they would decrease the means 
of paying wages, while, on the other hand, 
they would still further hamper the trade 
of Germany in competition with its rivals. 
But if it were possible to secure, if not a 
general disarmament, a serious proportional 
reductien of military expenditure, a moder- 
ate poor law could be maintained without 
adding to taxation and without changing 
the relative advantages of the various 
countries with reference to commerce and 
industry. And while it would hardly be 
quite true that a reduction, say, by one- 
half, of the military expenditure of each 
nation would leave all in the same relative 
position of strength, it would roughly do 
that, and it would in itself be a tremendous 
force in the direction of the maintenance of 
peace. The policy is unquestionably a 
heroic one. It would require courage ap- 
proaching audacity seriously to propose it 
in any one of the great rulers. But the 
Emperor WILLIAM has shown that he has 
most wncemmon courage. It is not irapos- 





sible that he has enough, and of the kind 


needed for such an undertaking.

Ells Island will do very well for the im- 
mizrant station and the Joint Committee 
of Congress is said to look with favor upon 
the proposition to take it for that purpose. 
The business ought to be taken off Manhat- 
tan Island, and since the erection of a new 
Castle Garden at the feet of the Statue of 
Liberty Enlightening the World would 
offend the sensibilities of persons who ad- 
mire that effigy, while to make Governor’s 
Island the landing place would be a wan- 
ton desecration of a spot that ought to be 
taken fer a city park, the selection of 
Ellis Island would probably be the wisest 
possible. There may be some virtue in the 
arrangement suggested by the resolution 
of the committee putting immigrants into 
the hands of Treasury officials on their 
landing, but allowing the State Commis- 
sioners of Emigration to have control and 
direction of them after they have passed 
out of the landing station, but certainly the 
board should be reorganized for that work. 
It would be absurd to continue the present 
board, consisting of six Commissioners, the 
Mayor, and the Presidents of the German 
and the Irish emigrant societies, with all its 
possibilities.of political scheming and pro- 
pensity for wrangling, after the Federal 
Government had assumed the greater part 
of its functions. A single Commissioner to 
protect the interests of the State and city 
against the neglect or inefliciency of the 
Treasury officers would do the work better. 











Our high-tariff neighbor, the Tribune, has 
discovered that linseed oil ‘is supposed to 
be be controlled by a Trust,” and that the 
price “has advanced 6 or 8 cents within 
the last eighteen months.” It is folly for 
our neighbor to pretend to know little or 
nothing about the National Linseed Oil 
Trust or to assume ignorance of the fact 
that the price has been raised from 38 
cents to 60 cents a gallon since that Trust 
wasmade. “It has not been the policy of 
the committee,” says the Tribune, “to en- 
courage such combinations against Ameri- 
can consumers or to leave them any de- 
fense.” And it reminds the committee 
that “it would seem expedient to re- 
duce rather than to raise the duty 
on linseed oil.” But if it has not 
been the policy of the committee to leave 
combinations “any defense,” why has the 
committee retained the duty of 3 centsa 
pound on white lead? When does our 
neighbor intend to discover the existence 
of the great combination of manufucturers 
of white lead known as the National Lead 
Trust, the certificates of which are quoted 
every day in its stock market reports? But 
these are only two of the combinations that 
the committee has treated with tenderness. 
Proof of the existence of many others that 
have not suffered in the bill has been pub- 
lished repeatedly in our neighbor’s news 
columns.

RUSSIAN STUDENTS ARRESTED. 

LONDON, March 24.—The dispatches from 
Russia in regard to the agitation among the 
University students are confused and conflict- 
ing. The first said that the frst disturbance 
was at the University of St. Poteraburg, but 
later dispatches seem to make it clear that the 
agitation started at the Agricultural Academy 
of Petropeuskoie, near Moscow. The climax 
was reached when the Director forbade the 
Students to make any protest against the de- 
cisions of the school authorities or to hold an 
Meeting. The authorities followed this up by 
Closing the academy. Tho students were Mush 
incensed, and broke forcibly into one of the 
leeture rooms and held a meeting. Fully two 
hundred were present and took part in the pro- 
ceedings. Thoy drew up & statement of their 
grievances, to which all the two hundred af- 
fixed their signatures, In this they demanded 
that the leaders in the student movemen$ 
shoald not be punished, that the Director 
should be dismissed, and that the liberties for- 
merly enjoyed by the students should be re- 
stored to them. 

In spite of strict precautions taken by the 
Government the agitation spread to other insti- 
tutions, and students have been holding meet- 
ings at all the universities. ‘Chere is a general 
upheaval of the student world.- Arrests of 
Students suspected of being leaders in the agi- 
tation have been made at every one of the 
principal universities throughout Russia.

BERLIN, March 24.—Emperor William and the 
Prince of Wales messed with the Firat Dragoona 
to-day. The Emperor congratulated the officers

Lonpbon, March 24.—In the House of Commons 
to-day Mr. Mattaews, Home Secretary, in reply 
to a question by Mr. Labouchére, denied that 
Inspector Jarvis, aScotland Yard attaché, haa 
ever gone into business at Del Norte, Col., near 
Sheridan’s ranch, for the purpose of gleaning 
evidence to be placed before the Parnell Com- 
mission. 

Sir James Fergusson, Under Foreign Secretary, 
responding to Mr. Redmond, stated that the 
Government had learned that the Dominion 
Parliament protested against the modus vivendl 
between Great Britain and France respecting 
the Newfoundland fisheries, andthat the New- 
foundland autheritios also, although agreeing as 
to the principle, did not approve what they sup- 
posed would be the result of the arrangement. 
The Under Secretary added that when the Goy- 
ernment’s action was better understood the 
objections would probably be modified.

This decision is based on 
the ground that they are subject to foraigna in- 
fluence. 

BREMEN, March 24.—The Senate of Bremen 
has approved a project for the widening of the 
harbor here and the building of a deeper lock. 
The cost of the proposed improvements will 
amounts to 15,000,000 marks. 

LIVERPOOL, Mareh 24.—The dock laborers 
here have again struck work. The employers 
decline to enter into any negotiations with the 
men and a dead-lock has resulted. The position 
is serious,

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TALK ABOUT CHURCH UNION 


THE SOCIAL END OF IT EASILY 
! MANAGED. 
CONGREGATIONAL, BAPTIST, METHODIST, 
AND PRESBYTERIAN ORGANIZATIONS 
HOLD A JOINT MEETING. 


The first joint meeting of the Congregational 
Club and the Baptist, Methodist, and Presby- 
terian Unions of this city was held last evening 
@t the Lenox Lyceum. The unions number 
from 200 to 230 mombers each, and the elub 
bas about the same membership. 

The attendance last evening was very large. 
On the stage were seated the Rev. Drs, Howard 
Crosby, Lucien C. Warner, Charles L. Thomp- 
son, William M. Taylor, R. 8. MaeArthur, Henry 
MacCracken, George L. Shearer, Bishop E. G. 
Andrews, and others Occupying boxes 
or in the audience were Gen O<. O. 
Howard, J. D. Rockefeller, Elliott F. Shepard, 
ex-Goy. and Mrs, P. C. Lounsbury, Mr. and Mrs. 
Beott Foster, Col. and Mrs. Daniel Lamont, Mr.

Dr. Lucien C. Warner presided at the formal 
moeting, which was opened with prayer by Dr. 
Howard Crosby. In his opening remarks Dr. 
Warner gave some account of the socia! unions 
in the churehea, and expressed the opinion 
that there were no church = meetings 
auring the Winter more interesting, 
or which left behind a greater sense of 
benefit than those the unions held. If they had 
any weakness it wasin the prominence given 
to the denominational feature. He referred 
briefiy and facetiously to some of the char- 
actoristics of each denomination, and said that 
in the meeting before him all denominational- 
ism was dropped. The subject for the evening 
talk, he said, was “Social Unions and Caristian 
Fellowship.” 

Bishop Edward G. Andrews, the resident 
Bishop of the Methodist Episcopal Church, 
Bpoke in support of that liberal Christianity 
which makes all Christians of one faith wor- 
shipping one God. They might differ, he said, 
in doctrine and organization, * but lack of uni- 
formity is not lack of unity.” The Bishop 
spoke of having visited Japan, Corea, 
and other Eastern countries, where he 
found Christian missionaries of- Various 
denominations constantly uniting in union 
services. The Reformed Church and the Pres- 
byterian Charch of Japan had been merged, 
and the relations between Methodists and 
others were growing closer. These mis- 
Bionaries, the Bishop said, might be solving 
the problem of church union for the Christian 
world. He, however, urged that differences 
among freethinking men about the doctrines 
of the Bible were inevitable, and there might 
be maay worse things than these church differ- 
enees. Lutber found the Church united and 
le‘t it divided, but he found it dead and left it 
alive. 

The Rev. Dr. R. & MacArthur of the Calvary 
Baptist Church said the meeting emphasized 
the essential uvity of Christians. ‘‘i do not 
believe,” he said, “in organio ehurch union. 
The Christian Church is not divided. It is 
one in essertials, laboring for the good of 
men And it does the greater good be- 
cause of its various branches. Not one-tenth of 
the missionary work that has been done would 
have been done without these branches.” 

The speaker suggested the possibility of a 
federation between the ohurches and laid 
down these principles.as the basis for it. 
Firet, the Word of God must be the 
only rule of faith and _ practice. It 
must be held to be tnfallible. Second, no de- 
nomination has aright to exist except tt has @ 
New Testament truth denied by another de- 
nomindtion. Hesaid several existing denom- 
ifiations could be eliminated under that rule. 

The Rev. Dr. W. M. Taylor, of the OCongrega- 
tionai Club, saia Christian fellowship was the 
common participation in the heritage of the 
Chirch. _He doubted if as much eood would 
have been done by a conglomerate church 
as has been done by the churches as 
they are. ‘Then a manifestation of oneness 
like this was more felt than if aijll 
were in one church. This fellowship was often 
in spite of members themselves. Dr. Taylor 
suggested several methods of cultivating fel- 
lowship and urged that there should be more 
extbanges of pulpits. He had missed them 
since he left the old country. He often ex- 
changed with other denominations there, but 
he had never preached here in a Baptist or 
a Methodist pulpit. Dr. MacArthur here rose 
and said he would exchange with Dr. Taylor 
next Sunday morning. 

Tne Rey. Dr. Charles L, Thompson, Presby- 
terian, spoke infavor of taking down the fences 
between denominations for the occasion and 
never Dullding them so hich again, so that they 
conld not be easily stepped over. 

A considerable part ot the remarks of Dr. Mac- 
Arthur and Dr. Taylor were directed to & letter 
they had received before the meeting, which 
contained these sentences: 

“T see you are to speak at the union meeting at 
Lenox Lyceum. Monday night. It is to be a social 
occasion, Vo please de mercifuland give us a short 
speech. Give us something bright and sound, but 
sbort, very short.’’ 

Both speakers expressed a good deal of in- 
dignation at the suggestion, and neither heeded 
it. it was after 10 o’ciock when the speakers 
were through and the big audience, one section 
ata time, was permitted to go to supper.

A HISTORICAL PAPER READ BY PROF. 
JOHN FISKE. 


Tne Phi Beta Kappa Alumni held a meeting 
at Clark’s, in Twonty-third-street, last evening, 
at which President Seth Low of Columbia Col- 
lege presided. A paper was read by Prof. John 
Fieke on the life of Thomas Hutchinson, the 
last Royalist Governor of the colony of Massa- 
chusetts.

THE ITALIAN OPERA OPENS. 


With the exception of Signor Campanini’s 
courageous but unfortunate production of 
Verdi's latest work, this city has enjoyed noth- 
ing in the shape of Italian opera really worthy 
of the name since the Metropolitan Opera 
House was opened in 1883, for we cannot re- 
gard the final struggles of Co!. Mapleson as 
diguitied or artistic. Last night an Italian 
opera company of the highest order of merit 
begaxr a season of four weeks at the Motropol- 
itan under circumstances which justify the as- 
sertion that financial success is already assured. 
It was reserved for Hanry E. Abbay, who losta 
quarter of a million inthe first season of the 
house and paid 100 cents on the dollar, to re- 
turn to the scene of his misfortune and in spite 
of the firm establishment of German opera te 
triumph where before he had falled. The cir- 
cumstances are in themselves a tribute toa 
bold and energetic man, who has given to this 
publics some of its best entertainment. 

That the Italian opera season should have 
opened suceessfully is due to more ¢auses than 
the promised excellence of last night’s per- 
formance and those that aretocome, As we 
have had occasion to say before, this is a truly 
cosmopolitan city, populated by people of all 
races and all tastes. There are enough Ger- 
mans in New-York to give the German opera 
@ vory material part of its support; but 
it would be @ grave mistake to fancy that, 
Americans do not contribute largely to its 
maintenance, just aé they do to that of the 
Italian opera when it comes. For the Amer- 
icans are inelined to show a conglomerate 
rather than an eclectic taste. They de 
not care at all whether a form of art is German, 
Italian, French, or Irish as long asit_ pleases 
them. They have learned to love the lofty se- 
riousuess and devotion to truthfal dramatic art 
of Wagner, and for that reason they will the 
better appreciate the beauties of Verdi’s ‘‘ Aida” 
and “Otello.” Aud they have bet loved, 
and probably always will love, beautiful sing- 
ing forits own sake, and for that reason they 
will go to hear the old-fashioned Italian operas 
as long as the principal parts are filled by creat 
Vocalists. 

A company such as Mr. Abbey has got to- 
gether would draw in “The Bohemian Girl” 
The best proof of this 1s that people goin crowds 
to hear Patti in ‘‘Marta.” I¢ is no wonder, 
thén, that the public thronged to the Metropo)i- 
tan Opera House last night to hear ee rag Ts- 
magno, a singer of the greatest repute; Mme. 
Aibani, who veeds no introduction here, and 
Signor Dei Puente, an old and valued friend, in 
such a noble work as Verdi’s lyrie drama, 
“Otello.” Itis unnecessary to add anything to 
what has already been said in these eolumns as 
to the high artistic thought and faculty of 
beautiful expression whieh enabled the Italian 
maesiro to produce thig drama. It deserves to 
live and it probably will live when many of the 
works now held dear in the popular esteem will 
be forgotten. 

The performanee last night had some very 
high and conspicuous merits. The interest of 
the audience, of course, centred in Signor 
Tamagno, who was naturally the star of the 
evening. If this public had any expectation 
of seeing in this artist a conventional Italian 
opera tenor, it met with a most agreeable sur- 
— Signor Tamazno is one of the most man- 
ike men that ever tred the stage. He is tall, 
finely built, and has a noble carriage. His 
most impulsive movements are full of 
dignity and of the equipoiss of a_brain- 
ruled man. Evyorything he does, too, betrays 
the presence of fine and wide intelligence. He 
is what few singers are who are not brought 
tage to face with the deep thoughts of Wagner— 
a thoughtful person, who aims at an eloquent 
expression of the meaning of the poet as well as 
of the musician. He is 42 actor of uncommon 
power for the operatic stage. His impersonua- 
tion of the Mooris, of eourse, based on Salvini’s, 
and is physieal in its force rather than intel- 
lectual; but it is a piece of acting which would 
be creditable to the theatre as well as to the 
opera house. 

His earnestness as an actor naturally vital- 
izes his singing. He has no hesitation about 
deslaiming, and frequen sacrifices mere 
beauty of tone to dramatic forcefulness of ut- 
terance. His ‘*Sangue, sangue!’”’ was given 
parlando with a fierce shout—a thing which 
few Italian tenors would have done. He used 
the parlando effect not infrequentiy, and with 
intelligent purpose. There may be, and provba- 
bly will be, a difference of opinion to-day as to 
the quality of Signor Tamagno’s voice, but 
there ought to be nene as to his ability and in- 
telligence as an actor. 

Signor Tamagno’s singing has already been 
described in these columns. He has a voice of 
enormous scope ana power, butits tone in the 
middle register is marred by a nasal quality. 
Tho upper register is full, round, and rich, mel- 
low and sweet when the singer wishes, and 
again pealing With that clarion timbre which is 
80 dear to all lovers of the high tenor-volce. He 
reaches the A flat and A with such ease that he 
introduces on those notes the most delicious 
smorzando effects, and his B and C are im- 
mensely powerful. He phrases with the ele- 
gance of the true Italian artist, and his 
enunciation of the text 1s simply delightful. 
Signor Tamagno is, in short, a great tenor, 
though his voice is not free from blemishes. It 
— be added, in justice te him, that he was 
not in as good voice last evening as he was 
when he sang last Summer at the Lyceum 
‘Theatre, London. 

Mme. Albani was undoubtedly “‘ out of form’’ 
last night, for at times she was considerably off 
the key. Her Desdemona, however, deserves 
warm praise for many good features. Her voice 
is stiJl free from any serious effeets of wear, 
and her singing is a source of constant delight. 
She phrases so beautifully and treats the signit- 
icance of the music with so much feeling that 
she fally atones for any slight shortcomings 
that may be due to weariness. 

Signor del Puente’s Iago was to some extent 
a disappointment. He sang well enough, but 
his Iago was neither malignant nor canning 
enough. He will undoubtedly be heard to bet- 
ter advantage in other parts. The minor réles 
last @vening were tolerabiy well doné, a’ word 
of praise being due to Mme, Synnerberg for her 
Emilia. The chorus was large and more than 
sufficiently powerful in tone. The orchestra 
was not quite so refined as that to which we have 
been listening at the Opera House in the course 
of the German season, but its work was dene 
with eonsiderable vigor. Signor Arditl oon- 
dusted, and was warmly received by the andi- 
ence. The house was enthusiastic and called 
out the leading artists several times with 
hearty applause and cheers at the elose of each 
act, The training of the German opera seasons 
was seen in the unwillingness of the auditora 
to interrupt the progress of the dramatio 
scenes with expressions of approval. 

Tho great auditorium blossomed as the rose 
with all the glories of full dress. Among those 
who were in the audience were Mr. and Mra.

JEFFERSON AND FLORENCE. 

Mr. Jefferson, after thirty years, has repeated 
his performance of the younger Colman’s Dr. 
Pangloss which made him the most popular 
comic actor in New-York long before his Rip 
Van Winkle was heard ot. A large audience at 
Laura Keene’s Theatre on the night of Aug. 
$1, 1857, went into raptures of delight over the 
inherent humor and nimble dexterity of this 
portrayal, and a larger audience at the Fifth- 
Avenue Theatre last night found it to be as 
fresh in spirit, as spontaneous in its mirth, as 
ever. 

There have been many actors of Pang loss, 
but none like Jefferson. The character is essens 
tially an actor’s part, as ‘‘ The Heir-at-Law” is 
an actor’s play, made for the stage and on 
the stage. The Panglosses we remember, 
those. of us whose memory does not 
go back to 1857, have been eéreatures 
of the theatre. People laughed heartily 
at them, but they left no deep impression. 
Even John & Clarke’s pompous pedant, the 
best aud most widely known representation of 
the character scen in recent years, was only a 
well-considered caricature, highly finished and 
continuously mirth-provoking. 

Jefferson actually puts a 8oul into the pre- 
posterous tutor whose scraps of Latin are 
thrown in without charge, and, with bis learned 
appellations of LL. D. and A. 8. 8, help to 
«aio for him brief respite from the grinding 
poverty of Milk Alley. The Pangloes of Col- 
man’s play is a shallow, selfish humbug, whose 
imposture is finally rewarded, just before the 
rhyming tag, by a high-sounding rebuke from 
priggish Mr. Henry Moreland; but Jefferson, 
without adding a line to the text, excopt a few 
of those accretions that have adhéred to it dur- 
ing long yoars of service in the theatre, such as 
the Hoyle quotation, which nobody with a 
keen sense of humor would care to dispense 
with, makes us actually sympathize with the 
quaint little humbug and feel tbat there isa 
man’s heart under his shabby black coat in 
spite of his mendacity. 

This is partly owing to the rarely sympathet- 
ic personality of the actor. but more to his ex- 
quisite art, which is employed here not to re- 
peatthe old Pangloss traditions, but to posi- 
tively recreate the man; to make his utterancer 
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thouchts emanating from a not very ponderous 
brain, and to give him a distingt individuality. 
The illustoh is so perfect that we have no doubt 
that most of the audience last evening felt 
sorry after the play was over that a 
fellow-creature at once s0 genial and 60 
helpless should be _ left, with the 
shifting of fortunes, with so dubious a 
prospect before bim—nothing, indeed, put a re- 
turn to Milk Alley and starvation. Not that 
any of the fun of the part was lacking. On tho 
contrary, people flaughed till they cried when- 
ever tho learned doctor was in sight. 

Mr. Florence’s Zekiel Homospun is in no way 
infrior. His performance of the bluff, tender- 
hearted, woolly-tongued, big-fisted countryman 
could not be surpassed on the contemporary 
stage, and we doubtif it ever was surpassed 
py t. B, Johnaton or the elder Lysander Thomp- 


son. 

Like Jefferson’s Pangioss, it was porfectly 
natural, both the humor and the pathos seemed 
to be spontaneous, and the affectionate 
nature of Zekiel was expressed so naturally 
that the actor struck a sympathetic 
chord in the hearta of the audience at 
the very beginning. Something of the de- 
lightful quality of his famous Bob Brierly is in 
Florence's Zekiel; it is manly, in spite of its es- 
sential absurdity, and the dialect is delicious, 
It is distinguished by the utmost dexterity, 
and yet seemingly is free from a suspicion ot 
artificn, The rebuke to Dick Dowlas was 
beautifully rendered, and seomed to bea bit out 
of real life. The drollery of his introduction of 
Cicely to Miss Dormer was irresistible, and his 
demonstration of bewildered joy after the visit 
to the lottery office was wholly convincing. 

In other words, the only labor of criticlam in 
regard to this noteworthy revival of “Th 
Heir at Law” is to record its perfect success 
and to pay tribute to its uncommon artistic 
merit. 

The performance, beyond the work of the 
principals, Was unexpectedly good. Mr. Fred- 
erick Paulding, for instance, played Dick Dow- 
jas with a degree of energy and graco, 
® simulation of feeling, and a _ light- 
ness of touch that surprised those who 
Were disappointed by his monotonous Cap- 
tain Absolute. Miss Viola Allen was 
® sweet and engaging representative of that 
dear little simpleton, Cicely Homespun; Mr. 
Varrey was competent as the bogus Lord 
Duberly, and Mr. Denham was a capital Ken- 
rick. Mr, Joseph Warren Jefferson aa the 
Waiter of the Blue Boar Inn, if he did not reveal 
& large ahare of the family genius, played dis- 
creotly and acceptably. 

Mr. Jefferson has cut out the part of Stedfast 
altogether, and hae reduced virtuous Caroline 
and high-principled Henry to mere lay figures. 
This alteration of Colman’s text is gratify- 
ing. The empty platitudes, the ILadies’ 
Own Annual sentimentality of the sub-plot 
of “The Heir at Law’ would not. be 
very edifying to listen tonow. This comedy is 
on & much lower plane than the works of Sheri- 
dan, but it is a better play than those that con- 
temporary playwrights produce, and its pres- 
ent performance will bo esteemed by many as 
one of the most enjoyabie theatrical events of 
the season now waning.

tracted conversation with Peck before 
the session opened, and after hoe had 
enscouced himself in a comfortable chair was 
politely requested to leave the chamber by Ser- 
geent at Arms Manville. Wild rumors were 
about the Capitol of the extravagant use of 
money by the Nationals, but the manner in 
which the House jumped upon Peck’s motion 
to recommit the bill to the Judiciary Committee 
demonstrated that the local building loan com- 
panies had the sympathy of the members. 

Peck of Cortiand and Greene of Orange were 
the only members who spokes against the Dill. 
Peck claimed that the measure was clearly un- 
constitutional, The intention of the bill was to 
drive from the State reputable companies, for 


no other reason than that they were formed 
under the laws of other States. He contended 
that the State should not drive out, but recu- 
late, these companies. 

Mr. Mase of Dutchess expressed amazement 
that any member of the House should have the 
temerity to stand up in his place and defend 
these foreign wildcat companies against the 
local companies of his own State. For his life 
he could not understand Mr. Peck’s course. No 
other member, he declared, would dare make 
such assertions as Peck had made.

On meeting tho Comunis- 
sioneérs he took off his coat, produced 2 check 
book, and began an argumentin Jake’s behalr, 
It required two hours of fast and emphatic talk 
to gain his point, but he gainedit. The climax 
to the argument was renched when Rich signed 
a check for a good round sum, and throwing it 
belore them invited the Commissioners to 
either accept or reject it, and to be ina hurry 
about making up their minds. The check was 
accepted. The amount of money it ealls for 1s 
not yet known. Rich refuses to say, andthe 
Marlon County Commissioners are equally ret- 
icent Jake and Rich returded to this city last 
nigdt to drink wine with friendly sports.”

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THK WAR ON SUMATRA LEAF. 


TOBACCO DEALERS OPPOSE AN INCREASE 
IN THE DUTY. 


Importers and deafers in Sumatra tobacco | 


are oxcited over the bill reportea by a majority 
of the Ways and Means Committee in Congress 
increasing the duty on tobacco wrappors 
to #2 per pound if unstemmed and $2 75 
ifstemmed. Sumatra wrappers are not speci- 
tied, but those interested say that the object of 


this increase from 35 and 75 cents per pound is 
aimed te prevent their importation. 

William G. Hazlewood, of the firm of Schroe- 
der & Bon, when asked about the matter said: 
“Sumatra tebacco was first imported in any 
considerable quaxtity in 1880, It’s superiority 
for wrappers was recognized, and the importa- 
tions have been growing each year. The small 
manifagturer found cut that ne conld he bene- 
fited by using the leaf, and he used it so free- 
ly to his advantage that the wealthy manu- 
facturers complained that their field was 
encroached upon. They had developed monop- 
Olistic tendencies and were jealous of coin- 
petition. 

“The tobacco grown in the States has dete- 
riorated since the growers began to use patent 
tertilizers, so that it is impossible, in our opin- 
lon, for the cigar manufacturers of this country 
to make tine cigars from domestic tobacco. The 
Sumatra wrapper bas revolutionized the busi- 
ness, and the smoker when he buys a cigar at 
retail profers one that will burn even and not 
leave an unpleasant taste. He likes a good- 
looking cigar, too, for his money. 

“There isn’t the least doubt that the Sumatra 
trade has kept many imported cigars out of the 
United States, Itis a good thing, too, because 
consumers are charged a high prices for them, 
when for less money they can zeta better cigar 
made ofa Sumatra wrapper and Havana filler. 
I don’t suppose that hal? of the men smoking 
imported cigars would know it but for the im- 
portation stamp on the box. 

Our firm was one of those that recognized 
the possibilities of Sumatra tobacco, and we 
practicaliy dropped the domestic leaf for the 
other. The men who couldn’t look into the 
Tuture are the ones who have co-operated with 
the farmers to bring about the inorease in the 
tariff. The etfect of this bill will be to prohibit 
the use of Sumatra on anything but high-priced 
cigars. It will drive the smail manufacturer to 
desperate measures. He will be compelled to 
substitute domestic tobacco for his Havana 
filler, and probably to reduce the pay of his 
worknien. The bill will kill the Key West trade, 
and the men who ate advocating it are willing 
to sacrifice Havana wrappers so long as they 
can step the importation of Sumatra. 

**We have been thirty yearsin this business, 
and every member of the firm is a good Repub- 
lican. Ex-Mayor Sehroeder of Brooklyn takes 
this matter seriously. He made a trip to Wash- 
jiugton on purpose to lay the facts of the case 
before the committee, but his work appears to 
have gone for naught. There is politicos behind 
the measure, and thatis all that backs it. The 
adveeates have no reasonable argument to 
offer. The tebacco farmer may got some benefit 
for a year, but there willeome overprod uction 
in his district, and he will see his mistake. 
Domestie wrappers are sold for 20 and 40 conts 
per pound. In 1882, when there was only a 
sinall quantity of Sumatra tobacco in this mar- 
ket, domestic tobacco did not bring any more 
money. Sumatra topacco ts sold for from $1 25 
to $2 40 per pound, but the great bulk fetches 
$1 60 and $2 per pouad.” 

The last number of the Unilied Staies Tobacco 
Journal urges the Sumatra men to call a mass 
meeting and to send @ strong delegation to 
Washington. Italso attacks Senator Hiscock 
and the Hon, R. M. La Follette of Wisconsin tor 
the part they are taking to promote the meas- 
ure. “This proposition,” the paper says edito- 
rially, *“‘comes from the leading men of a 
political party which was replaced in power at 
the last Presidential election under the shidbo- 
leth of ‘Proteetion to Americau industries,’ 
Shedes of Henry Clay and the {tmmortal Greeley 
look dawn upon them and tell us whether they 
be knaves or fools |”

PUT MORE ENERGY IN CHRISTIAN WORK, 
SAYS THE REV. MR. PETERS.

“A preacher without enthusiasm is an engine 
without steam. The preacher for the times must 
be a minister ofthe present and not & mere mouth. 

iece. He must talk about the living Pharisees 
who fill his pews and pay his salary instead of 
holding gay tournament with the Pharisees of 
Judea who have been dust and ashes for 1,800 
years. 

“Tho church for the times wants a positive 
creed—a working creed, short and simple. We want 
strong. stalwart, iron-sided men—men who know 
what they believe, or men kept so busy that they 
Wen’t have time to doubt, Frogs never croak in 
running water. 

“Get out of the old ruts. The methods of one 
hundred years ago are no more adapted to our times 
than the canaldoat is preferable to an express 
train. There is no sense in plowing with an old 
crooked stick because our ancestors did so. As to 
Methods, Jet the next thing always be something 
else. Should the axles of the Lord’s chariot jump 
out of the old rats don’t tremble, it won’t fall to 
pieces. Keclesiastical mummies, crying out 
against living men who refuse to wear the livery of 
death, fill me with insufferable disgust. e 

“The church for the times must not serve Chris- 
tianity on ice. Sinners catch the chills in cold and 
formal churches. It’s enough to make a man run 
away trom church to see some people’s faces. 

“The world can see nothing to attract, to admire, 
to love in areligion that is as gloomy 46 a Quaker 
mecting house by moonlight, Seo that man in 
business? he carries with him an infectious jJaugh, 
but as soon as he comes to church he does not talk; 
he whines and croaks and funeralizes until bis 
countenance is grave enough to break an under- 
taker’s heart. 

“The unconsecrated tunes that wander around 
the church, all unfriended and alone, never arouse 
to action. The mothers and fathers cannot raise 
their cracked voic®s to where the new tune aims 
to go. ‘Ihere are churches where the people are 
not expected to sing. The four operatic warbiers 
in the loft sing ‘Jesus, Lover of My Soul’ tothe 
tone ‘When the Swallows Homeward Fly,’ at the 
rate of $75, the preacherdoes the praying, the con- 
gregation the paying, and the farce 1s ended. 

“Yhere is a vast amountof eaucated ability in 
our churches like trunks in a garret, packed full 
but never opened. Tho church for the times must 
be the people’s church, I don’t think that a church 
Is to God very satisfactory which is like a Pullman 
Palace Car, in which only the rich or play-rich can 
aftord to ride, 

“The average accession by conversion to Protest- 
ant churches is about 7 to every 100 church mem- 
bers. At this rate it would take 500 years to reach 
the one-half of the race now withont the Gospel. 
The host of the unsaved is vaster to-day than it nas 
beon atany previous age of human history. Men 
say, ‘Be patient, the Church will yet convert the 
world.’ Never, unless she gets off this jog trot and 
puts in more speed ana energy.”

Perch House landing, the unverstanding being 
that if Doliar Isiand, three-quarters of a wile 
a@way and about an eighth of a mile long, could 
be hit by a ball from one of the new guns they 
would be accepted by the authorii/ies.

sented the Government. 

Now it so happened that the War Vice Presi- 
dent, the Hon. Hannival Harlin, arrived home 
that day, and as he waa zealous in everything 
pertaining to the country’s welfare, he drove 
out to Pusaaw to witness the rege see and 
for some time was un interested spectator of 
the vaio attempts to hit the island, though it 
War plain to be seen the cannon coulda project a 
ball twice that distance, As tue tale is told, it 
is evident thers was too much cider at the rear 
of the guns, rendering the aim faulty. 

After the guns had been loaded and dis- 
charged several times Mr. Hamlin joined the 
awateur artillerymen, sighted Over one canton 
and aimed it, after which it was discharged. 
The aim was true and the ball, skimming the 
Waier’s surface, atruck the isjund at the water 
line, a point always aimed atin actual warfare 
and wheo bombarding ships. 

Yhbe Government boss was down by the 
water’s edge when the report came, and when 
he saw how trus the aim had been he took um- 
brage, as he had previously sighted the gun, 
and with that dignity which men clothed with 
temporary authority often assume, strode back 
to the cannon. With an oath he wanted to 
know who had heen fooling with the cannon, 
and was told that ‘old fellow up on the grass” 
did it. Hither he went, approaching Mr. Ham- 
lio from behind, and as he whirled bim about 
wanted to know why he was sticking his nose 
into Government affairs! 

Then there came over the face of the second 
hizheat official of the Nation that quiet but 
characteriétic smile never seen elsewhere, and 
which even the befuddled brain of the Bangor 
man recognized. He took a second look, 
gasped, became sober in an instant, and fied, 
nor was be again seen in town until Mr. Ham- 
lin let¢it.

| Skillful work with the legislative dissecting 
knife made yesterday’s session of the investi- 
gation which the Senate Comrnittee on Cities is 
making into the affairs of this city ripe with 
Anterest. Aa the effort to show howrich a po- 
litical plum the BSheriff’s oitice really is and 
how its powers have been abused developes, 
the possible results of this inquiry hecome mure 
and more a matter of keen speculation, 

Room 25 of the new Court House, where 
yesterday’s session was held, was not big 
enough to hold the great crowd that tried to 
getinto it. Chairman Hendricks and Senator 
McNaughton were both absent. Senator J. 
Bloat Fassett called for order at 10:30. 

When Henry 8. Ives was on the witness 
stand on Saturday he appeared to be im an 
uncertain state of mind as to who settled with 
the deputy sheriffs for allowing himself and 
George H. Stayner to stay out of Ludlow-Street 
Jail from Saturday until the Monday following 
their arrest. He said that he had paid one of 
his counsel—Edgar M, Johnson of the firm of 
Hoadiy, Lauterbach & Johnson—$14,000 for 
counsel foes, and the intimation was that Mr. 
Jchnson bad settled with the deputies. 

To run the probe furthar into this matter, Mr. 
Ivins called Edgar M. Johnson to the witness 
box as soon as the committee was ready for 
business yesterday. Mr. Johnson testified that 
he never paid a cent to any of the deputy sher- 
iffs, as intimated by Ives. At the time Ives was 
arrested he owed Mr. Johnson a bill for counsel 
fees, and for this reason Mr. Johnson was not 
then acting as his counsel, When Ives was 


placed under arrest, however, he sent to Mr, 
Jonson’s office and told him that he was in great 
* trouble. . 

“All that I did for Mr. Ives in connection 

with the Sherifi’s office,” said Mr. Johnson, 
“ was to ask Order of Arrest Clerk Martin not 
to subject Mr. Ives and hia partner to any 
‘more inconvenience than was absolutely neces- 
Bary. I toid him thatit would be impossible 
for ives to get the $500,000 bail required in 
& couple ef days if at all.” 
__ Mr. Johnson was of the opinion that Mr. 
Ives was somewhat mixed in his testimony. 
‘The $14,000 paid his firm for counsel fees was 
paid by turning over a lot of securities, some 
‘of which were of the ocat-and-dog variety. 
Afterward they turned out ali right. Mr. 
Johnson thought that 1f hig firm bad charged 
‘Ives for all the consultations he had with them 
the bill would have been $25,000 instead of 
$14,000. 

The second witness of the day was Levi M. 
Bates, whq was questioned as to the amount 
paid into the Sheriti’s offices in settlement when 
i. M. Bates & Co. failed. Mr. Bates referred 
the counsel to 8. F. Kneeland, who was one of 
the lawyers in the case. Mr. Kneeland took 
‘Mr. EBates’s place on the stand, and said that 
she thought the auctioncer’s fees in that vase 
‘amounted to about $4,000. He could not re- 
‘cail what was paid in this case for extra com- 
‘pensation. All these questions about the 
amount of extra Compensation and auctioneers 

ffees are asked With aview to ascertaining if 
}Mayor Grant was correct when he testified 
i that his net income from the Sheriff's office for 
the last year of his administration was $25,000 
or $30,000. 
AUCTIONEER TOPPING TALKS. 

The crowd seemed to understand the course 
which Mr. Ivins was taking when William Top- 
ping was called to the witness box. Mr. Top- 
ping Was made auctioneer of the Sheriff's office 

| just befere the end of the first year of Mr. 
| Grani’s term. Meyor Graut himself had testt- 
Hed that the moneys obtained from the auction- 
f eer’s fees were divided equaily between Mr. 
i Topping and himself, About $5,000, the Mayor 
said, Was his share of the auctioncer’s fees for 
| one year. This division of the auctioneer’s fees 
; has beon severely oriticrwsed, and it is one of the 
,o1nts upon which Mr. Ivina js getting all tho 
ight he can. 
In reply to questions Mr. Topping said he 
| Was sent for by Sherifi Grant late in 1886, and 
asked by him to take charge of the auction- 
| eer’s business in the Sheriffs otlice. Mr. 
' Grant told him he was not satisfied with the 
' Way the business was being attended to, and 
urged himto take hold. Tnere was no legal 
| provision for the collection of auctioneer’s 
} Yees, but the Sheriff was quite confident that it 
would pay Mr. Topping very well. He would 
collect what he cuuld, and would divide with 
Mr. Topping. He would also see to it that the 
Deputy Sheriffs did nothing to interfere with 
Mr. YTopping’s rights. Not knowing that 
, there wus so much money in it as there after- 
| Ward turned out to be Mr. Topping Gemurred at 
tirst to the proposition of the sheriff, but finally 
acreed to take the auctioneer’s place. Tbe total 
of tho sales made by him during the remuinder 
of Sheriff Grant’s administration was $1,357,- 
505 17. The commission on this ran all the 
; way from 212 per cant. to 10 per vent. The rate 
' of commission depended largely ou the lawyers 
interosteu in the case. The average comimis- 
sion during Sheri! Grant’s administration was 
J44 per cent, 

“Wheat was your gross commission during 
Sheriff Grant’s administration?’ asked Mr. 
Ivius. 

“The gross commission during the time I was 
auctioneer under Sheriff Grant was $42,937.” 
This covered a period of about two years and 
one month, and wbe witness explained that the 
Sheritf got half of this after certain charges for 
advertising, cartage, and storage fees had been 
deducted. These charges aggregaied about 
$10,000. This testimony was regarded as of 
the utmost importauce as bearing on the ques- 
tion of Shoritf Grant and auctioneer fees. The 
gross Commissions since Sheriff Flack went into 
ottice were $12,390 14. Of this Sneriff Flack 
got half. The average per cent. was 219. Mr. 
Topping said thatit was but fair to Mr. Grant 
to say that tle pouudae and other legal fees in 
many of the cases would not pay half the dis- 
bursements, 

When he made a sale, he explained, he de- 
ducted his commission before turning the 
money over to the Deputy Sheriff in char ge of 
the case. 

“How did you settle with tho Sheriff?’ asked 
Mr. Ivins. ‘I collected all the money and sent 
it duwn to him. We hada settlement once a 
month.” When asked what his opinion was of 
making the Sheriff's office a salaried one he said 
that he thoughts the Constitution would have to 

!‘be amended before such a change was inade 
owiug to the responsibility of the Sberii! Mr, 
.Iving explainea that the Constitution provided 
that the county could not be beld responsible 
for the doings of the Sheriff. 


SMYTH AND HIS SILENT PARTNER. 

Additional interest was added to the hearing 
by the testimony of John F. B. Smyth, who 
‘was the next witness called. It indicated how 
the Tammany machine worked in the Sheriff's 
ofiice. Smyth was the first auctioneer engaged 
by Shoriff Grant after he went into office. He 
with his partner in the auctioneering enter- 


prise in the Sheriff’s office, William P. Kirk, 
served about eleven months in that capacity. 
In response to Mr. Ivine’s question as to how he 
cawe to be appointed, Smyth said: | 

“Tl was for years a neighbor of Mr. Grant. I 
helped him to be elected twice as Alderman 
and afterward as Sheriff.” 

‘Then your appointment was a reward for the 
work you did for him. What was the sub- 
Btantial mature of the reward!” asked Mr. 
Ivins. 

“TI heard that there was a great deal of 
money in tke place, and after Mr. Grant was 
elected Sheriff I went to him and asked him for 
the .ppointment. He said he would give it to 
me, but thatit was s0 much of a place that I 
would have to take another Man in with me. 
Tie suid that the organization demanded it.” 

‘Mr. Smyth then explained that there was not 
much money in the place for bim. Kx-Alder- 
man William P. Kirk was made his partner as 
auctioneer, At that time the Deputy Bheriif 
got half of the net auctioneer fees. Smyth and 
Kirk divided the other half. 

*« [ did ail the work and paid half the ameunt 
like agentlieman. Mr. Kirk allowed me $500 
of bis share because I did most of the work.” 

Mr. Kirk was the silent partner, was he?’

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some of his friends must have sugested his 
name to Shoriff Grant, for the latter had sent 
for him and offered him the piace. He admit- 
ted to haviug beon indicted while a School 
Trustee, but seid that he was in the Legislature 
at the time getting a measure through to pre- 
vent just such things as he and his fellow- 
Trustees were indicted for. He was on the 
Board of Alaermen of 1884, but denied having 
voted for the Broadway Ruilroad franohise. Ib 
was earlv iu 1886 that he became one of the 
auctioneers under Sheriff Grant. 

“Were you indicted with the other Alder- 
men?” asked Mr. Ivins. 

“T believe I was with the rest of them.” 

“And gome of them are now serving sen- 
ark y” P 

“Yes; [ was ready to go to trial at any time.” 

“And Mr. Grant thought it was all viet to 
appoint you an auctioncer after you were in- 
dicted ?” 

“IT was not indieted at the time of the ap- 
pointment.”’ 

Mr. Kirk gald that the division of the fees 
with Smyth was the “lust divide” he know any- 
thing about. 


PARTNER STAYNER’S STORY. 

Heary 8. Ives’s partner, George H. Stayner, 
was then summoned to tho box. The older 
member of this remarkable firm of financiers 
made his way through the vig crowd, and was 
taken in hand by Mr. Boardman when he got 
into the box. The opening questions led him 


to tell of his arrest with Ivea in January, 1889, 
and how he remuinea at the Sinclair House 
from the Saturday of the arrest until the fol- 
lowing Monday night, when both Ives and him- 
self were taken to Ludlow-Street Jail. He said 
that he didn’t pay anything himself to the 
deputies for the privilege of staying out of jail 
that time. 

When asked if anything was paid he said: “1 
didn’t know itactuaily. I supposed it to have 
beev.” Getting down to his experiences in 
Ludlow-Street Jail he said that he vever was 
taken out of that institution except by process 
of law. 

“Pid you ever pay auy money tothe War- 
den!” 

Here Mr. Stayner corroborated Partner Ives 
by stating that the two paid the Warden about 

10,000, 

“You made the payments to the Warden in 
oash?” said Mr. Boardman. 

“ Only in casb,” answered Mr. Stayner. 

When told to state what his mauner of life 
was in the jail he related the story of his career 
in Ludlow, the monotony of which waé relieved 
by frequent kioxs against the charges made by 
Wardeu Keating. For the first two months the 
two prisoners paid $250 per week. A private 
table, free access of friends, and board for ate- 
nographers ana typewriters were awong the 
things that this money paid for. “It paid for 
everything but freedom,” said Mr. Stayner. 

The witness explained that after paying $250 
fortwo months he went to Warden Keating 
and told him it was too much. The Warden de- 
murred to this, but he finally reduced the 
amount to $200. This was paid for about two 
months more, and then Mr. Stayner, who did 
all the kicking for the firm, went to Keating 
< and told him that $200 per week was too 
much. 

“The Warden objected to reducing the 
amount,” said Mr. Stayner. ‘“ He spoke of the 
responsibility that attached to him, and said 
that he got very little of it himself.’”’ 

This statement interested every one. Wbo 
Keating divided with may come out before the 
investigation 18 ended. 

“Did he tell youwhom he divided with?” 
asked Mr. Boardman. 

Mr. Stayner shook his head, but remarked, 
“After hesitating some days the amount was 
redueed to $150.” 

“How long did it go on at that rate?” 

“About two months longer. Then I inter- 
viewed the Warden again and told him that the 
amount was still too much and we could not 
pay it. We could not afford it. When we 
objected to paying $125 be said we could go up 
stairs and stay there. The rate was at last re- 
duced to $75 a week, and then we did go up 
stairs.” Keating always spoke of the responsi- 
bility when Stayner objected to the rates. As 
the two financiers were in jail all the time the 
lawyers could not understand what was meant 
by this. 

“What did you understand by Warden Keat- 
ing’s remark?’ Mr. Stayner was asked. 

“T couldn’t understand what he meant.” 

‘* Did you ever play poker in the jail!” 

** Never.” 

**Did you see others playing there ?”’ 

“J notived them playing cards at a table.” 

“Were they handling money ?” 

“No, I did not see any money.” 

“They used chips?” queried Mr. Fassett. 

“They used chips,” said Mr. Stayner. 

The witness explained that the xame was 
played in the rear of the reception room, a 
place where every one was permitted to go. 

“Was there apy concealment about 1t?” . 

“It was understood that it should not be 
done.” 

* Did you ever see the Warden playing?” 

‘I cannot say thati did. I did not pay much 
attention to it.” 

In auswer to Mr. Ivins’s questions, Mr. Stay- 
ner said that he did not haveto pay for the 
gus be used in his cell) He was paying his 
share of the $75 a week at this time, and he 
thought that was enough. 

‘Daring the latter part of your stay in the 
jail, when you saw Visitorsin the parlor, how 
much did you have to pay per hour for the use 
of the parior?” 

**Ven dollars per hour.” 

There was something of a sensation in the 
court room at this statement. 


WHAT WAS THE SHERIFEF’S OFFICE WORTH? 

An important field of inquiry was opened up 
when Deputy Controller Storrs was called to 
the stand by Mr. Ivins. The purpose of his 
examination was to ascertain, if possible, just 
what the olfice of Sheriff bad been worth during 
Mr. Grant’s term and just how much money 


was appropriated toit by the Board of Eatimata 
and Apportionment. Mr. Storrs is Seoretary of 
the Board of Estimate and Apportionment, 
aud he brought to the witness stand the minutes 
of the meetings of the board at whieh une final 
budgets of 1886, 1887, 1888, 1889, and 1890 
were agreed upon. 

Appropriations are made by this board to the 
Sheriif’s :oflice for making returns to the Seo- 
retary of State of prisoners cenvicted in the 
criminal courts, for the conveyance of prison- 
ers, for the support of prisoners in the vounty 
jail and the salaries of a physician, and of an 
eugiveer and of an assistant engineer of the 
jail. Beforo the law which was passed in 1886 
regulating imprisonment for debt the Warden 
and Deputies were paid by the Sheriff Anoth- 
er bill was passed at this time putting this ex- 
pense on the county and money had to be ap- 
propriated by theboard. Thenumber of prison- 
ers in Ludlow-Street Jail had been reduced. 

Mr. [ving asked if the law making the county 
pay the salaries of tne Warden and Deputies 
did not in reality make a present of about 
$10,000 a year to the Sheriff. 

Corporation Counse! Clark said that the re- 
duction of the number of prisoners in the jail 
had also reduced the amonnt of money which 
was received by the Sheriff from the county for 
the care of such prisoners. The bill which pro- 
vided for the payment of the Warden by the 
county simply was an offset to the loss of the 
allowance per Capita for the prisoners, 

‘“‘You would make an exeelient witness if we 
could only get yeu on the stand,” said Mr. 
Ivins, objecting to the interruption. 

Mr. Storrs’s evidence showed that in 1886 the 
total amount appropriated by the Board of 
Estimate to the Sherifi’s office was $48,800, 
while the appropriation made for this year was 
$65,700, showing an increase which Mr. Ivins 
aid not fall to call attention to. 

Mayor's Marehal Eugelhard was the last wit- 
ness called. He was cashier and bookkeeper 
for Sheriff Grant, and lives in the Nineteenth 
Assembly District, in which Mayor Grant re- 
sides. He was in a delightrul state of ignorance 
as to almost every question asked him by 
Mr. Ivins. ‘‘1 don’t know” was the burden of 
his talk. He conld throw no light on how the 
moneys received from the Board of Estimate 
were expended. The books that woula show 
that were all keptin the “inner room,” which 
was occupied by Mayor Grant and Under Sheriff 
Sexton. He did know that a young man named 
Levien, a son of Douglass Levien, had vollevted 
statistics of the convictions in the xsolice 
courts, After his testimony was taken Senator 
Fassett adjourned the hearing until next Satur- 
day at 10:30 A. M., When it will bo resumed in 
Part IL, Superior Court. 





UNJUST STATE TAXATION, 

Controller Myers has written a letter to 
Chairman George B, Sloan of the Senate Finance 
Committee calling his attention to “the in- 
justice done to the varioua counties of the 
State by the enactment of the State tax based 
upon appropriations made by the Legislature 
and not upon appropriations imposed by the 
statute.” Last year the legislative appropria- 
tion was $1,808,550 13 in exeess of the ap- 
propriation authorized Dy atatute, and the pro- 
portion of this excess charged to this county 
was $818,767 41. 

“The facta thus presented,” saya the Con- 
trolier, ‘show clearly the injustice of which I 
complain. Eaob year the State tax levy ought 
to be adjusted by the Legislature to the lawful 
requirements of the State, and this, I respeoct- 
fully submit, can only be secured by the ap- 

ropriations authorized by the Legislature be- 
ng passed upon by the Governer, and such as 
he approves, including such as the Legisiature 
constitutionally pass without his upprova!, ve- 
ing ascertained before the tax levy is finally 
passed by the Legislature.” 





SHOT HIMSELF IN CENTRAL PARK. 

Two pistoi shots in rapid succession attracted 
the attontion of Park Policeman McGinty as be 
was on duty in the northwest portion of the 
Ramble, near the boatlJandinz, in Central Park, 


at about 4 o’clock yesterday afternoon. He 
yan in the direction of the shots, and on reach- 
ing the boat landing he saw a man half sitting, 
half lying on a rustic seat near the water’s 
edge. The man was unconscious, and biood 
was flowing from two wounds on the right side 
of bis head. The weands were close together 
and just above the ear. On the seat by bis side 
was found a rusty, five-chambered revolver of 
an old-fashioned make with which the man had 
sbot bimself. 

The stranger died in an ambuiance while be- 
Ing removed to the Presbyterian Hospital, He

PLANS OF THE RINGSTERS 


MAYOR OCLEVELAND LIKELY 
TO BH KRENOMINATED. 
CURIOSITY AS TO THE CHOICE OF ELEC- 
TION OFFICERS IN JERSEY CITY— 

THE DEMOCRATIC PRIMARIES. 


The -political talk in Jersey City yesterday 
was chiofly in regard to the plans of the ring 
managers. The Board of Aldermen moets this 
evening, and a part of the business of the meet- 
ing, 1t is expected, Will be the appointment of 
election officers. The so-called Democratic pri- 
maries are also called for this evening to go 
through the form of choosing delegates to the 
City Convention, which meots on Saturday, to 
nominate a candidate for Mayor. 

The interesting question about the appoint- 
ment of election ofticera 1s whether the officers 
of last Fall willbe continued. Many of these 
officers are known to bo guilty of crime in last 
Fails ciection, and their continuanco will be 
regarded as notices of intention to oommit 
fresh crimes at the ballot boxes in April. 
Strong protests are to be presented against 
such action, but ringsters are not in the habit 
of heeding protests against their programme, 
however well founded they may be. There is 
the possibility of action through the courts to 
prevent these incriminated ofiicials from acting 
in ease they are reappointed. Lawyers are not 
ready to give opinions offhand as to the power 
of the courts in the matter, but there is some 
reason to believe that judicial action could be 
taken which would bring the ringsters to a 
halt. These facts and the probability that 
further testimony mure deeply criminating the 
election officers will be taken by the Senate 
committee before election may lead the ring- 
sters to avoid the iesue by appuinting new men. 

The primaries this evening are expected to 
select delezates whu are in the hands of Davis, 
but who are favorable to the renomination of 
Muyor Cleveland. There has been a good deal 
of talk about another candidate, and the ring

ut THk TIMEs’s reporter was told yesterday 
that word had gone out from Davis himself 
that Cleveland should be reuominated, and that 
as reepectabie men as could be found should bs 
ehosen. Of course the delegutes must be men 
who could be controlled. Moreover, two of the 
Jersey City papers assumed last evening that 
Mayor Cleveland would be renominated, and 
the third, which has been opposing him, said 
nothing on the subject. 

The Republican campaign will not begin in 
earnest until after the return of the nominee 
tor Mayor, Mr. George F. Perkins, to-morrow. 
After that it 1s expected that no time will be 
lost in getting to work. Theideaof the man- 
agers is to push it as a campaign for good gov- 
ernment, in which ali opponents of the present 
wretched state of things will be asked to 
heartily join. The fact that the issue is greater 
than a mere party issue is recognized, and the 
promise will be of a City Government free from 
objection on party grounds. Mr. Perkius will 
probably be asked to deline his position on this 
und perhaps other questions, but his fricuds 
have the greatest confidence that he will prove 
the wan for the hour. 

Seven Aldermen are to be elected this year, 
one in each of five districts and two in the 
Fifth District, where a vacanoy exists because 
of the death of Mr. Van Horne, who was 
elected last year. The importance of having 
respectable and strong men putup against the 
ring is recognized by the leaders, and the pros- 
pect of good now nations is said to be excellent, 
The fact that property owners’ associations exist 
in four of the s#1x districts will do something 
toward raising the standard of Aldermanic 
nominées. These sasociations are not political, 
but all the members are supposed to care more 
for proper representatives in the Board of 
Aldermen than for politics. They will be 
likely, therefore, to work with @ good deal of 
unanimity for the best men. 

A good many stories are in circulation of 
petty tyranny by the city authorities, exercised 
for political effect. Tub Times yesterday priut- 
ed a statement ebout the closing of Oscar Ho- 
stein’s saloon, at 105 Bower-street, and the ar- 
rest of the proprietor and guests. The proprie- 
tor’s offense was keeping open at unlawful 
hours, but other saloons all about the city were 
open and undisturbed. There are said to huve 
been maby such cases, the victims being out of 
tavor with the ringsters, 

A policeman was diswissed a day or two ago 
on a charge of drunkeness, though it is assert- 
ed that the man not only was never drunk, but 
does not drink liquor, The real cause of dis- 
missal is understood to have been that the man 
was a friend of Dennis Gallagher and waa ap- 
pointed through his influence, Gallagher ia an 
influential Democrat who fights the ring open- 
ly whenever an issue arises, 

The matiér of placing boxes for ashes on the 
walks appears to have been made the subject 
of discrimination betweeu diterent sections of 
the city. In some sections the piacing of such 
boxes on the walks is forbidden, while in others 
the police order only forbids the throwing of 
loose paper in the boxes. Such discrimination 
is not a great matter for discussion, but it has 
atirred up no little feeliug and protests, and in- 
dicates how the City Government is run. 

THE TIMEs’s reporter was told yesterday that 
atleast three active political workers in the 
Jeffersonian Democratic organization had been 
approached by friends of the Mayor with a 
view to negotiating terms of peace. The over- 
tures, it was stated, had been rejected. The 
Jetfersonians will meet after the ring Demo- 
crats make their nomination, and it is tolerably 
certain that they will not indorse Cleveland 
nor listen to any suggestion of the sort.

J. Me LYDDY AT If AGAIN. 


HE COLLECTS A WIDOW’S LEGACY AND 
POCKETS NEARLY HALT? OF IT. 


Judge Lawrence of the Suprome Court has 
appointed Austen G. Fox referee to determine 
what services James M. Lyddy performed as 
attorney for Mrs. Margaret Maloney of Boher- 
glass, Bodyke, County Clare, Ireland, and what 
would bea fair and reasonable compensation 
therefor. In the meantime Mr. Lyddy is or- 
dered to deposit $3,500 with the Union Trust 
Company. 

Mrs. Maloney is a widow. She retained Lyddy 
in 1886 to collect her share in the estate of her 
brother, the Rev. John Scully of Schenectady. 
There was about $9,500 coming to her, it was 
found, and Lyddy received the money. Hesent 
Mrs. Maloney about $1,670, in two install- 
ments, in 1887. Then early in 1889 he sent 
over $3,500 more to the National Bank of Lim- 
erick, accompanied by papers which Mrs. Ma- 
loney was to sign in case she took the money. 

These papers were not signed, because if she 
had signed them Mrs. Maloney would haye re- 
leased ail claim against Lyddy for any part of 
the balance of the $9,500. She thought that 
would be paying altogether too high a price for 
collecting less than $10,000, as the collection 
was not attended by more effort on the part of 
Lyddy than is usually necessary in getting leg- 
acies from an estate where only the ordinary 
forms of law are gone through with and where 
there is no contest. 

The money was returned to Lyddy by the 
bank, and Mrs. Maloney communicated through 
her representative in Ireland with J, H. Hub- 
bell, and empowered him to take stops to get 
from lLyddy the balance aue, allowing a 
reasonable amount for his fags and expenses. 
Lyddy had already been awarded $250 for fees 
by the Surrogate, Mr. Hubbell petitioned the 
Supreme Court to have him eompelled to pay 
over the $3,500 which had been seut to Ireland, 
and all bat what he was entitled to retain of 
the balance. Lyddy contended that he could 
hold the $3,500 unless Mrs. Maloney signed the 
papers releasing apy olaim for the balance. 

In his anawer to Mr. Hubbell’s order Lyddy 
urged that he had worked extraordinari)y hard 
to get the $9,500, and that his charge of $3,500, 
with about $600 for expenses, Was Ot ex- 
cessaive. 

After Lyddy had sent to Mrs, Maloney’s soun- 
sel in Ireland, P. 8, Connelly, a statement, 
showing what he had received and what he had 
retained for himself, Mr. Connelly wrote this 
letter: 

MY DEAR LyDDY: Iamunreceipt of your letter 
and caunot but express my atter amazement at 
your charge. Your whole condact in this matter 
has been & source of the deepest annoyance to me. 
You got this money last January. Al) the other 
legatees were then paid. You keep the money for 
months and then you charge nearly half the whole. 
* « * In all my experience your bill beats every- 
thing hollow. You keop £700 for your charges. 
I never heard of such a monstrous claim. How- 
ever, I have written to a disinterested lawyer to 
ascertain how I am to act, as I will not permit the 
matter to rest. 

Lyddy’s billis a éurious document as to its 
nicety of detail. Thereis anitem ut the head, 
‘instructions to act herein and perusing said 
order and citation, $10,” and then foilowa, 
“attending to transmitting same by mail, $5.” 
For writing a letter $5 was the ordinary charge, 
and for “ perusing and considering” the answer 
$5 more. The charge for particular letters was 
$10. Thirty lettera was written to as many 
banks, and $5 was charged foreach. Perusing 
a cablegram from Mr. Connelly is put down at 
$5. In the billof expenses there are several 
charges of 2 cents each for postage. 





Hk BLACKHURST’S SIDE. 


WHAT THE SENIOR WARDEN OF 
SYEPHEN’S HAS TO SAY. 


James Blackburst, the Senior Warden and 
Treasurer of St. Stephen’sa Church, talked to a 
TimEs reporter last night about his side of the 
troubles growing outof the effort to unite his 
church with Hoiy ‘Trinity in Harlem.  8t. 
Stephen’sa, he deolared, was well-to-do and 
capable of supporting itself. With alive, ener- 
getic rector it could double its congregation in 
six monthe. He said that its present rector, 
the venerable Dr. Hart, did not give all his 
$1,800 away in oharity and in the hiring of his 
assistant, the Rey. Dr. Hall, but that he used it 


for his own needs, and in fact told him (Mr. 
Biackhurst) last Summer that he needed all his 
salary on account cf some heavy losses he had 
recently sustained, 

‘*We have only kept Mr. Hart in our pulpit,” 
said he, ** because we could not bear to ask him 
to resign after his Jong and able service for us, 
but we shall now look out for a successor to 
him in the shape of a young, talented, and en- 
ergetio clergyman, to whom we can aiford to 
pay a good salary and to whom we shall look 
for the building up of our congregation. 

“ T want to be put on record as saying that I 
never tried to have my son-in-law, the Rev. Mr. 
Sparks, appointed to any position in 8t. Ste- 
phen’s and I say further that on no conditions 
would I have him there. He is too High Church 
forme. He bas never expressed a wish to get 
the St. Stephen’s rectorship. His wife has 
been collecting signatures to the petition 
against consolidation which I shall present in 
¢ourt to-morrow.” 

Mr. Blackburst said also that the proposal to 
consolidate was put before the ehurch officials 
in a very unusual fashion. Dr. Hart announced 
on Sunday, Feb, 2, that a special vestry mect- 
ing would be held the following Friday evening, 
and refused to state beforeband what it was 
called for. At that mestine two of the eight 
Vestrymen, Messrs. Smith and Jacobs, who have 
sinco come out strongly against union, were 
absent, and the resolution was passed by five 
Vestrymen—Messrs. Linen, Mooney, Pike, 
Weeks, and Dr. Cook-—against the protest of 
Vestryman Maclaury and Wardens Blaekhurst 
and Fleming. 

The petition in Mr. Blackhurst’s possession, 
which is to be handed into court to-day, con- 
tains the names of the two Wardens and of 
three of the Vestrymen and some fifty signa- 
tures, representing, he says, nine-tentns of the 
congregation. It says, first, that the proposed 
consolidation with Holy Trinity Church in Har- 
lem willleave the majority of the present con- 
gregation without a place in whieh to worship; 
second, that Holy Trinity is doing a good work 
now in a goed field and needs no assistance; 
third, that St. Stephen's is needed in Its present 
location in Weat Forty-elghth-street, and, 
fourth, that St. Stephen’s is now self-support- 
ing and only needs a waking up to makeita 
useful body.

A MEMORIAL 10 MR. ASTOR. 


BEAUTIFUL AND COSTLY BRONZE DOORS 
TO BE PLACED IN TRINITY CHURCH. 


Trinity Churoh, at Broadway and Wall-street, 
Was enriched thirteen years ago by the joint gift 
of William and John Jacob Astor. The beno- 
faction took the shape of a magnificent reredos, 
or altar screen, carved out of Caen marble, and 
erected to the memory of the father of the giv- 
er, William B. Astor. Supplementary to that 
offering John Jacob Astor caused to be erected 
& superb altar and super-altar for commun- 
ion purposes. These gifts, since 1877, have 
constituted the chief attractions, of Trinity 
Churoh, In the construction of this memorial 
it has been understood that a sum closely ap- 
proximating $250,000 was expended. 

John Jacob Astor was for yoars a Vestryman 
of Trinity Church. His benefactions to the en- 
terprises of the parish were princely. When 
the Mission House of the pareut chureh was 
ees ed by the rector, the Rev. br, Morgan 

ix, Mr. Aetor nade a contribution of $25,000, 
and privately informed his pastor that he 
would personally furnish all the funds neces- 
sary to the complete carrying out of the enter- 
prise, in the event of the subscriptions failing 
to reach the required amount. 

Since the death of John Jacob Astor his son, 
William Waldortr Astor, has taken up the work. 
Iu response to an appeal made a few Sundays 
ago by the Rev. Dr. Dix for funds to extend 
the scope of the Mission House Mr. Astor for- 
warded his individual eheck for $10,000. 

Following this gift Mr. Astor submittea to 
the Vestry of Trinity Church a proposition 
looking to the placing in ‘lrinity Church proper 
of an enduring monument and memorial to his 
father, John Jacob Astor. The offer was ac- 
cepted, ‘The 1deaia to furnish the chureh with 
bronze doors, the cost of whioh will not be less 
than $100,000. These are to be placed at the 
main entrance on Broadway, at the head of 
Wall-street, and at the supplementary en- 
trances on the north and south sides 
of the nave of the church. They will be 
inassive and imposing, and as art produotions 
are expected to surpass anything known to this 
country. Their designing has been intrusted 
to one of the leading architects of New-York. 
It 1s expected that in their chief features they 
will fellow ina measure the portals of the 
famous babtistry in Florence, in which scenes 
from the life of Onrist are represented. 

It is intimated that in connection with the 
erection of this memorial substantial improve- 
ments in the interior of Trinity Church are 
likely to be effected, principal among which is 
the lighting of the interior by eleetrioity and 
the combination, by electrical appliances, of 
the chancel and great organs so that the two 


instruments may be under control of a single 
performer. 


MUST GO 





TO BROOKLYN. 


THERE IS NO PLACE FOR BARNUM’S 
GREAT SHOW IN NEW-YORK. 


P. T. Barnum, the great showman, is elated 
over the success of his European venture that 
was recently brought to a close in England. 
Mr. Barnum is in excellent health and never 
looked more hearty than at present. He was 
in an excellent humor when seen by. a reporter 
for THE TIMES yesterday afternoon in she Mur- 
ray Hill Hotel, and related numerous anec- 
dotes of his contact with the royal family and 
the aristocracy of England. He declares that 
the Prince of Wales is a thoroughly good fel- 
low and that the Princess is the most unassum- 
ing woman he ever met. 

The experiment of taking “The Greatest 


Show on Earth” to London was a financial suc- 
cess in spite of the tremendous outlay occa- 
sioned by the enterprise. A popular auccess 
was also attained, ond Mr. Barnum declares 
that the attendance at Olympia was aa large 
on the closing night of the show as it nad been 
at any previous time. The exhibition could 
have been continued profitably many weeks 
longer, but Mr. Bailey had arranged to return 
to America, and 80 they came. 

Concerning the possibilities of his show being 
given in New-York this season, Mr, Barnum 
sald that they were very remote. He should 
do his utmost to have the circus given here, 
but he thought that the law could not possi- 
bly be twisted into anything favorable to 
a tent exhibition, and there was no 
other means of obtaining sufficient room for 
his three great rings. He believed, therefore, 
that New-York would have to be deprived of 
Barnum’s cireus this seasun. He would do the 
next best thing, however, and give his show in 
Brooklyn, where Bailey and “ Tody” Hamilton 
were already negotiating for a suitable place. 
Next season the Barnum & Bailey show will 
have a permanent home in New-York. Nego- 
tiations are now pending forthe purchase of 
one of two suitable pieces of land for the build- 
ing of astructure to accommodate both the 
circus and spectacular features of the exhibi- 
tion. Mr. Barnum intimated that the Amer- 
ican Institute would be interested with 
him and Batley in constructing the new build- 
ing. Mr. Barnum said that he should bring 
over a large number of ballet girls for his 
spectacles—several hundred, in fact. Ho felt 
that he would suffer no interference in this en- 
terprise from the contract labor law, as the bDal- 
let girls will be admitted as actresses. 

tegarding hia trouble with the Madison 
Square Garden, he said that the place could not 
be utilized by him in its new form. In the first 
place, it would not be constructed in time for 
the eireus, andin the second place, the space 
allowed for his exhibition would not accommo- 
date his peopie. The architectural construction 
of the new garden makes it wholly impractica- 
ble for his use. 

The firm of Barnum & Bailey filed plans yes- 
terday morning for the erection of ten circus 
tents on the old Polo Grounds, One Hundred 
and Tenth-street and Fifth-avenue, to cost 
$4,500. Superintendent Brady refused to 
grant the nevessary permit on the ground that 
it is against the law to ereot tents within the 
city limits.

SAN MAROO ACQUITTED.

THE JURY PECIDE THAT HE WAS JUSTI- 
FIED IN KILLING PERFETTO. 


Antonio San Marco, an Italian, who shot and 
killed Vincenzo Perfetto at the corner of Mul- 


was decreed a free man last night by the jury 
who, for the past week, have been trying him 
for murder in the first degree. 

On the same ship that brought San Marco to 
this country was Amelia Leo, a pretty Italian 
girl, and her mother promised her to San Marco. 


Soon after arriving in this city, however, Vin- 
senzo Perfetto, a clarionet player in Liberati’s 
Band, a handsome fellow, met her and fell 
deeply in love with her. Ske was only fourteen 
years old, but he induced her to go down to the 
City Hall and be married to him. Alderman 
Benjamin performed tne ceremony. The bride 
and groom then went to Central Park and had 
ice cream, at least so the girl testified. She re 
turned te her mother that night and he went to 
his boarding place in Mott-street. The mother 
learned of the marriace, and had it annulled on 
the ground that the gir! was notof sufiicient age. 

Perfetto thoueht San Marco was at the bottom 
of the proceedings for the annulment of the 
marriage, and one night he cut open San Marco’s 
face with a razor, destroying the sight of one 
eye. A year passed in which, though Perfetto 
had been arrested, he was never tried. One 
night last Fall, when he met San Marco at 
Grand and Mulberry streets, he exclaimed: 
** Now I’ve got you!” San Marco at this pulled 
arevolyer and fired one shot. Vincenzo fell 
dead. San Marco handed over the revolver toa 
policeman anda was arrested. 

On the first trial the jury disagreed. At the 
conclusion of the second trial yesterday, before 
Recorder Smyth, in which Ambrose H. Purdy 
appeared for the prisoner, after an hour's de- 
liberation, the jury returned a verdict of not 
guilty.

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JUGGLED IN THE SENATE | 


THE NEW OUSTOMS BILL AS 
OBNOXIOUS AS EVER. 
THE SENATE COMMITTEE STRUCK OUT 
WORDS OBJECTED TO BY MERCHANTS, 

BUT PUT THEM BACK AGAIN. 


The merchants who were put to so mueh anx- 
fety by the McKinley Customs bill when it 
yessed the House in January, and to whom in 
February the Senate Finance Committee held 
out bright promises of relief, are discovering 
that their prospects have not improved. It will 
be recalled that the bill had passed the House 
before merchants became aware of its pro- 
Visions. As soon as they discovered that in- 
Btead of merely providing safeguards to honest 
Jmporters and barriers against those who were 
suspected of cheating the Government bysystem- 
atic undervaluations, the bill as a matter of fact, 
and in distinct terms, was designed to increase 
the power of the customs officials and to reduce 
to a minimum all chances for redress against 
any injustice that micht be practiced upon 
honest merchants. As soon as this discovery 
‘Was made a committee representing the largest 
and best-known importing houses went to 
Washington in order to point out to the Senate 


Committee, before whom the Dill then lay, 
their objections to. it and the various provisions 
of injustice which it contained. 

Chief among these unjust provisions, in their 
Opinion, were the clauses in the bill which 
practically denied the old right of trial by jury 
and threw all questions of fact that might arise 
between an appraiser and a merchant into the 
hands of this same appraiser and his associates 
for judicial examination. The merchants re- 
mained at Washington long enough, as they 
thought, to convince the Senators that the old 
jaw should not be changed in this respect. 
then they came hack to New-York in order to 
ret formal indorsement of their action by the 
Chamber of Commerce. Such indorsement was 
promptly and cheorfully given, and the action 
of the Chamber was forwarded to the Senate 
committee. ’ 

In view of all this those who examined the 
dill as reported to the Senate feel as if they 
had been tricked, and are accordingly loud in 
their denuneiation of everything and every- 
body concerned in the bill, including the author, 
the House committee, the House itself, the 
Treasury officials, and the dignified Senators, 
Ot course, itis generally believed that the ac- 
tion of the Senate committee has been induced 
by the representations and influence of the of- 
ficials of the Treasury Department. Consider- 
ing that there seems to be a prospect of action 
upon the bili by the Senate during the present 
week, and thus possibly of its passage within a 
few days, even those merchants who are most 
disgusted and indignant over the matter are 
very doubtful whether it will be worth their 
wile to go te Washington again. 

Heretofore a merchant, if compelled to pay a 
higher rate than seemed to him proper and 
lawful, could appeal to the Secretary of the 
‘Treasury... Beyond that official he could resort 
to the courts for tial by Judge andjury, and he 
had also tne right to appeal to the United 
States Supreme Court. The new bill seems to 
leave the whole matter to general appraisers 
to decide as to all the facts, reserving to the 
vourts nothing except decision on questions of 
law. Merchants object to this provision for 
obvious reasons, among them being their con- 
viction as derived from experience that ques- 
tions of law in such cases are usually dependent 
on questions of fact. The new bili leaves it to 
Government officials to decide absolutely and 
finally on facts, and the courts are obliged to 
necept these facts, and to take cognizance of 
nothing else in applying the law. 

Although the merchants were kindly re- 
ceived by the Senators, and although the 
recommendations of the Chamber of Commerce 
were quite explicit, it seems now upon exami- 
nation of the bill, as reported by the Senate 
committee, that while the provisions in it to 
which specific objection was made have been 
somewhat changed, new provisions have been 
ndded which leave the bill, so far as it affects 
the merchants, quite as obnoxious as it was 
before. While apparently the bill gives the 
right of trial by jury, and while merchants are 
nominally allowed to bring questions of fact 
before the court, the new provisions practically 
deprive these concessions of all their benetit. 

In Section 14 of the Senate biliit is provided 
that all cases shall be submitted to three gen- 
eral appraisers, who may be designated by the 
Secretary of the Treasury for such duty at any 
port. Under a literal construction of this pro- 
vision, there is no obligation resting upon the 
Secretary of the Treasury to submit a case at 
the port at which the protesting merchant does 
business. San Francisco merchants, for in- 
stance, can be sent to Boston if the Secretary 
Bhall so direct. Section 15 seems to allow 
questions of fact as well as questions of 
jaw to be tried by the court. It provides, 
however, that atter the Board of Ap- 
praisers shall return to the court the 
record 6vidence with a certified state- 
ments of the facts and their decisions, within 
twenty days thereafter the Secretary, the Col- 
lector, or the importer may refer the case to 
one of these general appraisers to take and re- 
port such further evidence as may be offered; 
and such further evidence, with the return be- 
fore made by the Board of General a Pegg 
shall constitute the record upon which the 
Judge shall hear and determine questions of 
law and fact. 

The effect of this provision is said to be that 
no presentment of a. case can be made to a 
jury. The real trial willtake place before the 
appraisers. The court will have to pass merely 
upon the written case submitted by the ap- 
praisers—practically confirming a referee’s re- 
port. Unaer this provision the court will be 
deprived of the advantage of sesing witnesses 
and of judging from their appearance and map- 
ner of giving testimony as to their credibility. 
in the proposed law the right of appeal to the 
Supreme Court of the United States is left to 
the diseretion of the court in respect to pro- 
testing merchants, but an appeal is allowable 
on the part otf the United States whenever the 
Attorney General may apply for it. At the 
fame time the elause in the old bill that ex- 
empts officers of the customs from responsi- 
bility on account of anything they may do 
remains unchanged. From this view of the 
dill those merchants who have examined it 
critically are satisfied that it contains all the 
objectionable features of the former Dill. 

It is believed, as is said above, that the influ- 
ences behind the present bill are to be traced di- 
rectly to the Treasury Department. Merchants 
say that in a majority of protests followed by 
suits the Government has had to refund by rea- 
son of overcharges. They do not see in this 
fact any reasou why the Government should 
make it harder for importers to do business 
than in former years. Remedies for the many 
defects that have been found in the customs 
laws are in the hands of the Government, they 
say. And they think that it is contemptible 
for the Treasury officials, for committees of 
Congress, or for any other influences to inter- 
fere with the business of importers who have 
had to labor under severe burdens even while 
the old law was ip operation. 

in depriving them of redress by the passage 
of alaw, which in effect declares that the de- 
cisions of appraisers cannot be challenged, 
merehants think that they have a genuine 
grievance against all who may bein any way 
responsible for the action bow proposed. When 
a@ bill similar to this was introduced into the 
Renate a few years ago, Messrs. Edmunds and 
Evarts pointed out its unconastitutionality. 
Their objections were of effect at that time, but 
scem to have been unavailing in regard to the 
present measure. Those who have had occa- 
gion to look into the motives behind this bill 
are of the opinion that the Senators who have 
fathered it are, for some peculiar reasons, under 
the control of Treasury Department officials. 
The bil! provides for the creation of nine 
new offices of General Appraiser. Eaoh 
of the new appointees is to have @ 
salary of $7,500 per year, and his tenure ac- 
eording to this bill is without limit. The bill 
provides that he may be removed from oflice 
only for inefliciepcy or malfeasauce. These 

rospective plums of patronage are believed to 
Pave been tempting to those Senators who are 
pleaged to fil esirable places with their 
friends. In some way the names of Assistant 
Secretary Tichenor and of Speeial Avent Lingle, 
whoare now serving the Government under 
palaries of $4,500 and $1,800, respectively, 
have been associated with the new appolnt- 
mente. It 1s understood that they expect to 
got two out of the nine as areward for their 
services in pushing the bill through. 

The merchants who have discovered the 
defects of the new bill do not quite despair of 
some help from Congress, although they real- 
ize that their interests are now 1n great peril. 
In view of the prospect that the bill may be 
put upon its passage during the present week, 
it is recognized that thore is no time to be lost 
in case there is anything to be done to defeat 
it. The only hope of defeating it seems to be 
found in the fact that the original bill passed 
the House by a strict party vote and by 
a bare majority. If that is the eondition 
under which it will be submitted 
the Senate for passage, it is thought 
that perhaps Mr. Evarts and Mr. Edmunds may 

Btand by the position they took two years ago, 
and may agsiat the Demoerats to defeat the 
bill, espectally if they are requested to do so 
by representative merchants. It is also 
thouxht that, considering the closeness of tho 
vote of the House, the majority of the New- 
York delegation may be brought into line 
against the bill in case it should return to that 
poay for final concurrent action. It must be 
eaid, however, that the feeling that the bili 
may yet be defeated is one only of faint hope.

LIKUT. STEELH’S DEFENSE. 


THE MCALLA INQUIRY ENDS 


CLOSE OF THK PROCEEDINGS BEFORE 
THE COURT-MARTIAL. 


CuHIcAGO, March 24.—The court-martial for 
the trial of Lieut. Steele, charged with harsh 
treatment of Private Wild, reassembled this 
morning after having been adjourned for two 
days on account of the death of Gen. Crook. 
Lieut. Steele took the stand in his own behalf 
aud told the story of his rencounter with Wild 
substantially as it has hereto‘ore been pub- 
lished. He admitted striking Wild and swear- 
ing athim. He was very angry with Wild— 
more 80 than he had ever before been with a 
private soldier. Wild's manner was highly in- 
su bordinate and insolent. 

Cross-examination failed to shake the Lieu- 
tenant’s testimony. Capt. Phelps, Lieut Steele’s 
superior officer, was then called and testified as 
to Steele’s bearing toward the men under bin. 
He said that Wild was insolent and insubordi- 
nate and gave more trouble than any other man 
in the troop. The witness said that he had 
never known, in twenty years’ experience, a 
better officer of his age than Lieut. Steele. 

Capt. H. F. Weeks, (retired,) formerly of the 
Sixth Cavalry, testified to the good character 
aud reputation of Lieut. Steele as a soldier and 
asa@ man. Letters highly commending Lieut. 
Steele were read from Major R. F. Bernard of 
the Eighth Cavalry and Col. Elmer Otis of the 
same regiment. Col. Edwin F. Townsend of the 
Twelfth Infantry, commanding at Fort Yates, 
testified that a report of the Steele-Wild fracas 
had been made to him both by Lieut. Steele and 
Private Wild. Steele admitted having struck 
Wild in a moment of passion and that he re- 
gretted it. 

‘I told him ‘ you have yourself committed a 
very grave breach of discipline and a violation 
of the regulations in striking a soldier. No 
officer who cannot control his own temper Gan 
expect to control other men.’ Private Wild tben 
came in and asked me if Lieut. Steele had any 
right to call him a miserable deserter and strike 
him. I said he bad not. Wild told me substan- 
tially the same story that Steele told me. I told 
Wild that the order he had refused to obey was 
@ perfectly proper one, and that he was gulity 
of a grave breach of discipline. The next day 
Lieut. steele came to me and asked meif Wild 
could not be tried by a garrison court, as the 
panishment he sould receive there was much 
less than he might get from a general court- 
martial. 

“T consider Lieut. Steele one of the very best 
young officers of the army. I once had to send 
a troop of cavalry to suppress an incipient 
outbreak among the Indians. I selected Licut. 
Steele and the Indians were back on their reser- 
vation inside of twenty-four hours.” 

This ended the testimony in the case, and 
arguments were made by Lieut. Crowder, 
Stecle’s counsel, and Judge Advocate Murray, 
and the court retired to consider their finding 
and sentence. What this will be will not be 
made known to the public for sometime. In 
consequence of the death of Gen. Crook, the 
court’s action will have to be passed upon by 
Gen. Schofield. 





THE WINDOM SILVER BILL 


ITS TFRESENT SHAPE AS AMENDED BY 


THE HOUSE COMMITTEE. 


WASHINGTON, March 24.—The Windom Silver 
bill, a8 amended,to-day in the House Commit- 
tee on Coinage, Weights, and Measures, reads 
as follows: 


Be it enacted, &c., That any owner of silver 
bullion, the product of the mines of the United 
States, or of ores smelted or refined in the 
United States, may deposit the same at any 
coinage Mint, or at any Assay Office in the 
United States that the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury may designate, and receive therefor Treasury 
notes hereinafter provided for equal at the date of 
deposit to the net value of such silver at the mar- 
ket price, such price to be determined by the Secre- 
tary of the Treasury under rales and regulations 
prescribed, based upon the price current in the 
leading silver markets of the world, but no deposit 
consisting in whole or in part of silver bullion or 
foreign silver coins imported into this country, or 
bars resulting from melted or refined silver coins, 
shall be received under the provisions of this act. 

SKC. 2. That the Secretary of the Treasury shall 
cause to be prepared Treasury notes in such 
amounts as may be required for the purpose of the 
above section, and in sach form and denominations 
as he may prescribe, providea that no note shall be 
of a denomination less $1 nor more than $1,000. 

Sxc. 8. That the notes issned under this act shall 
be receivable for customs, taxes, aud all public 
dues, and when received iuto the Treasury may be 
reissued, an? uch notes, when held by any national 
banking association, shall be counted as partof its 
jawtul reserve.; 

Sxc. 4. That the notes issued under the provisions 
of this act shall be redeemed upon demand at the 
Treasury of the United States or at the office of an 
Assistant Treasurer of the United States by the 
issue of a certificate of deposit for the sum of the 
notes so presented, payabie at one of the Mints of 
the United States in an amount of silver bullion 
equal in value, on the date of said certificate, to the 
number of dollars stated therein, at the market 
price of silver, to be determined as provided in Seo- 
tion 1; or such notes may be redeemed in gold 
coin, at the option of the Government; provided 
that, npon demand of the holder, such notes shall be 
redeemed in silver dollars. 

Skc. 5. That when the market price of silver as 
determined by the Secretary of the Treasury shall 
exceed $1 for 375.25 grains of pure silver, it shali 
be the duty of the Secretary of the Treasury to re- 
ruse to receive deposits of silver bullion for the 
purposes of this act; provided, that when the mar- 
ket price of silver, a8 determined in accordance 
with Section lof this act, is $1 for 371.25 grains 
of pure silver. it shall be lawful for the owner of 
any silver bullion, the deposit of which for notes is 
herein provided for, to deposit the same at any 
coinage Mintsof the United States to be coined 
into standards silver dollars for his benefit as pro- 
vided in the act of Jan. 18, 18387. 

SEC. 8 ‘That any gain or seigniorage arising 
from the coinage which may be executed under the 
provisions of thisact shall be accounted for and 
paid into the Treasury as provided by existing law. 

Src. 9. That! silver bullion received under the 
provisions of this act shall be subject to the require- 
ments of existing law, ana the regulations of 
the Mint Service governing the methods of re- 
receipt, determining the amount of pure silver con- 
tained, and the amount of charges or deductions, if 
any, to be maiie. 

SEC. 10. It shall be the duty of the Collectors of 
Customs of the Unitod States to stamp with a steel 
stamp on every bar of silver bullion imported into 
the United States the word “foreign.” It shall be 
the duty of every assayer or refiner in the United 
States, or any other person or firm, who may re- 
ceive bars of silver stamped “foreign,” in case such 
pars are remelted or refined, to stamp with a steel 
stamp the resulting bars ‘foreign.’ In case bars 
of silver stamped “foreign” are remelted or refined 
with other silver products of the United States‘in 
such @& way that it is not possible to sepa- 
rate im the resulting bars the exact product of 
such foreign silver, it shall be the duty of such as- 
sayer or refiner, or other person or firm, to stamp 
with asteel stamp on an amountof silver bars 
which shall be equivalent to the amount of foreign 
silver meited or refined, the word ‘‘foreign.” It 
shall be the duty of every assayer or refiner in the 
United States, orany other person or firm, who 
may receive coins of silver of the coinage of coun- 
tries other than the United States, in case such 
coins are remelted or refined, to stamp with a steel 
stamp the resulting bars “foreign.” In case for- 
eign silver coins are remelted or refined with 
other silver products of the United States 
in such @ way that it is not possible to 
separate in the resulting bars the exact 
product of such foreign silver coins, it shall be the 
duty of such assayer or refiner, or other person or 
tirm, to stamp with a steel stamp onan amount of 
silver bars, which shall be equivalent to the 
amount of foreign silver colns melted or refined, 
the word “foreign.” Every person who fails to 
stamp bars resulting from the remelting or refining 
of foreign silver bullion or foreign silver coins 
with the word ‘foreign,’ and every person who 
falsely removes this stamp, or who by any 
art, way, or means mutilates the stamp for 
the purpose of preventing identification 
of the bars, shall be punished by a fine 
of not less than $100 nor more than $1,000 for each 
bar; provided that nuthing in this section shall be 
held to apply to silver products extracted by the 
processes of en amalgaination, and lixiviation 
orany other metallurgical process in the United 
States, from ores imported from foreign countries. 

SEC. 11. That nothing in this act shall be con- 
strued to prevent the purchase from time to time, 
as may be required, of silver, bullion for the sub- 
sidiary silver coinage, nor to affect the legal-tender 
quality of the standard silver dollar. 

SEC. 12. That a sum sufficient to carry out the 
provisions of this act is hereby appropriated out of 
apy money in the Treasury not otherwise ap- 
propriated. 

Src. 13. That all acts and parts of acts incon- 
sistent with the provisions of this act are hereby 
ee. 

Src. 14. That this act shall take effect thirty 
days trom and after its passage, 





TRYING TO ENJOIN THE DIREOTORS. 

The fight between the policy holders and the 
Directors of the Mutual Benefit Life Associa- 
tion of America, the details of which were 
fully told in THE TIMES two weeks ago, had a 
long hearing in Supreme Court, Chambers, yes- 
terday. H. M. Hitchings, representing himself 
and other policy holders, applied for an injunc- 


tion restraining the Directors from proxy vot- 
ing at the meeting to be held to-morrow in 
order that the members present at that meet- 
ing might pass upon a resolution to amend 
the by-laws by throwing out a_ section 
which gives the Directors the ‘right 
to vote for all absent members. It 
Was argued that by this proxy power 
the present management was ruining the com- 
pany, and that, as it gave them power to for- 
ever keep themselves in office and name their 
successors, the polioy holders were helpless. 
The proxy vote entirely overwhelms the per- 
sonal vote. 

Clifford A. H. Bartlett denied the authority of 
the court to grant the injunction, saying that 
the policy holders must get their remedy 
through the Attorney General ard the Insur- 
ance Department. Judge Andrews reserved 
his dee!sion, although he was inclined to agree 
with Mr. Bartlett.

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THE COUKT FINISHES THE 
TAKING OF ‘TESTIMONY. 
FACTS AS TO WALKER’S RECORD—METH- 
ODS OF PUNISHMENT ON THE ENTER- 

PRISE OMITTED FROM THE L0G. 


What has come to be known as the McCalla 
inquest is ended. The court of inquiry which 
has been investigating the recent cruise of the 
United States ship Enterprise has come toa 
close, and the interesting question touching 
Commander McCalla’s performances on the 
peaceful island of Bermuda ong quiet but his- 
toric day in the month of February has not 
been touched upon. George Washington and 
the interesting members of his most respected 
family have been most conspicuous in this in- 
vestigation by thelr absence. Intoxication was 
touched upon only slightly by the court and 
then was dropped like a hot coal. 

All that remains now to be done is for the 
court to report to the Secretary of the Navy 
the testimony heard during its two weoks’ ses- 
sion. It is not in the province of the court to 
make any suggestions as to what should be 
done. All that it has to do is to transmit the 
testimony heard, and to report its conclusions 
as to ths facts that it may deem to have been 
established by the evidence. If a court-martial 
or courts-martial follow, it will be simply by the 
order of Secretary Tracy. He or the Judge Ad- 
vocate General will review the written testi- 
mony, and if, in their opinion, sufficient evi- 
dence of wrongdoing has been established, 
courts-martial will be ordere d. 

If a court-martial or courts-martial are or- 
dered an entirely different court as to individ- 
uality will be named. This court of inquiry has 
been simply something in the nature of a Grand 
Jury, without, however, the power of recom- 
mendation that a Grand Jury has. It reports 
only the facts and waits for results. Courts- 
martial, it is believed, may be ordered in the 
cases uf Commander McCalla, Lieut. Ingersoll, 
Lieut. Lemly, and Lieut. Mulligan. In the case 


of Commander MeCalla it is believed thata 
court-martial will be ordered. Indeed, a court- 
martial is considered as certain. So many wit- 
nesses have testified as to acts committed 
by Lieut. Ingersoll in violation of the 
regulations of the navy governing § disci- 
pline, with only his absolute denial as a 
refutation, that in his case, too, a court-martial 
seems to be most likely. As to Mr. Lemly the 
charges against him have been slight and al- 
most frivolous. Mr. Mulligan has been charged 
simply with having, in his own pleasing man- 
ner, rammed a swab down the defenseless 
throat of an ironed sailor. That single charge 
may be investigated by court-martial, but it is 
hardly probable that such action will be taken. 

Yesterday’s session of the court of inquiry 
began, as it always has begun, ee op 
time. Commander McCalla was the first wit- 
ness, and bis testimony consisted simply of a 
correction of previous testimony, and the cor- 
rections were of no importance. Lieut, Inger- 
soll was then calied to make any possible cor- 
rections in the testimony he had given on Sat- 
urday, and while he was on the stand Admiral 
Kimberly took advantage of the opportunity to 
ask him a few questions. He asked if it had 
peen Commander McCalla’s custom to inspect 
the Enterprise on Sunday, and he said tha} it 
had been. Then the witness was asked if there 
were any records—official records—of any man 
having been gagged, put in strait jackets, 
confined in the coal bunkers, or put in double 

irons, and he said that he knew of none. 

Judge Advocate Garst then put in the quar- 
terly reports of punishments awarded, signed 
by Commander McCalla and Lieut. Ingersoll, 
as evidence. These reports contained no rec- 
cord of any punishment inflicted in which the 
gag, double irons, or the coal bunker figured in 
any manner. ( 

Ship’s Writer Garley followed Lieut. Ingersoll 
ou the stand, and testified as to Seamen Ross 
and Lowry having been confined in strait- 
jackets. In answer to questions from the 
rrepressible Mr. Menziec the witness said 
that the men confined in irons at Cron- 
stadt could have had thelr hammocks 
at night if they had asked for them. 
These men were not kept in irons after 10 
o’clock in the morning. After that hour the 
irous were taken off, but the men were still ‘‘in 
punishment,” Fitzgerald, the witness said, did 
uot tell the truth when he said that he had been 
without hammock for six nights in succession. 
Those men who testified to having been com- 
pelled te eat with their irons on always had 
had one hand free. The witness knew of no 
case in which any man had been confined in 
irons on the quarter deck for thirty days at a 
time; neither bud any man been compelled to 
go twenty-four hours without being allowed to 
wash himself or to have his clothes washed. 

Lieut. Fichbohm then brought in the four log- 
books of the ship, covering the time from Dec. 
27, 1887, to Dec. 16, 1889. They contained no 
entries about men having been gagged, confined 
in double irons, or put in straitjackets. The 
man Armstrong, the witness said, was first put 
in irons Aug. 8, 1889, for having refused to 
obey orders. He was kept in irons until Aug, 
22, and was then tried for his offense by sum- 
mary court-martial. On Aug. 25 he was con- 
victed and sentenced to solitary confinement 
on an unsatisfactory diet of bread and water 
for thirty days, with the amiable provision that 
on every fifth day he would receive his full 
rations. Owing to the fact that the *“ brig” was 
then crowded, this culprit was kept in double 
irons until Sept. 1, and then he was made to do 
his sentence. 

“Where. was this place of confinement?” 
asked Admiral Kimberly. 

*“‘The brig was forward on the berth deck, 
Sir,” replied the witness, and he seemed to be 
glad of the inquiry, because this was the first 
time that it had been asked. “It was built by 
order of the naval authorities, and not by Com- 
mander McCalla.’”’ 

Lieut. Fichbohm then produced the synopsis 
of the cruise, as he had been ordered to do by 
the court, and formally introduced the log- 
beoks as evidence in this most interesting case. 
He said, in answerto a question by Admiral 
Kimberly, that the punishment of Armstrong 
had been approved by Commander McCalla. 

Judge Advocate Garst dismissed the witness, 
and then informed the court that, so far as he 
was concerned, the testimony had been ex- 
hausted. Mr. Menzies thereupon introduced 
tne ship’s conduct book to show that Keavy, 
Bittner, Walker, Armstrong, Fitzgerald, Lorsch, 
Neil, Henning, Hennig, Shea, Hughes, Murphy, 
Apkiar, Norris, Sundbladt, and Bourne had 
been tremendously bad men. 

Private Marine Sanford was then called by 
Mr. Menzies, and said that he had known John 
E. Walker, whom Commander McCalla had cut 
down with his sword, as John E. Propey, at 
Georgetown, D. OC He knew himas a “bad 
man,” aud when he went on board ship at the 
beginning of the cruise Probey, who was then 
known as Walker, asked the witness to forget 
that he bad ever been known as Probey. Mr. 
Menzies then introduced testimony to show that 
Walker had been a “Dad man” from his youth. 
When he was sixteen years old he had been 
confined in the House of Correction for 
some yeuthful offense, and later on was con- 
victed for assault and battery. At another 
time he was cenvicted of an assault upon an 
old and feeble woman, and still later was con- 
victed for an assault upona man, In 1886 he 
was indicted for grand larceny and released 
under $500 bail, which he forfeited rather than 
stand trial. 

Sergeant of the Marines Monroe was then 
called to the stand and said that be had con- 
fined the man Lorsech in the coal bunkers at the 
order of Lieut, Wackenshaw. That officer is 
pow dead. Surgeon Herndon, who was next 
Called to the stand, said that the man confined 
in irons, strait jackets, and those men lashed 
to Jacob’s ladder had not been im any way in- 
jured by the treatment they received. 

“You never recommended any such treat- 
ment as a healthful measure, did you?” asked 
Lieut. Garst. 

‘*No, Sir,” replied the witness, smiling audi- 
bly, “I did not. It was not within my prov- 

nce.’ 

That practically ended the investigation. Mr. 
Menzies stated that he had no further witnesses 
to call and was through. Admiral Kimberly 
then said that if any statements were to be 
made by the eounsel of any of the officers who 
had been “implicated” in this affair, that it 
must be made in writing. Mr. Alexander, coun- 
sel for Lieut. Ingersoll, said that he was 
ready to make a statement, but that he did not 
deem it necessary. lf the court desired any in- 
formation from him as to the legal aspects of 
avy question, he would be most happy to make 
it; but so far as the testimony was concerned 
he was willing to let it rest as it was. 

The court then took a recess. When 1t eon- 
vened again Admiral Kimberly said: ‘‘ The case 
is closed, so far as the testimony is concerned, 
providing the revising power does not call 
upon the court for a revision on the taking of 
new testimony. The court is now ready to 
receive any statement from Commander Mo- 
Calia, if he desires to make one, and will grant 
him the right to make it in writing if he so 
chooses.” 

Mr. Menzies here interrupted Admiral Kim- 
berly to say that he waived the right, and also 
to say that Commander McCalla desired at this 

oint to make ne statement in his own behalf, 

he Admiral then said that the court from that 
time would be closed for deliberation, except 
to correct written testimony, if suco correo- 
tions were deemed necessary. 

Tbe court room was cleared of lawyers, wit- 
nesses, reparters—everybody except the four 
men who composed the court of inquiry. An 
executive session was then begun which will, 
perhaps, last for three or four days, possibly a 
week. All the mass of testimony—239,250 
words have been transcribed from the sten- 
ographer’s notes during the two weeks oz this 
investigation—will have to be gone over by the 
court, and the probabilities are that it will take 
its members fully a week to do it. Under the 
precept convening the court, April 15 is named 
asthe limit of time to which the investigation 
might extend. Admiral Kimberly believes that 
the report of the court will be in the hands of 
the Secretary of the Navy by the Sth of April 
atthe latest. Until that tine no indication as 
to the findings of the court or of the results of 
this lengthy investigation will be made known. 
The court will sit every day until it finishes its 
labors in the same little gaudy room at the 
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Brooklyn Navy Yard, but its deliberations Wiu 
be absolutely secret.

A STORY OF THE OLD NAVY. 
To the Editor of the New-York Times: 

Nearly twenty years of wy early jife—from 
the grade of midshipman to that of Lieutenant 
—were spent in what might now be oalicd the 
old navy. During those years I sailed in vari- 
ous ships with various officers, but in all my 
experience I never knew one who so far forgot 
.what was due to his position or himself as to 
strike 9 sailor with his fist or to chase him 
about the deck with a belaying pin, as appears 
to have been the custom on board tne United 
States ship Enterprise. 

Forty or fifty years ago the Captains and 
mates of the old Liverpool liners enforced 
obedienee by such means—and te some extent, 
I suppose, it is practiced on board of merchant 
ships to this day—but I should be sorry to be- 
lieve that the evidence given before the court 
of inquiry in the case of the officers of the En- 
terprise fairly represents the condition of the 
American Navy. 

As a youngster [ remember hearing a story 
which may interest some of your readers and 
at the same time illustrate what was thought 
of that kind of discipline (or the want of it) by 
the old-time heroes of the service. 

Early in this century one of the most dis- 
tinguished otticers of the navy was the first 
Commodore, Preble. The gallant Decatur—who 
afterward became so famous—was a Lieutenant 
on board of asbip commanded by him. One 
day, ina moment of passion, Decatur knocked 
aman down. Such un unheard-of breach of 
discipline was at once reported to the Com- 
modore, and Mr. Decatur was suspended from 
duty. After a few days he was sent for by 
Commodore Preble, and received a lecture that 
probably made both of his ears tingie, but like 
the manly fellow that he was he promptly ad- 
mitted his wrong doing, and proposed to make 
such reparation as was possible. He suggested, 
however, that he had naturally a violent tem- 
per, and sometimes could not control it. 

“Mr. Deeatur,”’ replied the Commodore, 
“‘since you have been on board this ship I have 
been obiiged on several occasions to caution 
you, and once or twice to speak pretty sharply, 
and yet, Sir, you have never knocked me down. 
When you do that I will believe that you can- 
not control your temper. That is all, Sir. You 
can return to your duty.” It was said that 
through all his future brilliant career Decatur 
never forgot that rebuke. Perhaps some of the 
officers of the Enterprise might “ profit by his 
example”’—after the reprimand. 5

FEMALE DOCTVURS IN INDIA. 


DR. WOODSIDE TELLS OF THE GOOD 


WORK THEY ARE DOING. 


The Alumna Association of Rutgers Female 
College met yesterday at 56 West Fifty-fifth- 
street. Mrs. E. 8. Swift, President of the asso- 
ciation, presided. The most important and in- 
teresting feature of the meeting was an address 
by Dr. Jessie B. Woodside, wno for three years 
has lived at Futtehgurh, India, working in the 
interests of the women of that country. Her 
subject was ‘* The Aspects of Medical Mission- 
ary Work among the Women of Hindoostan.” 

In her comparisons between the women of 
India and those of America, Dr. Woodside ex- 
plained that the women of India are entirely 
without medical help. The work in which Dr. 
Woodside is engaged is conducted under the 
Boards of Foreign Missions of various denomi- 
nations, and aims directly at the establishment 
of dispensaries and hospitals for the treatment 
of these Indian women, Another interesting 
feature of the female physicians’ work tn India 
is that they have facilities for visiting high- 
caste women, who, by virtue of the customs of 
their country, are not allowed to see male 
physicians, no matter bow ill they raay be. 

Dr. Woodside mentioned an instance of her 
treatment of low-caste women. A woman who 
had been bitten by a mad jackal walked sixteen 
miles to the hospital, carrying her children. 
Her head and limbs were badly lacerated, but 
ultimately she was restored to health, and the 
fame of the women doctors soon spread abroad. 
In this way the hespital at Allahabad during 
the year treated 3,300 patients and recorded 
13,000 visits. The hospital was started on a 
fund of $1,000, contributed by a Brahwin 
whose son had been successfully treated by a 
temale doctor, 

Prof. Jerome Allen of the University of New- 
York made an address on the plans, methods, 
and advantages of the new school of pedagogy. 
It has the same grade as the departments of 
law, medieine, and theology, and will grant de- 
grees.

IN FAVOR OF ELLIS ISLAND 


UNCLE SAM AND THE IMMI- 
GKATION PROBLEM. 
THE CONGRESSIONAL COMMITTEE AD- 
VISES A MODIFICATION OF THE EX- 
ISTING CONTRACT. 


After spending the best part of yesterday in 
an inspection of Ellis, Bedlow’s, and Governor’s 
Islands, and hearing the views of many very 
wise people as to the adaptability of each of 
them for an immigrant station, the Joint Con- 
gressional Committee on Immigration held a 
meeting at Gen. Howard’s quarters on Govern- 
or’s Island and unanimously adopted the fol- 
lowing resdlution, which was immediately tele- 
graphed to the Secretasy of the Treasury: 


In order to afford the committee time to sufficient- 
ly investigate avdconsider the subject committed 
to them it is 


Resolved, That it is the sense of this committee 
that the Secretary of the Treasury should waive 
the notice given by him to terminate the contract 
made Sept. 27, 1443, and that the said contract 
shoald be moditied in substance as follows: So that 
the examifiation into the condition of alien passen- 
seis provided for by said contract and the control 
and direction of said passengers until they are 
Permitted to land according to the law and the 
regulations shall be made by officials at Castle 
Garden, to be appointed by the Secretary of the 
Treasury, and that for this purpose the Secretary 
should take into his employment the force of em- 
ployes now engaged, or as many of them as may be 
needed, and that after the permission to pass the 
gate shali te given such further control and direc- 
tiou of the passengers as may be lawful and neces- 
sary may be exercised by the Commissioners of 
Emigration of the State of New-York, as has been 
the custom heretofore under such contract, and 
that such contract remain in force except ar thus 
modified. 

The committee made its tour of the islands 
in the bay on board the Government tug Catal- 
pa, which picked up the members, their guests, 
and the reforters at the foot of West Twenty- 
fourth-street. Among those on board were 
Senators Chandler, Voorhees, Eustice, Squire, 
Evarts, and Pettigrew; Representatives Owen, 
Brewer, Lehibach, De Haven, Oates, and 
Stump; Gen. Schofield, Commander Folger, 
Surgeon General Hamilton, Collector Erhardt, 
Solicitor of the Treasury Hepburn, and United 
States Immigration Commissioner Weber. 

The first stop was made off Ellis Island, 
where, as it was only halftide and as the water 


was too shallow to permit the Catalpa to go up 
tothe dock, anavy yard steam launch took a 
delegation of the committee ashore while the 
Catalpa proceeded to Bedlow’s Island. The 
members of the committee were escorted 
through the buildings and the extensive pow- 
der magazines, and were shown to the north- 
west shore of the island, where Congressman 
Lehlbach extolled its possibilities as an immi- 
grantstation. Hesaid that by dredging the 
island could be increased to an area of fifteen 
acres, and that bulkheads could be built there 
and the immigrants taken to the west-bound 
trains over a pile bridge, by which it could be 
connected with tie New-Jersey shore. He said 
that there was plenty of water on the sea side 
of the island, so that excellent sanitary ar- 
rangements could easily be made and that the 
buildings now there could be used for the offices 
of the Immigration Commissioner. 

The members of the committee all professed 
to be favorably impressed with the site, and 
they were then conveyed in the lauuch to 
Bedlow’s Island, where Lieuls. Irvin, Lewis, 
and Ward ot the Eleventh United States In- 
tantry, feceived them with a salute of seventeen 
guns, the regulation compliment to a coim- 
mittee of Congress. Here Emigration Commis- 
sioner Ridgway joined in escorting the dis- 
tinguished visitors. It was explained to the 
committee that if this island was selected, the 
intention was to divide it sv as to place six 
acres of the northwestern portion under 
the control of the Treasury Department 
for the handling of immigrants. The di- 
viding line would bisect tie island between the 
statue of Liberty and the soldiers’ barracks, 
which latter building could be used temporarily 
for a hospital. Collector Ernardt thougnt the 
site could be used to greatadvantage. Com- 
missioner Ridgway said that nothing yet seen 
by the commission could equal the present loca- 
tion at Castle Garden. Senators Evarts and 
Voorhees wouldn’t hear of using the island for 
an immigrant depot. The latter said he would 
be willing to vote an appropriation of $100,000 
to turn itintoa free public park and pleasure 
ground. 

Gen. Howard anda group of his officers re- 
Geived the committee at the Governor’s Island 
wharf, and as the party proceeded to the parade 
ground a park of artillery boomed forth the 
Congressional salute. A pleasant walk through 
the well-kept quarters brought tne visitors to 
the declivity on the southern side of the island, 
where they viewed the possible site. It woula 
embrace a section of the bay side of the island 
of about five acres in extent. When asked his 
opinion by Senator Chandler, Gen. Howard said 
it would be a pity to put the island to such a 
use. He said it was the only place tn the vicin- 
ity of New-York where a large body of military 
could be massed in case of necessity, and that 
it would never do to have the jurisdiction over 
the island divided between the War and Treas- 
ury Departments. 

In reply to a request for his views, Gen. Scho- 
tield was averse to touching Governor’s Island. 
He was impressed with the advantages offered 
by Ellis Island, and added a new argument for 
that site. ‘Ellis Island,” he said, ‘is used for 
the storage of gunpowder. Dynawite is the ex- 
Jlosive of the future, and it will eventually 
Save to be stored somewhere, Ellis Island is 
too dangerously near the city for the purpose, 
and Idon’t see why an eutirely new storage 
station both for gunpowder and dynamite could 
not now be selected as well as at a future time, 
and give the island up to the use of the Em!- 
gration Commissioners.” 

When these views were being interchanged 
the party bad reached Gen. Howard’s quarters 
on ite return, and there the committee held an 
executive session and adopted the resolution 
printed above. ‘Speaking for the committee,” 
said Congressman Owen, while the iy was 
steaming from Governor’s Island to Castle Gar- 
den, ‘“‘I may say that the general sentiment is 
in favor of selecting Ellis Island for a site for 
the proposed immigrant station. We all think 
itis the best site, so far as a site on an island is 
concerned.” 

Emigration Commissioner Ridgway refused 
to express any opinion on the resolution adopted 
by the joint commission, preferring to wait 
until the Secretary of the Treasury could pe 
heard from on tho subject. 

The members of the committee left for Wash- 
ington on an afternoon train.

James F. Hyde, the ticket speculator who on 
Saturday evening shot and kiiled William Turn- 
bull, a rival speculator, in front of the Four- 
teenth-Street Theatre, was taken from the 
Jefferson Market prison yesterday and ar- 
raigied before Coroner Levy at the Coroners’

FOREIGN NAVAL NOTHS. 


The authorities in Great Britain are reported 
as coming round to the idea that. there should 
be a standard strength for the navy. Mr. For- 
wood on arecent occasion put the value of the 


fleet that will be afloat in 1894 at £80,000,000 
and stated that an average yearly expenditure 
of 22,600,000 would be required to keep it in 
@ state of efficiency. Lora George Hamilton 
has also given expression to the opinion that 
the fleet must not in the future be allowed to 
fall below a certain standard. 

The large number of ships which are to be 
added to the British Navy under the recent 
Naval Defense act will compel the increase of 
the personnel, especially in the grade of Lieu- 
tenants and in the number of engineers. The 
first ships are to be delivered during the pres- 
ent year, and it 1s known that the present num- 
ber of officers at the disposal of the Admiralty 
is Very small. 

The instructions recently issued providing 
for the entry of officers of the Royal Naval Re- 
serve make provision for the training of the 
otlicers destined to augment the executive 
rauks, but require nothing from the engineers 
except that they hold the certificates of the 
Board of: Trade necessary for their calling. 
Complaint is made that. the reserve men are 
not properly instructed in the care of machinery 
and torpedoes, and that not only have no 
classes yet been tormed for training these 
officers, but inno case has an engineer of the 
Royal Naval Reserve been embarked for duty. 

The great turret ship inflexible is now to be 
stationed in the British reserve squadron. It 
is said that the choice of this ship will be au- 
perior to the Minotaur in all respects save 
speed, while her eighty-one-ton guns and heavy 
citadel armor will make the Inflexiple the 
most powerful vessel ever employed in the re- 
serve squadron. 


& The double-barreled torpedo shoots fitted to 
the Seagull class are spoken of a3 a distinct 
advance in the offensive pov er of tle torpedo. 
When a slightly-built torpedo crdft gets up 


within 600 yards of a battleship everything 
depends on probably one, possibly two, torpedo 
discharges as to whether she sinks ber enemy 
orhas to run a remarkably good chance of go- 
ing to the bottom herself, so that itis a distinet 
advantage being able to tire two torpedoes 
from the broadside shoots instead of one. It 
occasionally happened during the trials 
that one torpedo missed fire while the other 
went most satisfactorily on its course toward 
the target, thus establishing conclusively 
the advantage of double sboots. The shoots are 
inclined at an angle which, at 4U0 yards’ dis- 
tance, is calculated to separate the torpedoes 
160 feet, so that one or other of them, if the 
torpedy craft gets within range, should atrike 
the enemy. The Seagull class have a pair of 
shoots on either broadside traversing round 
within 30 degrees of the line of keel when both 
pairs are in action, and a shoot in the stern. 
The latter, it is thought, will be of very little 
use, unless the torpedo gunboat backs out of 
action after delivering her vroadside; then the 
steam shoot might have achance, In any case, 
doubling the broadside shoots is deemed a dis- 
tinct advantage. 


The torpedo gunboat Sharp3hocter, which has 
been for the last twelve months at Piymouth 
endeavoring to go throuzh her fo: ced-iraughe 
trials, is, after a long retit, again going to make 


the attempt. Thisis the vessel whose break- 
downs created 80 much attention last year in 
all services. Itis said that the Messrs. Laird 
Brothers, assisted by hs Admiraity chemist 
and the engineer staff, ure tinding great difti- 
oulty in devising some system of non-conductors 
so that the boiler tubes will nut fuse and leak 
with the excessive heat caused by the exagger- 
ated amount of forced draught. The real cause 
of the failure of the Sharpshooter is attributed 
to an attempt on the part of Mr. Richard Sen- 
nett, the late British Engineer in Chief, to un- 
dertake to produce 4,500 horse power in the 
space available in these vessels, and being 
limited in weight te 160 tong for engines and 
boilers. Itis now said to be an ‘mpossibility 
to get mere than 19 or 19.5 knots an hour out 
ot the Seagull cl ass, to say nothing of the 
specitied 21 knots. 

The British naval estimates for the present 
year are accompanied by a memorardum to the 
effect that 1,100 additional marines were raised 


last year ‘‘ without difficulty, and without any 
appreciable difticulty in the class of recruits.” 
It is being held that owing to the popularity of 
the marines the recruiting for the army can be 
reduced considerably. Two ways have been 
suggested of doing this. ‘The firatis to garrison 
the maritime fortresses and protected coaling 
stations in England and abroad with marines, 
and the other is to convert the garrison 
artillery into marine. artillery. It is 
proposed in future to have onl one 
class ot marines, uamely, artillery. The for- 
tresses, it is claimed, are all marine, and, there- 
fore, marine artillery would be quite in place. 
Moreover, it is pointed out that by frequent re- 
lief between the ships and the fortresses the 
men would be kept up to the mark, and have 
frequent practice with heavy guns. 

The difficulty of excessive vibrat’'on which 
marked the whole of the Seagull class of the 
British Navy whenever one of their number 
was forced at a higher rate of specd ‘han seven- 
teen knuts an hour is said to be in a iair way of 
being to a great extent overcome. The Seayzull 
was built without stanchions to support her 
upper deck, which merely rested on the com- 
partment bulkheads. The Speedwell, on the 
other hand, had her upper deck support- 
ed by stanchions in between the bulk- 
heads, and when she went out for her 
steam trial she steamed long enough to con- 
vince Mr. W. H. White that up to from 18 to 19 
knots an hour the vibration on board was by vo 
means excessive, and consequently the Seagull 
was at once ordered fitted with six stanchions 
on each side to support the upper deck and 
generally stiffen the ship. This work is now 
nearly completed, and when ready the Seagull 
will recommence her forced-draught trials, 


The largest gun yet manufactured at Krupp’s 
works at Essen, which is intended for the naval 
fortifications at Cronstadt, is made of the finest 
quality of cast steel and weighs 270,000 
pounds, (about 135 tons;) the calibre is 164 
inches, and the barrel 44 feet long, the core 
having been removed in one piece. The great- 
est diameter is 615 feet, aud the range about 
twelve miles. It will fire twoshots per minute, 
each estimated to cost £300. At the trial the 
projectile, 4 feet long and weighing 2,600 
pounds, was propelled by a charge of 700 
pounds of powder and penetrated 19 inches of 
armor, going 1,312 yards beyond the target. 
It was carried trom Essen to Hamburg on a 
car specially constructed for the purpose. 
Work Is reported as now being pushed forward 
on several guns of this class, and a number of 
smaller ones have recently been ordered. 

Of the weakness which ‘appears to crop out 
1D nearly all the new British war ships, Broad 
Arrow says: ‘*The Admiralty constructors have 


no good excuse for the failures experienced by 
them in their efforts to economize weights in 
the hulis of her Majesty’s ships. So long ago 
as the year 1877 we pointed ous to themiu the 
columns of this journal thatin their first steel 
cruisers, lris and Meroury, they had over- 
<a the safe limits of light construction for 
high-powered and swift vessels. Both of these 
cruisers had subsequentiy to be stiffened, but 
notwithstanding that fact the same blupaer 
was made in succeeding types, and the error is 
being repeated to this day. The temptation to 
reduce weight appears to he too great for them, 
_ so the constructors succumb to it every 
ime.”’ 


The German Emperor is reported in British 


‘naval circles as being extremely desirous of 


having the whole or part of the English Chan- 
nel squadron in the Baltio about the time of 
the naval descent, which is to be made by the 
imperial mancuvring and training squadron— 
comprising eleven iron-clads and a torpedo 
flotilla--in September, on the Schleswig-Hol- 
stein coast. The land and sea operations near 
Alsen promise to be the most interesting thing 
of the kind that has been done since the Prus- 
sians attacked and stormed that island in 1864. 
The annual report of Commodore Melville, 
Chief of the Bureau of Steam Engineering in 
this country, is received with much favor 
abroad, and is highly spoken of for the informa- 
tion it contains. 

Concerning the shield for the new 9.2-inch 
gun mounted on the gun vessel Handy, the 
critics say that it looks very large in the gun- 
boat, and appears to make an admirable target. 
It will, no doubt, they say, give good protection 
from machine-gun fire to gun and crew, and ihe 
raising and lowering arrangement enables the 
gun to be fired with great elevation, but the 
weight 1s very exeessive, being no iess than 
sixty tons fot gun mounting and shield, of 
which the gun only weighs twonty-two tons. 

The flat has gone forth in Germany that when 
Prussian military and naval officers are at the 
clubs their individual allowance of spirits be- 
fore noon i3 not to exceed one liqueur glassful, 
and absinthe is to be abstained from wholly. 
It is thought by officers of foreign services that 
the recent Prussian order does not reflect great 
credit on the personnel of the German Army 
and Navy. At wilitary colleges and academies, 
it is claimed, restrictions may be advisable, but 
they are out of form to men in service. 


Foreign critics are watching American naval 
developments closely. The results obtained in 
the speed tests of United States vessels are 


especially scrutinized, and in nearly every in- 
stance elicit admiration. The United services 
Gazette in its last issue calls attention to the 


changes about to be instituted in the system of | 


closed fire rooms aboard American war ips, 
ald describes at length the ciqsed asb-pit sys- 
tem about to be institutea on board the Maine 
and other new vessels. 

Preparations are being made for mounting 
one of the new 9.2-inch twenty-two-ton breech- 
loading guns on the British gun-vesse! Handy. 
The special feature in this mounting is the use 
of metallic springs to supplement the action of 
the recoil presses in absorbing the recoil of the 
guns. The method of application is a patent- 
right of Sir W. G. Armstrong, Mitchell & Co. 

A new kind of saluting is abeut to be intro- 
duced inthe British Navy. Up to date the 
sailors have saluted their officers by raising 
their hats. In future they will bring the band 
up to the head, after the military fashion, only 
with the side of the hand to the front tnstead of 
the palm. -

KOSS CAMPBELL & CO. FALL. 


ANOTHER IMPORTANT SUSPENSION IN 
THE DRY GOODS TRADE. 


Another failure in the wholesale dry goods 
trade was announced yesterday, that of the ola 
established house of Ross Campbell & Co., dry 
goods commission merehants, at 217 Chureh- 
street. The partners, William H. Bayne, Bush- 
rod R. Bayne of New-York, and Mrs. Eliza 
Jane Campbell of Baltimore, made a general 
assignment yesterday to William dH. Tailer, 
giving a preference for $1,500. The business 
was started about half acentury ago in Balti- 
more, and the New-York house has been in ex- 
istence about twenty-five years. 

The firm was known as Campbell, Magee & Co. 
up to 1869, when the name was changed to 
Ross Campbell & Co. Bradsireet’s reports state 
that Ross Campbell, who was the capitalist of 
the firm, died in Baltimore Maron 3, 1876. W. 
H. Bayne and Charles M. Roche continued the 


Baltimore business of the old firm under the 
style of Ross Campbell & Co., witn Mrs. Eliza 
J. Campbeil, widow of Ross Se as spe- 
cial partner for $50,000, aud E. W. & W. H. Tail- 
er took the New-York business. 

The tirm ef Ross Campbell & Co. afterward 
made New-York their headquarters, and dis- 
continued the Baltimore branch Dec. 31, 18387, 
Charles M. Roche and George 8. Campbell with- 
drawing on that date. It was said that the ex- 
penses of running the two houses in New-York 
and Baltimore were too large for the profits. 
On Jan. 1, 1888, a new copartnership was 
formed, with Mrs. Eliza J. Campbell as a gen- 
eral partner, together with W. H. Bayne, her 
son-in-law, and B. R. Bayne. The capital of 
the firm was said to be about $50,000, composed 
of the accounts receivable -f the old firm, ad- 
vances on <oods, and stock in the Aramingo and 
Powhatan Mills, of which the firm were agents. 

In the trade the liabilities are reported to be 
about $125,000, with nominal assets of abous 
the same amount. The failure is attributed to 
@ number of circumstances, bad debts, bad busi- 
ness, and inability to raise money. Heretofore 
they made considerable single-name paper,gbut 
owing to the tightness of the money market 
and indisposition of the banks to take single 
pame paper freely the firm found It hard to sell 
their paper. W. H. Bayne is a partner with 
Frederick B. Crawford in the Aramingo Mills 
Company, (not iIncorporated,) manufacturing 
cotton and woolen goods in Philadelphia. 
They leased the mills, whien belong ta 
the Ross Campbell estate, Messrs. Bayne and 
Crawford being sons-in-law of the late Rosa 
Campbell. W. H. Bayne is also President of 
the Powhatan Manufacturing Company, cotton 
and woolen goods, of Baltimore and Powhatan, 
Md, This company was incorporated Dee. 10, 
1886, with a capital stock of $65,000, of which 
$50,000 was eaid at the time to have been 
issued to the estate of Ross Campbell & Co. fot 
the milis. The Messrs. Bayne were very popu- 
lar in the dry goods trade and have the sym- 
pathy of their creditors. Ross Campbell & Ca 
were, up to Jan. 1, the agents for Joseph P. 
Murphy, manufacturer of cotton and woolen 
goods a Philadelphia, who failed for $482,000, 
ana offers to compromise at 40 cents on the 
dollar in six, twelve, eighteen, and twenty-four 
months. Mr. W. H. Bayne said at the time of 
Mr. Murphy’s failure that the firm of Roas 
Campbell & Co. were net affected by it at all. 
Trade gossip says that the Messrs Bayne car- 
ried $30,000 life insurance for the benefit of 
the firm, and that Mrs. Eliza J. Campbell has 
only a lite interest in the estate of her husband, 
the late Ross Campbell.

LOOK OLEAN TO JO?MIS, 


THE STREST-CLEANING COMMISSIONER 
IS AGREEABLY SURPRISED. 


Street-Cleaning Commissioner Loomis re- 
turned to his desk yesterday morning. He said 
he wanted the fact made plain that he had been 
away for the benefit of his health and for no 
other reason. Before going to his office yester- 
day morning he made a hurried inspection of 
the streets and was agreeably surprised to find 
them in almost perfeot condition. * They look,” 
said he, “aa if they had been polished.” 

As to the question of cleaning the streets by 
contract he said he was still waiting for the re- 
turn to him by the Corporation Counsel of the 
papers submitted on Feb. 19. From wat the 
Corporation Counsel says Mr. Loomis is likely 
to be kept waiting some time. That official 
takes the stand that the papers must De sent by 
him not to Mr. Loomis, but to the Board of Es- 
timate and Apportionment. A meeting of the 
board, at which the question will probably be 
decided, will be held during the weex. 

It was rumored during the afternoon that 
Commissioner Loomis would shortly hola a 
conference with Mayor Grant and Commis- 
sioner of Public Works Gilroy on the subject of 
resigning his present position and returning to 
his former place in the Department of Public 
Works, which, it is said, is hela open for him. 
Mayor Grant and Commissioner Gilroy both 
denied that such a conference was contem- 

lated, and the former said that so far as he 

new Mr. Loomis had nointention of resigning, 
and certainly there was no reason why he 
should resign. 


WALL-STKEET TALE. 


Good news, from the Wall-street point ot 
view, was announced on the Stock Exchange 
yesterday, alleging that the United States Su- 
preme Court had decided that State railway 
commissions have no right to arbitrarily fix 
railroad rates. Quotations stiffened up consid- 
erably under the inspiration of this newa, but, 
as it was recelved only a little while before the 
Stock Exchange closed for the day, the move- 
mentin pricés was small, hampered, of course, 
by the fact that the statement of the court's 
action did not come from official sources and 
was not quite safe to bet upon. 


Other influences have lately been operatina 
to encourage Wall-street, and it is even semi- 
officially declared that the big Western rail- 


roads have obtained from prominent New-York 
lawyers opinions deelaring unconstitutional 
the inter-State commerce law so far as it pro- 
hibits pooling and attempts to regulate long 
and short haul rates. Guided by these opin- 
ions, it is said that one prominent railroad com- 
| en, will begin an aggressive fight to nollify 
the law. 


A good deal of noise is being made about a new 
fight over rates between the Rock Island and 
the Missouri Pacific Company. There is really 
nothing sensational in this contest. It involves 
little traffic, and even if it were as bad as an- 
nounced it would not make much of a show in 
either company’s gross earnings account. 


Tennessee Coal and Iron stock jumped up a 
couple of points yesterday morning and then 


dropped four, closing a little belew the opening 
price. There is to be a consolidation of other 
big Southern iron properties with the Tennes- 
see Coal Company, and it is probable that new 
Directors of financial consequence will be 
elected to take the places of some of the lesser 
financial lights now in the board. 


. 

Dealings began yesterday in the new securi- 
ties of the reorganized Cotton Oil Trust. The 
capital of the new company will consist of 
$10,546,000 } eger ye and $21,092,000 com- 
mon stock. ut of 421,000 shares of stock in 
the trust, all but about 6,000 shares have been 
deposited in the reorganization. Gen. Samuel 
Thomas is President of the new company, with 
E. Urquhart and Alfred Bishop Mason as Vice 
Presidents. James H. Benedict is Treasurer. 
The Standard Oil Company wiil bave an in- 
fluential part in the property’s future manage- 
ment. ‘ 

The Chicago Gas Trust stock was marked up 
about a point yesterday by the exertions of the 
unhappy bull pool, which got into this stock 
above 50 and which has never yet been able to 
gét out. It is more heavily loaded now than 
ever. The Illinois Srpreme Court’s decision 
that the trust is illegal, and the aggressive atti- 
tude assumed by the Chicago City Government 
against the trust, are making life very dismal 
for a little section of Wall-street.

Daniel Halstead, President of the New-Yora 
National Exchange Bank, submitted to the 
Commissioners who are taking testimony in re- 
gard tothe widening of College-place his tax 
bills yesterday for 1886, 1887, 1888, and 
1889.
